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On  the  Coat  of  Arms — the  black  dots  appearing  on  the  red  face 
of  shield  are  the  mistake  of  the  Engravers  and  the  artist  does  not 
approve  of  it.  In  heraldry  it  gives  the  wrong  impression. 
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“If  you  could  see  your  ancestors 
All  standing  in  a  row , 

Would  you  be  proud  of  them  or  not , 
Or,  don’t  you  really  know ? 

Some  strange  discoveries  are  made 
In  climbing  family  trees , 

And  some  of  ihem,  you  know ,  do  not 
Particularly  please. 

If  you  could  see  your  ancestors 
All  standing  in  a  row , 

There  might  be  some  of  them  perhaps , 
You  wouldn’t  care  to  know.

INTRODUCTION 


The  first  practical  step  toward  the  preparation  of  this  book  was 
made  in  1884-5  by  Mrs.  Adeline3  (Hatch)  Barber,  (daughter  of 
Hezekiah7,  Jeremiah6,  Nathaniel5,  John4,  Benjamin3,  Jonathan2, 
Thomas1)  of  Logan,  Utah.  Since  very  little  was  known  of  her  an¬ 
cestry,  she  commenced  to  search  such  genealogical  books  as  came 
within  her  reach,  with  the  hope  of  finding  her  great  grandfather’s 
family.  Three  separate  branches  of  Hatch  people  were  found  in 
Utah,  Idaho  and  Arizona.  Co-operating  together  these  formed,  in 
1914,  the  Hatch  Genealogical  Society,  which  was  organized  with 
Stearns  Hatch  of  Woods  Cross,  Utah,  as  president;  L.  Lafayette3 
Hatch  of  Franklin,  Idaho,  as  Vice-President;  Orin  P.  Hatch  of 
Woods  Cross,  as  Secretary  and  Treasurer;  and  Ruth  A.  Hatch9  of 
Logan,  Utah,  as  recorder,  (now  Airs.  A.  L.  Hale). 

After  a  definite  organization  was  effected,  a  more  systematic 
search  began,  both  in  genealogical  libraries  and  by  correspondence. 
It  was  soon  learned  that  our  Society  was  obtaining  names  of  four 
different  lines  of  Hatches,  early  settlers  of  America  in  the  seven¬ 
teenth  century.  These  had  to  be  segregated  and  put  in  proper 
places  in  accord  with  the  proof.  Town  and  family  histories,  family 
bibles,  county  records  of  land  sales,  wills,  and  records  of  probating 
of  estates  gave  much  information;  town  clerks  added  more.  The 
memory  of  some  persons  contributed  statements,  which,  in  certain 
cases,  proved  to  be  inaccurate,  but  which  were  generally  found  to 
be  trustworthy.  As  the  work  progressed  we  learned  of  the  valuable 
manuscript  of  the  late  Edwin  T.  Hatch8,  (John  G.7,  Job6,  Joseph5, 
Moses4,  Moses3,  Jonathan2,  Thomas1)  of  Denver,  Colorado.  After 
repeated  efforts  this  was  purchased  of  his  widow,  and  it  forms  the 
basis  of  the  historical,  and  very  much  of  the  genealogical,  informa¬ 
tion  of  our  record.  The  work  of  Edwin  T.  Hatch  was  cut  short  by 
his  death  in  1889,  but  we  have  been  able  to  take  up  the  broken 
family  threads,  as  he  left  them,  and  carry  many  branches  down  to 
date,  as  well  as  to  account  for  numerous  families  he  had  omitted 
entirely. e  Alany  families  will  not  be  reported  fully,  however,  and 
some  not  at  all.  Our  Society  is  not  entirely  at  fault  for  the  omis¬ 
sions,  for  hundreds  of  our  letters  of  inquiry  have  never  been  ac¬ 
knowledged. 
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Mr.  Charles  Howard  Briggs10,  (Charles  A.  Briggs9,  Elvira  Hatch8, 
daughter  of  James7,  Asa6,  Joseph5,  Ichabod4,  Joseph3,  Jonathan2, 
Thomas1),  of  Minneapolis,  Minnesota,  has  contributed  largely  to 
the  information  we  have  of  descendants  of  his  second  great  grand¬ 
father,  Asa  Hatch.  Spencer  E.  Smith9  (son  of  Sarah  A.  Hatch3, 
W  ait7,  Lewis6,  Wait5,  Edward4,  Samuel3,  Jonathan2,  Thomas1),  of 
St.  Paul,  Minnesota,  has  been  another  kind  friend,  who  deserves 
mention  for  the  preparation  of  historical  sketches  of  some  of  his 
ancestors,  especially  for  that  of  Thomas1  and  Jonathan2  and  for 
the  gift  of  the  map  of  Falmouth,  the  old  home  of  this  ancestor  of 
ours.  Frank  D.  Hatch9  (Charles  B.3,  Frank7,  Joseph6,  Joseph5, 
Joseph4,  Joseph3,  Jonathan2,  Thomas1),  of  West  Hartford,  Con¬ 
necticut,  assisted  us  in  tracing  his  branch  back  to  1713,  and  sup¬ 
plied  us  with  many  addresses  of  kindred.  One  more  dear  friend 
must  not  be  forgotten,  Mr.  Silas  Alonzo  Hatch3  (Joseph7,  Na¬ 
thaniel6,  Ebenezer5,  Joseph4,  Joseph3,  Jonathan2,  Thomas1),  of 
Bloomington,  Wisconsin,  who  has  been  aiding  us  since  1916,  and 
though  88  years  of  age,  has  been  the  first  to  order  two  books,  with 
a  probable  order  of  six  more. 

Space  will  not  permit  us  to  mention  the  many  hundreds  of  true 
friends  we  have  found  who  have  spared  no  pains  to  aid  us  all  they 
could.  The  sympathy  and  support  they  have  given  us  through  the 
long  years  of  our  tedious  and  ofttimes  “trying  experiences  of  seek¬ 
ing  through  the  darkness  of  the  past,  a  name,  or  perhaps  a  family, 
fast  sinking  into  historical  oblivion/’  has  indeed  been  commend¬ 
able.  None  but  those  who  have  taken  a  hand  in  this  labor  can 
appreciate  the  satisfaction  felt  by  us  as  a  result  of  the  kindly  words 
and  generous  help  afforded  by  these,  our  friends. 

Many  questions  and  criticisms  are  certain  to  arise  on  account  of 
the  fallibility,  not  only  of  those  who  have  contributed  to  this  gene¬ 
alogy,  but  also  of  those  who  have  done  the  editing,  printing  and 
proof-reading;  but  serious  effort  has  been  made  to  get  and  give  the  - 
truth.  It  is  hoped  that  readers  will  report  to  our  society  anything 
thought  to  be  erroneous,  giving  the  reasons  for  their  belief. 

The  few  abbreviations  used  can  be  readily  understood.  The  mar¬ 
ginal  numbers  indicate  that  the  person’s  record  will  be  continued 
further  along  in  the  book.

‘‘Hatch  is  a  name  derived  from  an  old  Anglo-Saxon  word, 
Hacche,  meaning  a  door  or  floodgate,  consisting  of  great  stakes  put 
up  by  fishermen  to  help  in  securing  fish.  Hacche  is  also  a  term  for 
a  bar  across  a  woodland  path  to  prevent  deer  escaping.  If  Henry 
lived  near  a  hacche.  he  would  be  called  Henry  atte  hacche  and  fin¬ 
ally  Henry  Hatch.  Richard  atte  Hacche  and  Phillip  de  la  Hacclie 
are  names  in  old  records.  The  name  first  appears  in  Domesday 
Book  in  the  form  of  “Hache.”  “Haehe”  also  means  a  small  ax 
among  French  speaking  people. 


“The  Hatch  (written  differently  ‘Hatch’,  ‘Hacche’,  ‘Hach’) 
family  were  established  as  landowners  in  Devonshire  at  an  early 
period  “as  the  preceeding  chart  will  show.’’  The  Hatch  family  of 
Ardee  Castle  in  County  Louth.  Ireland,  have  the  same  coat  of  arms 
as  the  Cornwall  and  Devon  families,  indicating  the  family  connec¬ 
tion.  as  shown  by  the  following  description: 

Christopher  Hatch  (Busuistock,  County  Cornwall)  descended 
from  Jaffrey  Hatch  (Temp.  Ed.  III.),  visitation  1020. 

Arms:  Gu.  two  demi  lions  pass.  or. 

Hatch  of  Hatch,  County  Devon.  (Co-heiress  of  Robert  Hatch. 
Esq.,  of  Saterleigh  Park.  Devon).  The  representative  of  this  family 
married  John  Drake,  Esq.,  of  Barnstaple,  .Ancestor  of  Rober- 
Hache  Drake,  Esq.,  Commander  R..  N.  and  Zachary  Hammett 
Drake,  Esq.,  of  Springfield.  Devon. 

Arms:  Gu.  two  demi  lions  pass,  guard,  or. 

Crest:  a  lion’s  head  caboosed  arg. 


At  Auler  and  Chittlehampton  (Devon)  are  families  of  the  same 
m*ing  the  same  Arms. 

Ardee  Castle  (Co.  Louth). 

Arms:  Gu.  two  demi  lions  pass,  guard,  couped  in  pale  or. 
.  a  chief  arg.  a  cannon  mounted  ppr. 

Crest :  A  demi  lion  pass,  guard,  couped  in  pale  or.  armed 
and  langued  gu.  charged  on  the  breast  with  a  pile  of  shot 
ppr.  and  holding  in  the  paws  a  staff  also  ppr.  thereto  af¬ 
fixed  a  flag  arg.  charged  with  a  cross  of  the  second. 

Motto:  “Fortis  valore  et  armis.”  “Brave  by  valor  and  by 
arms.”  “Safer  wdth  hope  than  with  arms,”  is  another 
motto  of  the  Hatch  family. 
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It  has  not  been  proven  that  the  Thomas  Hatch  whose  descen¬ 
dants  we  are  considering  in  this  genealogy  are  of  this  Devonshire 
and  Cornwall  pedigree,  but  the  statement  has  been  made  that  he 
was  of  Devon,  and  that  “he  came  from  England  in  the  ship,  Man* 
and  John,  300  tons,  Capt.  Squib  master,  to  Dorchester,  Mass.” 

It  was  in  Dorchester,  Massachusetts,  that  he  became  a  Freeman, 
14  May,  1634. 

That  his  descendants  helped  to  name  towns  in  the  new  country, 
they  were  first  to  settle,  after  old  Devon  and  Cornwall  cities,  such 
as  Falmouth  and  Barnstable,  has  been  taken  as  evidence  that  their 
old  home  was  in  that  locality. 

We  give  the  chart  and  coat  of  arms  place  in  our  history  with  the 
hope  that  some  future  genealogist  will  find  the  connection,  if  such 
there  be,  between  the  old  and  new  world  of  our  Hatch  line  of  an¬ 
cestry. 

“History  of  Hatch  Family  of  England.”  “An  ancient  and  gentle 
tribe  which  took  its  name  from  the  place  of  its  habitation,  in  the 
parish  of  South  Moulton,  Devon.  Eng.,  whose  daughter  and  heir 
was  married  to  Worlington,  in  the  reign  of  King  Hemy  3d,  1216, 
one  of  whose  daughters  and  heirs  had  Hach  for  her  portion,  which 
she  brought  to  her  husband  William  at  Walter  of  the  same  parish; 
whose  son  Thomas,  left  his  paternal  and  took  to  him  the  local 
name  of  his  habitation. — Sir  W.  Dugal  tells  us  of  one  of  his  name, 
who  was  a  lord,  and  baron  of  parliament,  in  the  days  of  King  Ed¬ 
ward  1st,  1272;  but  he  derives  him  from  Hach  in  the  county  of 
Wilts.  What  relation  that  eastern  had  to  this  western  family  so 
called  I  can’t  determine;  onlv  this  is  certain,  that  this  ancient  stock 
of  Devon  did  shoot  up  onto  two  eminent  branches  which  flourished 
well;  the  one  at  Hach  and  Wooly  aforesaid,  whose  daughter  and 
heir  became  the  2nd  wife  of  Baldwin  Mallet,  Sollicitor  of  King 
Henry  8th,  1509;  the  other  at  Aller  in  South  Moulton;  which  hav¬ 
ing  matched  into  divers  honorable  families,  as  Giffard,  Bluet,  Chi¬ 
chester,  Fortescue,  Mallet,  etc.,  continues  there  in  good  reputation 
to  this  clay.  From  this  house  also  several  generations  back  issued — 
Hach  of  Saterleigh  in  this  county,  Esge;  whose  son  is  now  a  justice 
of  peace  for  the  same;  as  in  later  times  did  Hach  of  Longford  in  the 
parish  of  Cullumpton,  as  counselor  at  law,  now  extinct.” — From 
Worthies  of  Devon,  bv  John  Prince.  Bbl.  181. 
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HATCH  GENEALOGY 


THOMAS  HATCH  OF  NEW  ENGLAND 

The  progenitors  of  the  Hatch  Families  in  America  came  from 
England.  They  represent  at  least  four  distinct  branches  probably 
of  no  connection.  We  have  grouped  them  as  follows: 

Family  “A”  represents  the  descendants  of  Thomas  and  Elder 
William  Hatch,  brothers  who  settled  in  Scituate,  Massachusetts 
about  1633-4  and  whose  ancestors  are  traced  back  to  1415  to  Kent 
Co.,  England. 

/  Family  “B”  are  descendants  of  Thomas  Hatch,  whose  only  son 
was  Jonathan,  settlers  of  Yarmouth  and  Barnstable,  Massachu¬ 
setts,  whose  descendants  we  are  considering  in  this  history. 

'  Family  “C”  are  descendants  of  Phillip  Hatch  of  York,  Maine, 
who  settled  there  in  the  vear  1637. 

Family  “D”  represent  descendants  of  an  Anthony  Hatch  who 
settled  in  Norfolk,  Virginia.  Will  dated  1688. 

‘'These  families  of  Hatches  were  mostly  people  of  the  middle 
class — neither  rich  nor  poor — mostly  small  land  owners  and  farm¬ 
ers,  always  pious,  industrious,  frugal  and  temperate  and  of  good 
repute.” 

The  following  was  copied  from  “New  England  Historical  and 
Genealogical  Register”  Vol.  LXX,  1916,  page  256: 

“Much  confusion  has  arisen  and  numerous  errors  have  appeared 
in  various  printed  works  regarding  two  settlers  in  Plymouth  Col¬ 
ony,  named  Thomas  Hatch.  Besides  Thomas  Hatch  of  Scituate, 
there  was  a  Thomas  Hatch,  an  early  proprietor  of  Dorchester, 
Massachusetts,  who  was  propounded  as  a  freeman,  May  14.  1634. 
(Massachusetts  Bay  Records,  Vol.  1,  p.  369.)  He  moved  to  Yar¬ 
mouth,  where  he  was  propounded  as  a  freeman  Jan.  7,  1638  or  1639. 
Later  he  moved  to  Barnstable,  where  he  was  propounded  as  a  free¬ 
man  June  1,  1641.  At  Barnstable  in  Aug.,  1643.  he  was  on  the  list  * 
of  those  able  to  bear  arms,  that  is  he  was  between  16  and  60  years 
of  age.  He  had  land  in  both  Yarmouth  and  Barnstable,  and  took 
the  oath  of  fidelity  in  Yarmouth  in  1657.  He  died  about  1660,  and 
on  May  7,  1661,  his  widow,  Grace,  presented  his  inventory.  On 
March  3,  1662-3  administration  on  his  estate  was  granted  to  Jona¬ 
than  Hatch  and  Lydia,  wife  of  Henry  Taylor,  who  were,  without 
doubt,  his  children.  (Plymouth  Colony  Records,  Court  Orders, 
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Vol.  4,  p.  31).  This  Thomas  Hatch  of  Dorchester,  Yarmouth,  and 
Barnstable  did  not  belong  to  the  Hatch  family  of  Scituate  which 
came  from  Kent  County,  England. ” 


1.  Thomas  Hatch  of  family  “B”  is  supposed  to  have  been 
born  about  1003.  Of  his  life  previous  to  his  removal  to  New  Eng¬ 
land,  not  much  is  known  to  us.  He  married  a  young  woman  bv  the 
name  of  Grace,  probably  as  a  second  wife.  Her  family  name  seems 
not  now  to  be  known  but  she  is  said  to  have  been  of  Welch  extrac¬ 
tion.  and  in  this  connection  there  is  a  pretty  little  romance  which 
has  been  preserved  among  his  descendants  to  this  day.  “'Miss 
Grace,  it  seems,  was  a  very  winsome  and  popular  young  woman 
and  Thomas  had  more  than  one  rival  for  her  heart  and  hand.  But 
the  contest  finally  simmered  down  to  Thomas  and  one  other,  and 
Miss  G  race  found  it  difficult  to  decide  which  she  liked  the  better. 
Finally,  as  they  were  farmers,  it  was  agreed  by  all  concerned  that 
fate  should  be  determined  by  a  reaping  match,  he  who  could  reap 
a  certain  equal  measured  portion  of  a  field  of  grain,  to  get  the  prize. 
And  Miss  Grace,  being  herself  a  farmer's  daughter  and  a  skillful 
reaper  determined  that  she  also  would  have  a  hand  in  the  contest, 
that  was  to  decide  her  fate  consequently  she,  with  true  feminine 
diplomacy  had  her  equal  portion  staked  out  between  the  other  two 
and  the  contest  began.  Heaping  grain  at  that  time  was  done  by  the 
hand  sickle.  In  the  meantime  as  her  fate  was  so  near  a  determina¬ 
tion,  Miss  Grace  did  some  vigorous  thinking  as  is  apt  to  be  the 
case  when  events  of  serious  consequences  are  imminent  and  having 
concluded  that,  on  the  whole,  she  rather  liked  Thomas  a  little  the 
better,  she  slyly  cut  over  a  little  onto  Thomas’  portion,  thus  en¬ 
abling  him  to  finish  slightly  ahead.” 

It  was  probably  early  in  the  year  of  1634  that  Thomas  Hatch 
removed  with  his  family  to  the  wilderness  of  the  New  World,  dur¬ 
ing  the  great  Puritan  emigration  from  England  to  the  Massachu¬ 
setts  Bav  Colonv. 

*  %/ 

May  14,  1634  he  was  by  vote  of  the  court  of  General  Assembly 
made  a  freeman  of  Massachusetts  Bay  Colony.  The  court  at  that 
time  was  very  strict  as  to  whom  they  admitted  the  right  to  vote 
and  have  a  voice  in  the  management  of  the  public  affairs  of  the 
Colony.  To  become  a  freeman  of  the  colony  one  must  be  25  years 
of  age,  a  man  having  a  family,  a  freeholder  (or  land  owner)  and  be 
a  member  of  the  Puritan  or  Congregational  church.  They  admitted 
no  vagabonds  or  irresponsible  persons  into  public  affairs  at  that 
time. 


Thomas  Hatch  was  a  public  spirited  citizen  and  a  man  of  busi¬ 
ness  ability  and  during  his  residence  in  Massachusetts  Bay  Colony 
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must  have  acquired  some  property  and  been  a  man  of  influence  in 
the  locality  where  he  lived.  According  to  the  town  records  of  Dor¬ 
chester,  Mass.,  under  date  of  December  29,  1634,.  “It  is  ordered 
that  John  Philips  and  Thomas  Hatch  shall  have,  each  of  them,  two 
acres  of  land  that  lies  betwixt  the  ends  of  the  great  lots  and  three 
acres  that  is  granted  to  Alexander  Miller,  if  so  much  there  be,  pro¬ 
vided  they  leave  sufficient  highway  at  their  great  lots.”  These 
two  acres  were  apparently  some  remnants  of  land  that  did  not 
come  within  the  bounds  of  “their  great  lots”  as  laid  out. 

January  7,  1639,  Thomas  Hatch  and  nine  others  whose  names 
are  given  applied  to  Plymouth  Colony  for  grant  of  leave  to  pur¬ 
chase  land  and  form  a  new  township  at  a  place  now  known  as  Yar¬ 
mouth  on  the  Cape  Cod  peninsula.  The  leave  was  granted  and 
Thomas  Hatch  and  the  other  grantees  at  once  went  there  and  built 
themselves  log  houses.  The  town  was  incorporated  January  17, 
1639  and  named  Yarmouth.  A  committee  was  soon  appointed  to 
have  charge  of  the  division  or  allotment  of  lands  and  the  sale  of 
the  same.  These  first  settlers  were  people  of  strict  moral  and  re¬ 
ligious  character,  they  had  no  intention  of  admitting  into  their  new 
settlement  any  persons  who  might  be  a  disturbing  element  in  it. 
In  March  1640  the  committee  for  the  sale  of  lands  was  instructed 
to  have  a  strict  care  to  admit  no  settlers  into  the  town  except  such 
as  bring  certificates  from  well  known  men  as  to  their  “religious  and 
honest  carriage”  in  the  places  from  whence  they  came.  By  the 
close  of  1640  about  25  families  had  settled  in  the  new  town. 

It  would  seem  that  some  difficulty  arose  over  the  first  grants  or 
division  of  land  among  the  incorporators.  The  early  records  of  the 
town  were  destroyed  in  a  fire  so  that  it  is  difficult  now  to  determine 
just  the  nature  of  the  dispute.  At  a  court  held  at  Yarmouth,  June 
17,  1642  by  three  of  the  Governor’s  Assistants  an  attempt  was 
made  to  straighten  matters  out  but  it  appears  was  only  partially 
successful.  It  was  during  and  probably  on  account  of  this  dispute 
over  these  lands  that  Thomas  Hatch  moved  to  the  town  of  Barn¬ 
stable  June  1,  1641.  Thomas  Hatch  was  an  upright  man  and  he 
may  have  felt  that  he  had  not  been  fairly  dealt  with  or  at  any  rate 
that  he  would  prefer  to  reside  where  he  could  live  amicably  with 
his  neighbors  and  in  undisputed  possession  of  his  property.  That 
his  lands  were  included  among  others  in  the  dispute  is  evident  from 
the  records  of  a  hearing  held  before  Capt.  Standish  in  1648  by  order 
of  the  Court  designed  to  clear  up  and  put  an  end  to  such  differ¬ 
ences  as  still  remained,  for  among  several  other  names  that  of 
“Thomas  Hatch”  is  mentioned.  At  this  time,  too  “Anthony 
Thacher  claimed  80  acres  in  the  west  field  in  Yarmouth  that  had 
been  bought  of  Thomas  Hatch.” 
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Thomas  Hatch  resided  in  the  town  of  Barnstable  for  the  balance 
of  his  life  and  was  probably  a  member  of  the  church  of  the  cele¬ 
brated  Rev.  John  Lathrop.  In  1643  his  name  appears  on  the  roll 
of  those  “able  to  bear  arms  in  Barnstable.”  He  was  at  this  time 
about  40  years  of  age.  In  Jan.  1644  his  name  is  on  the  “list  of  ap¬ 
proved  inhabitants  of  Barnstable”  showing  that  he  was  a  man  of 
good  character  and  influence  and  held  in  esteem  by  his  fellow 
townsmen.  It  seems  evident  that  he  must  have  acquired  some 
landed  estate  in  this  town,  for  we  know  he  acquired  land  at  other 
places  where  he  resided  in  Massachusetts  Bay  and  Plymouth  Colo¬ 
nies.  The  records  of  deed  and  transfers  of  land  in  Barnstable  ore- 
vious  to  1700  were  destroyed  in  a  fire  so  there  is  now  no  official 
record  of  the  lands  owned  by  any  of  the  early  settlers  but  every 
thing  points  to  the  conclusion  that  he  must  have  been  a  land  holder 
in  the  town. 

He  died  in  Barnstable  in  1661  probably  in  April  or  May.  May 
27,  1661  an  inventory  of  his  personal  estate  was  taken  by  Isaac 
Robinson  and  Thomas  Ewer  and  sworn  to  by  his  widow  Grace.  It 
amounted  to  £17-I8s.  Authorities  are  agreed  that  he  was  of  exem¬ 
plary  character  and  a  very  pious  man.  What  became  of  his  widow 
Grace,  seems  not  to  be  known.”

Inventory  of  the  Goods  of  Thomas  Hatch  of  Barnstable,  Lately

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ISSUE  of  Thomas  Hatch: 

2.  i.  Jonathan  Hatch'1,  b.  about  1025  in  England. 

ii.  Lydia2,  b.  - .  m.  19  Dec.,  1650  Henry  Taylor  of 

Barnstable.  He  probably  son  of  John  Taylor.  He  evi¬ 
dently  followed  his  wife’s  people  to  Barnstable  where  he 
resided  until  her  death.  He  appears  to  have  been  the 
same  Henry  Taylor  who  was  made  freeman  in  Boston,  3 

May,  1665.  After  the  death  of  Lvdia  he  md.  Mary - . 

She  is  mentioned  as  his  wife  in  1665.  On  Aug.  6,  1666, 
“Henry  Taylor  of  Boston,  Chirurgeon  and  Mary  his  wife, 

for  a  valuable  consideration”  sold  Roger  Rose  - 

Lighterman - a  dwelling  house  and  land  on  which 

it  standeth”  in  Boston,  on  the  streets  or  way  leading  to¬ 
ward  the  great  Dock/'*  The  deed  was  signed: 

Henry  Taylor  (seal) 

Alary  Taylor  (seal) 

Suffolk  County  Deeds  Book,  7  Page  125. 

On  May  6,  1667  Henry  Taylor,  Chirurgeon,  of  Boston 
and  his  wife  Mary,  for  508  pounds,  paid  by  William  Talor 
of  the  said  Boston  merchant,  sold  him.  “A  Warehouse  in 
Boston,  aforesaid  with  the  wharfe  before  it  bounded  with 
the  mill  Creese,  Southerly,  with  Land  of  Thomas  Lake 
Merchant,  Westerly,”  also  two  “wharfs  adjoining”  with 
the  two  warehouses  upon  them,  which  “are  yet  in  the 
possession  of  the  said  Henry  Taylor.”  The  deed,  signed 
bv  “Henrv  Tavlor”  and  “Marv  Tavlor”,  was  acknowl-

edged  “in  the  presence  of  John  Paine.”  The  house  near 
the  “great  Dock”  and  the  wharf  property  are  not  recorded 
as  having  been  purchased  by  Henry  Taylor;  he  appears 
to  have  come  into  possession  by  inheritance,  or  through 
his  second  wife.  On  March  6,  1666,  “Moses  Mavericke  of 
Marvellhead  (Marblehead)  gent  and  Eunice  his  wife,”  for 
230  pounds  sold  “Henry  Tailor  of  Boston,  Chirurgeon.  A 
dwelling  house  with  a  yard,  garden  and  all  other  appur- 
tnances  thereunto  belonging,”  formerly  belonging  to 
“Thomas  Roberts  formerly  of  Boston  aforesaid  Deceased 
and  appropriated  unto  the  said  Eunice  the  Relict  of  the 
said  Roberts  and  her  children  namely,  Timothy  Roberts. 
Elizabeth  Roberts,  Lidia  Roberts  and  Eunice  Roberts.” 
This  deed  was  signed  by  “Moses  Mavericke,  Eunice 
Mavericke  (and;  Timothy  Roberts.”  their  acknowledge¬ 
ment  was  witnessed  by  Joshua  Scottoew.”  January  27, 
1667,  “Henry  Taylor  Chirurgeon  '-f  Boston  mortgaged 
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the  above  house  and  land,  for  258  pounds,  to  John 
Kichard,  to  be  paid  November  20,  next.”  Evidently  he 
met  this  payment  in  part  by  the  sale  of  his  house  near  the 
“Dock.”  Sept.  25,  1671,  Henry  Taylor  and  his  wife,  Mary 
again  mortgaged  the  premises  bought  of  Mavericke;  this 
time  for  362  pounds,  to  John  Morse.”  There  is  no  further 
record  of  Doctor  Taylor  in  Boston;  possibly  he  became 
financially  involved,  lost  his  house,  and  left  the  town;  yet 
he  may  have  lived  there  some  years.

liam  Dyer  of  Truro,  Mass.  From  the  fact  that  William  Dyer 
married  the  daughter  of  Dr.  Henry  Taylor  it  is  reasonable 
to  suppose  that  Dyer  studied  medicine  with  Dr.  Taylor.  The 
latter  was  a  physician  of  recognized  merit,  while  in  Boston. 
The  only  way  at  that  time  of  obtaining  medical  education 
was  through  apprenticeship  to  a  physician.  It  is  said  that 
not  a  medical  college  existed  in  the  Colonies  prior  to  1765. 
The  profession  at  its  best  was  crude;  remedies  were  few,  and 
bleeding  was  resorted  to  for  almost  even,-  ill.  Let  us  hope 
•  that  Dr.  Dyer  was  more  skillful  than  a  certain  physician  of 
his  day  in  New  Hampshire;  of  whom  it  is  said  that  he  “began 
by  doctoring  cattle;  later,  with  more  or  less  success,  he 
treated  the  human  kind.”  He  d.#27  July,  1738.

2.  Jonathan  Hatch2,  (Thomas1),  From  all  that  we  learn  of 
him,  Jonathan  Hatch,  whose  descendants  we  shall  follow,  was  a 
man  of  great  energy  and  force  of  character  with  a  decided  will  of 
his  own  which  brooked  no  unseemly  restraints. 

He  was  a  pioneer  in  the  march  of  civilization  in  the  stirring  times 
of  the  early  history  of  New  England,  a  man  of  daring  enterprise 
and  romantic  adventure,  only  a  part  of  which  is  known  to  us  now. 

He  wras  born  in  England  about  1625  and  came  to  Mass.  Bay  Col¬ 
ony  with  his  father  in  1634.  Even  as  a  boy  he  was  a  lad  of  spirit 
and  perhaps  somewhat  willful  and  disinclined  to  conform  to  all  the 
austerities  and  restrictions  of  the  intolerant  aee  in  which  he  lived. 
The  most  of  his  early  struggles  with  society  came  from  this  cause 
and  not  from  any  natural  depravity  in  the  boy  or  man  and  from  the 
further  circumstance  that  as  a  boy  his  lot  was  cast  largely  among 
strangers  where  he  was  deprived  of  the  loving  counsel  of  good 
friends. 
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The  theory  has  been  advanced  and  with  apparent  good  reason, 
that  his  father’s  wife  Grace  was  a  second  wife,  and  not  the  mother 
of  Jonathan  and  his  sister  Lydia,  and  that  she  and  the  children 
did  not  get  along  well  together  as  a  reason  why  the  children  did  not 
apparently  live  much  at  their  father’s  house. 

At  that  time  in  Plymouth  and  Mass.  Bay  Colonies  it  was  the 
custom  of  those  who  assumed  leadership  in  any  community  to  look 
askance  and  with  disfavor  upon  any  one  who  had  no  regular  oc¬ 
cupation  or  permanent  place  of  abode.  Such  persons  were  the  sub¬ 
jects  of  special  attention  and  closely  watched  and  either  ordered  out 
of  town  or  appointed  by  the  Court  or  Town  Meeting  to  reside  with 
some  family  of  known  probity  to  watch  over  them  and  keep  them 
employed  and  out  of  mischief. 

This  was  due  partly  to  the  austerity  of  the  time,  and  the  responsi¬ 
bility  of  training  the  twig  as  the  tree  should  stand,  but  partly  also 
to  the  fact  that  in  their  hand  to  hand  conflict  with  the  wilderness 
and  the  savage  the  colonists  could  not  afford  to  have  any  impecuni¬ 
ous  person  come  into  town  who  might  become  a  public  charge  on 
the  community  or  set  a  bad  example  for  others.  Sobriety,  industry 
and  frugality  were  prime  virtues  at  that  time. 

The  austerity  of  the  time  frowned  upon  all  amusements  as  a 
device  of  the  Devil.  The  Sabbath  must  be  sacredly  and  religiously 
observed.  They  were  perhaps  too  prone  to  meddle  in  private  affairs 
and  opinions,  to  put  a  straight  jacket  upon  everyone’s  conduct, 
public  and  private.  Even  the  clothes  one  might  wear  were  subject 
to  regulation  by  Puritan  law.  (See  Laws  of  Massachusetts,  1634 
and  later). 

But  with  all  their  drabness  and  austerity  perhaps  we  should  not 
judge  those  stern  old  Puritans  too  harshly.  They  were  human  and 
had  their  faults  but  they  were  a  conscientious,  God-fearing  race, 
sternly  doing  their  duty  as  they  saw  it;  erring  sometimes  doubtless, 
sometimes  in  their  zeal  cruel  and  intolerant,  but  always  we  may, 
well  believe  actuated  by  what  they  conceived  to  be  the  good  of 
their  religion  and  their  respective  communities. 

In  view  of  all  these  circumstances  and  perhaps  also  in  the  belief 
that  the  discipline  of  the  soldier  would  benefit  the  boy,  Jonathan 
was  at  about  the  age  of  12  apprenticed  to  Lieut.  Davenport  of 
Salem,  Mass. 

There  is  little  doubt  that  the  free  spirit  of  Jonathan  chafed  and 
fretted  under  the  strictures  and  discipline  of  the  soldier  and  per¬ 
haps  a  home-sick  longing  to  be  near  friends  and  after  serving  him 
for  about  two  years  he  could  endure  it  no  longer  and  deserted  and 
made  his  way  to  Boston  with  the  probable  intent  of  seeking  passage 
by  boat  to  Yarmouth  where  his  father  then  resided. 
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A  strange  boy  wandering  around  the  streets  and  wharves  of 
Boston  was,  at  that  time,  a  sufficiently  grave  matter  to  be  inquired 
into.  It  probably  did  not  take  long  to  ascertain  the  true  state  of 
affairs.  Sept.  2,  1640  he  was  arrested  as  a  fugitive  from  service 
and  “was  censured  to  be  severely  whipped  and  for  the  present  is 
committed  for  a  slave  to  Lieut.  Davenport. ”  (*) 

But  Jonathan  did  not  wait  for  any  whipping  nor  did  he  return 
to  Lieut.  Davenport.  He  had  a  good  head  and  two  good  legs  and 
the  spirit  and  will  to  use  them  and  they  brought  him  safely  to  his 
father’s  home  at  Yarmouth. 

Although  his  conduct  in  this  case  could  not  be  justified  by  the 
law  of  that  time,  we  cannot  but  admire  his  brave  manly  spirit  in 
his  resistance  to  the  strictures  and  intolerant  spirit  of  the  age  and 
for  his  courage  and  daring,  boy  though  he  was,  in  striking  out  for 
liberty,  alone  and  unaided. 

Though  he  gained  his  liberty  in  a  practically  hostile  community 
and  arrived  safely  in  Yarmouth,  his  troubles  did  not  end  there. 
Dec.  1,  1640  Capt.  Nicholas  Simpkins  had  him  arrested  and 
charged  with  slandering  him.  When  the  case  came  up  for  trial  in 
the  General  Court  at  Plymouth,  Jonathan  evidently  proved  the 
truth  of  his  charges  for  Capt.  Simpkins  was  fined  40  shillings  and 
Jonathan  was  set  free. 

Still  his  troubles  did  not  end.  His  father  moved  to  Barnstable 
in  June,  1641,  but  Jonathan  apparently  lived  on  in  Yarmouth 
earning  such  a  living  as  he  could  with  no  settled  occupation pr  place 
of  residence.  That  of  itself  was  a  sufficient  reason  why  those  stern 
old  Puritans  of  that  time  should  have  him  under  observation.  Un¬ 
doubtedly  they  did. 

Mar.  1,  1642  he  was  “taken  as  a  vagrant  and  for  his  misde¬ 
meanors  "was  censured  to  be  whipped  and  sent  from  constable  to 
constable  to  Lieut.  Davenport,  at  Salem.”  His  misdemeanors, 
aside  from  his  desertion  from  Lieut.  Davenport  were  probably 
nothing  more  than  the  natural  disinclination  of  a  spirited  and  ex-  v 
uberant  youth  to  conform  to  all  the  austerities  and  restrictions  of 
the  strict  age  in  which  he  lived. 

The  above  sentence  appears  not  to  have  been  executed.  Jona¬ 
than  may  have  protested  he  would  never  stay  there  if  sent.  Knowing 
something  of  the  spirit  of  the  lad  may  have  been  cause  for  second 
thought.  At  the  session  of  the  Court  held  about  a  month  later, 
April  5,  1642,  this  sentence  was  reconsidered.  Jonathan  was  in 
Plymouth  Colony  while  Lieut.  Davenport  was  in  Mass.  Bay  Col- 

*Slave  at  that  time  in  New  England  meant  a  bond  servant  or  person  bound 
to  service  for  a  specified  length  of  time.  There  were  not  many  of  rh<  m. 
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ony.  It  was  held  Jonathan  could  not  be  sent  back  into  the  service 
of  a  master  residing  in  another  colony.  And  so  Jonathan  escaped 
again.  But  the  Court  appointed  him  to  reside  with  Mr.  Stephen 
Hopkins  of  Plymouth,  who  was  enjoined  to  have  a  special  care  of 
him. 

Mr.  Hopkins  died  about  twro  years  later.  In  1644  we  find  Jona¬ 
than  in  Barnstable  where  he  was  on  the  list  of  those  able  to  bear 
arms.  In  1645  he  was  one  of  four  men  forming  the  quota  of  Barn¬ 
stable  who  with  men  from  other  towns  went  forth  Aug.  15  in  an 
expedition  against  the  Xarragansett  Indians.  They  returned  Sept. 
2  and  were  disbanded  the  next  day. 

April  11,1646  he  married  at  Barnstable,  Miss  Sarah  Rowley. 
daughter  of  Henry  Rowley  by  his  first  wife  Ann,  who  was  widow 
of  Thomas  Blossom  and  daughter  of  William  Palmer,  Sr.,  and  his 
wife  Frances.  William  Palmer  came  to  Plvmouth  Colon v  in  1621 
and  in  1639  was  one  of  the  original  first  settlers  of  Yarmouth.  Both 
Blossom  and  Palmer  were  of  the  Pilgrim  element.  Ann  Palmer 
married  Thomas  Blossom  in  England  in  1615  and  went  with  him  to 
Leyden,  Holland  where  they  were  a  part  of  the  Pilgrim  settlement. 
In  1620  they  came  to  Plymouth,  England  in  the  Speedwell  intend¬ 
ing  to  take  passage  on  the  Mayflower  for  America;  but  for  some 
reason  found  it  impractical  to  do  so  and  returned  to  Leyden,  where 
they  formed  a  part  of  the  Pilgrim  group. 

While  in  Leyden.  Blossom  held  some  correspondence  with  Gov. 
William  Bradford  of  Plymouth  Colony  and  in  1629  he  and  his  wife 
and  son  came  to  Plymouth,  Mass.  Blossopi  died  soon  after  and 
Oct.  17,  1633  his  widowT  married  Henry  Rowiey  as  his  first  wife. 
Their  first  child  was  Sarah,  wrho  at  about  the  age  of  13  married 
Jonathan  Hatch.  .After  his  marriage,  Jonathan  lived  for  some 
years  at  West  Barnstable. 

Oct.  7,  1651  he  and  Samuel  Hinkley,  father  of  Governor  Hink- 
lev,  were  brought  before  the  grand  jury  on  a  charge  of  hiring  land 
from  the  Indians.  Xot  a  very  heinous  offense  it  wrould  seem  now, 
but  rather  as  an  evidence  of  their  energy  and  enterprise.  But  at 
that  time  it  w'as  felt  that  enterprises  of  that  kind  should  be  dis¬ 
couraged  as  likely  to  lead  to  misunderstandings  and  trouble  with 
the  Indians. 

Feb.  24,  1652  he  was  appointed  one  of  a  commission  that  was 
to  ‘"choose  and  lay  out  a  common  highway  between  Plymouth  and 
Sandwich,  according  to  your  best  judgment  wrhere  you  shall  find 
it  most  convenient  for  the  country’s  use,”  showing  that  at  that 
time  the  Court  had  confidence  in  his  integrity  and  good  judgment. 
This  road  was  at  that  time  one  of  the  most  important  roads  in  the 
colonv. 
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But  Jonathan  found  it  cliffiult  to  suppress  his  natural  instinct 
for  trading  wherever  he  found  it  advantageous  and  Mar.  2,  1652 
he  was  again  before  Grand  Jury  on  a  charge  of  “furnishing  an 
Indian  with  a  gun,  powder  and  shot.” 

It  is  probable  that  heretofore  he  had  worked  for  others  or  had 
farmed  land  on  shares  and  that  he  now  felt  he  wanted  and  was  en¬ 
titled  to  land  of  his  own  and  that  he  applied  to  the  town  for  a  grant 
of  land.  At  a  town  meeting  held  Oct.  27,  1653,  it  was  “ordered  that 
ye  land  measurers  shall  lay  out  Jonathan  Hatch  land  as  they  shall 
conceive  most  convenient  for  him  and  least  prejudical  to  ye  other 
inhabitants  who  are  to  have  their  lots  laid  out  afterwards.”  It  is 
probable  at  that  time  there  was  no  unallotted  land  except  in  the 
outskirts  of  the  town,  for  his  land  was  laid  out  to  him  in  quite  the 
southeast  part  of  the  town,  known  at  that  time  as  “Sepneset  on  ye 
•South  Sea.”  (Now  Lewis  Bay.)  The  Indian  name  was  Sepneset. 

After  his  land  had  been  laid  out  to  him  he  went  there  and  built 
a  log  house  and  Oct.  7,  1654  moved  there  with  his  family.  There 
were  50  acres  of  upland  and  a  parcel  of  marsh  adjoining  and  8  acres 
of  meadow  and  some  land  on  an  island.  Feb.  14,  1655  he  had  the 
grant  of  his  land  recorded  and  at  the  same  time,  probably  in  answer 
to  questions,  expressed  his  satisfaction  of  the  division  of  the  lands. 

All  that  part  of  the  town  was  then  an  unbroken  wilderness  in¬ 
habited  only  by  Indians.  The  wigwam  of  Paup-Mun-Muche,  Chief 
of  the  Massapees  was  only  a  mile  away.  There  were  no  white  set¬ 
tlers  within  several  miles  of  him  for  several  years.  Rather  a  drearv 
and  dangerous  situation  one  would  think.  But  it  was  characteristic 
of  the  man  that  no  difficulties  or  dangers  daunted  him. 

It  is  not  known  that  he  had  any  trouble  with  the  Indians  during 
all  the  time  he  resided  there.  He  was  friendly  with  them,  traded 
with  them  and  treated  them  well.  That  he  was  able  to  get  and  re¬ 
tain  the  good  will  of  these  wild  denizens  of  the  wilderness  speaks 
well  for  his  courage,  tact,  and  good  sense.  If  by  his  conduct  to¬ 
wards  them  he  had  excited  their  hostility  they  could  have  done  him 
much  harm. 

At  this  time  oysters  were  abundant  in  the  waters  near  Jona-  ' 
than’s  residence  at  Sepneset  and  many  barrels  of  them  were  an¬ 
nually  pickled  by  him  and  his  family  and  sent  to  market.  The  shells 
of  the  oysters  were  burned  in  kilns  into  quick  lime  of  a  superior 
quality  and  for  many  years  all  the  lime  used  for  building  purposes 
was  manufactured  from  the  shells  of  oysters  at  this  place. 

Some  time  subsequent  to  the  grant  of  his  land  at  Sepneset  he 
sold  one-half  his  farm  (probably  an  undivided  half  interest)  to  Mr. 
Thomas  Shaw.  Whether  Shaw  came  there  to  live  does  not  appear 
but  it  w'ould  seem  not. 
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At  first  all  the  freemen  of  the  Colony  met  annually  at  Plymouth 
in  a  General  Court  for  transaction  of  the  general  business  of  the 
Colony.  In  1638  a  representation  of  the  towns  by  Deputies  was 
adopted.  In  1657  Jonathan  took  the  oath  of  fidelity,  which,  as 
the  head  of  a  family  and  a  taxpayer  entitled  him  to  vote  for  Depu¬ 
ties  and  any  other  town  business  though  he  was  not  yet  a  freeman. 
He  was  made  freeman  later. 

It  was  well  known  that  Jonathan  had  the  good  sense  to  be  on 
friendly  terms  with  the  Indians.  Perhaps  it  was  sometimes  thought 
he  was  too  friendly  with  them.  In  June,  1658  it  was  proved  in  Court 
that  an  Indian  named  Repent  had  threatened  to  shoot  Gov.  Prence 
on  his  return  from  Plymouth.  Jonathan  was  also  in  Court  at  the 
same  time  on  suspicion  that  he  had  “justified”  Repent;  but  of  this 
there  was  no  proof  and  he  was  by  the  Court  admonished  and  re¬ 
leased. 

The  vacant  lands  in  his  vicinity  were  not  being  settled  upon  and 
it  is  evident  Jonathan  did  not  find  here  in  this  isolated  locality 
the  opportunities  to  satisfy  his  enterprising  spirit.  In  the  summer 
of  1659  he  went  in  search  of  more  promising  prospects  to  Martha’s 
Vineyard  and  elsewhere. 

It  was  about  this  time  that  an  old  Indian  Chief,  Xotantico  by 
name,  knowing  that  Jonathan  was  a  good  friend  of  the  Indians 
and  that  he  was  looking  for  land,  freely  gave  him  a  tract  on  that 
neck  of  land  between  Woods  Hole  and  Buzzards  Bay,  about  two 
or  three  miles  southwest  of  the  present  village  of  Falmouth.  Jona¬ 
than  did  not  go  there  to  live.  It  was  too  far  away  from  even  the 
nearest  settlement  with  no  prospect  of  others  coming  there  for  a 
good  while.  Years  afterwards  Jonathan  remembered  this  gift  and 
claimed  it  as  we  shall  see. 

June  7,  1659  “Liberty  to  view  and  purchase  a  tract  at  Succon- 
nesset  and  arrange  with  the  Indians  for  the  same”  was  granted  to 
six  men  from  Barnstable  and  one  from  Sandwich.  These  men  ap¬ 
parently  did  nothing  towards  making  the  purchase;  but  it  served 
to  direct  attention  to  the  place  and  Jonathan  may  have  gone  there 
prospecting.  Succonnessett  wras  the  Indian  name  of  the  place 
meaning  in  their  language  the  place  of  the  black  clam  shells,  which 
were  found  there  in  abundance.  It  was  on  the  sea  shore  southwest 
of  Barnstable,  near  Woods  Hole. 

Mar.  5,  1660  “Liberty  to  purchase  land  at  Succonnesset  and  ad¬ 
jacent”  was  granted  by  the  Colony  Court  to  another  and  different 
company  of  seven  men,  John  Howe,  Anthony  Annabel,  Nathaniel 
Thomas,  Samuel  Fuller,  Abraham  Pierce,  Peter  Blossom  and  Isaac 
Robinson.  Isaac  Robinson  was  son  of  John  Robinson,  the  Leyden 
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preacher  and  a  friend  of  Jonathan  Hatch.  June  4,  1660  were 
added  to  the  above  purchasers  of  Succonnesset  and  places  adjacent, 
Samuel  Hinkley,  Henry  Cobb,  John  Jenkins,  who  were  of  the  com¬ 
pany  which  applied  June  7,  1659  and  Mathew  Fuller,  John  Cooper 
and  John  Dunham,  all  of  Barnstable  and  William  Nelson  and 
Thomas  Burman  (now  Bowerman)  of  Plymouth.  The  purchase  was 
made  of  Qua-cha-tis-set  and  other  Sachems  of  the  Succonnesset 
and  Massapee  tribe  of  Indians. 

Here  seemed  to  be  the  promising  prospect  that  Jonathan  was  in 
search  of.  Here  he  could  be  in  the  midst  of  things  and  a  part  of  it. 
Just  what  day  and  month  the  purchase  by  the  Company  was  con¬ 
summated  does  not  appear  but  that  same  year  (1660)  Jonathan 
Hatch  and  Isaac  Robinson  went  there  and  built  each  of  them  a  log 
house;  whether  before  or  after  the  purchase  by  the  Company  is  not 
known  but  probably  after  and  that  they  had  the  permission  of  the 
Company. 

Land  could  not  be  purchased  of  the  Indians  except  by  permission 
of  the  Colony  Court  and  as  the  Court  had  already  permitted  the 
purchase  by  a  company  it  seems  unlikely  they  would  grant  permis¬ 
sion  to  purchase  a  part  of  the  same  land  to  an  individual.  It  is 
improbable  permission  would  have  been  granted  previous  to  the 
purchase  by  the  company  for  the  Colony  laws  required  that  no 
settlement  be  made  remote  from  a  place  of  public  worship  unless 
the  settlers  be  strong  enough  to  support  a  minister  of  the  Gospel. , 
Barnstable  was  the  nearest  place  of  public  worship  about  15  miles 
away. 

Jonathan  built  his  house  on  or  near  that  narrow  neck  of  land 
between  Fresh  and  Salt  ponds  (see  map)  about  a  half  mile  south  or 
southwest  of  the  present  village  of  Falmouth.**  Robinson  built  his 
a  little  further  south.  They  probably  moved  there  with  their  fami¬ 
lies  soon  after  they  built  their  houses  though  no  precise  date  is 
known.  Jonathan  placed  his  family  and  goods  on  a  small  skiff  and 
sailed  away  down  the  coast  till  they  came  to  Salt  Pond,  entering 
which,  they  sailed  up  to  the  neck  where  they  landed. 

Jonathan  Hatch  and  Isaac  Robinson  were  the  first  white  settlers 
in  Succonnesset,  now  Falmouth.  Jonathan’s  son  Moses  was  the 
first  white  child  born  there — named  Moses  it  is  said  because  so 
many  bullrushes  grew  near  his  father’s  house. 

May  27,  1661  Jonathan  and  Mr.  Shaw  sold  their  farm  at  Sep- 
neset  to  Mr.  John  Thompson  who  sold  about  1674  to  John  Lovet 
some  of  whose  descendants  still  hold  the  old  Hatch  farm. 

Nov.  29,  1661  the  proprietors  or  purchasers  of  Succonnesset  held 
a  meeting  which  extended  to  Dec.  3rd  following,  and  agreed  upon 
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an  allotment  of  lands.  The  meeting  appears  to  have  been  held  at 
Jonathan  Hatch's  house  so  that  they  might  view  the  land  and 
make  an  equitable  allotment.  The  land  by  the  Herring  Brook  was 
to  be  “in  general.”  Each  of  the  proprietors  was  allotted  about  80 
acres.  Commencing  at  the  sea  shore  as  a  base  these  lots  ran  straight 
back  into  the  interior.  Nine  of  them  were  16  rods  broad,  three 
were  17  rods  broad,  two  were  Sl/2  rods  broad  and  one  (that  to  Isaac 
Robinson)  was  IS  rods  broad.  These  lots  were  just  east  of  the  Her¬ 
ring  Pond  and  the  lines  of  the  lots  were  to  run  to  “the  same  point 
of  the  compass  as  Jonathan  Hatch's  80  acres  upon  the  sea,” 
showing  that  Jonathan  had  his  farm  there  of  80  acres  previous  to 
this  first  allotment.  He  probably  selected  and  laid  out  his  land 
soon  after  he  moved  there  and  it  was  not  by  his  house,  but  by  the 
sea.  For  the  better  accommodation  of  all  some  other  small  allot¬ 
ments  of  4  to  S  acres  were  made  and  “Jonathan  Hatch  and  Isaac 
Robinson  because  they  have  built  their  houses  shall  have  their 
lots  by  their  houses,  that  is  to  say  Jonathan  Hatch  to  have  10 
acres  by  his  house,  lying  against  the  neck,  leaving  a  sufficient  way 
into  the  neck;  and  Isaac  Robinson  shall  have  4  acres  by  his  house 
and  8  acres  next  adjoining  Jonathan  Hatches.” 

Apparently  upon  second  thought  “because  we  questioned 
whether  we  should  get  water  on  these  lots  we  laid  out  4  acres  to  a 
share  along  by  the  pond  *  *  *  a  sufficient  way  to  be  left  along  by 
%the  pond  side  above  or  below  the  houses.”  What  pond  this  was  is 
not  stated. 

It  was  “also  agreed  that  the  proprietors  shall  not  keep  above  20 
head  of  cattle  each  upon  the  great  neck  for  a  share,”  This  great 
neck  was  probably  that  land  by  the  Herring  Brook  which  was  to  be 
be  “in  general”  and  used  ip  common  by  all  as  pasturage. 

Again  “we  have  laid  out  20  acres  to  a  share  next  to  Jonathan 
Hatches  ground  abutting  upon  the  sea  and  running  200  rods  to¬ 
wards  the  woods.  This  work  is  now  concluded  and  the  agreement 
signed  Dec.  3,  1661.”  Jonathan  Hatch  is  one  of  the  signers. 

Jonathan  Hatch’s  father  died  in  Barnstable  in  1661  and  Mar. 
3,  1662  Jonathan  and  his  sister  Lydia,  who  married  Henry  Tay-' 
lor  Dec.  19, 1650  applied  for  and  were  granted  letters  of  administra¬ 
tion  upon  their  father’s  estate  by  the  Plymouth  Colony  Court. 
Isaac  Robinson  and  Thomas  Ewer  were  appointed  to  make  an  in¬ 
ventory  and  appraisal  of  the  estate  which  they  did  May  27  and  it 
was  sworn  to  by  the  widow. 

The  new  settlement  at  Succonnesset  not  being  strong  enough  at 
that  time  to  stand  alone  it  was  ordered  by  the  Court  in  Mar.  1663 
“that  Succonnesset  shall  for  the  present  belong  to  Barnstable.” 
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The  first  purchase  of  land  at  Succonnesset  by  the  original  com¬ 
pany  in  1660  was  probably  not  largely  in  excess  of  that  allotted  to 
the  proprietors  in  Nov.  and  Dec.,  1661. 

Sometime  subsequent  to  the  first  purchase  the  company  obtained 
additional  land;  a  tract  extending  along  the  seashore  from  Woods 
Hole  to  Five  Mile  River  and  extending  inland  four  or  five  miles, 
apparently  completely  surrounding  the  first  purchase  except  on  the 
sea  side.  In  July  1677  it  was  agreed  to  lay  out  additional  lands  of 
60  acres  to  a  share,  also  meadows.  John  Howland  and  Thomas 
Lathrop  acting  for  the  company  appointed  Bernard  Lumbert,  Wil¬ 
liam  Gifford  and  John  Smith  a  committee  who  laid  out  12  strips 
or  lots  which  were  assigned  to  Moses  Rowley,  Sr.,  Joseph  Hull, 
Thomas  Griffin,  John  Robinson,  Samuel  Tilley,  Nathaniel  Skiff, 
Thomas  Johnson,  William  Gifford,  Thomas  Lewis,  John  Jenkins, 
Jonathan  Hatch,  Sr.,  William  Wicks  or  Weeks,  and  Thomas  Ewer. 
There  were  also  other  10  acre  lots  laid  out  to  the  same  individuals. 
The  balance  of  the  tract  was  held  in  common  to  be  sold  later  to 
others.  Jonathan  Hatch  and  Isaac  Robinson  were  appointed  a 
committee  to  sell  the  lands  of  those  who  did  not  wish  to  settle  there. 

It  was  about  this  time  when  settlement  was  extending  and  land 
was  becoming  valuable  that  Jonathan  remembered  the  land  the 
old  Indian  Chief  had  given  him  some  years  before.  The  old  Chief 
was  not  living  then  but  iiis  son  remembered  the  gift  and  confirmed 
it  by  the  following  deed  dated  Jan.  15,  1679,  signed  by  Job  Xo- 
tantico,  Indian  of  Succonnesset. 

INDIAN  DEED  TO  JONATHAN  HATCH 

“To  all  people  to  whom  these  presents  may  come,  Job  Notantico, 
son  of  Thomas  Notantico,  Indian  of  Succonnesset  in  the  Govt,  of 
New  Plymouth,  sendeth  greeting  etc. 

Know  ye  that  I,  the  said  Job  N'otantico,  understanding  that  my 
father,  the  said  Notantico,  Sachem,  many  years  ago,  about  or  since 
the  beginning  of  the  Succonnesset  Plantation,  did  freely  and  ab¬ 
solutely  grant  and  give  unto  Jonathan  Hatch,  Sr.,  of  the  said 
Succonnesset  all  that  tract  or  neck  commonly  called  Woods  Hole 
Neck,  excepting  a  part  which  he,  the  said  Notantico  reserved  for 
himself  which  afterwards  he  exchanged  with  Succonnesset  men  and 
accepted  in  lieu  thereof  40  acres  at  little  Sipperwisset,  with  liberty 
to  cut  sticks  and  wood  in  the  commons.  The  fins  and  tails,  whales 
cast  ashore  to  be  mine,  etc.” 

This  deed  was  witnessed  by  Shearjashub  Bourne  and  Bathsheba 
Bourne  and  acknowledged  by  Job  Notantico,  alias  Attuckoo,  be¬ 
fore  Thomas  Hinkley,  Assistant. 
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There  was  preaching  at  Succonnesset — often  at  the  house  of 
Jonathan  Hatch — but  there  was  no  regular  church  organization 
till  the  autumn  of  1708.  The  business  meetings  of  the  proprietors 
were  held  more  often  at  his  house  than  elsewhere.  When  strangers 
arrived  they  were  often  entertained  at  Jonathan  Hatch’s  till  his 
house  became  a  place  of  public  entertainment  for  travelers  and  oth¬ 
ers  and  was  •finally  licensed  as  such  with  the  privilege  of  selling 
liquor  for  their  use. 

When  any  of  Jonathan’s  good  friends  among  the  Indians  were 
present  it  was  doubtless  a  little  difficult  for  him  to  refuse  them  a 
little  “fire  water.”  June  7,  1670  he  was  fined  £3  for  selling  them 
liquor;  but  knowing  the  Indians  as  he  did  it  is  not  likely  he  gave 
them  enough  to  make  them  dangerous. 

Shortly  after  King  Phillip’s  War  Jonathan  Hatch  bought  of 
Capt.  Church  three  Indians,  a  man,  wife  and  child,  probably  pri¬ 
soners,  many  of  whom  were  taken  near  the  close  of  the  war,  for  the 
apparent  purpose  of  liberating  them.  June  3,  1679  Jonathan  and 
the  brothers  of  the  woman  appeared  in  Court  where  it  was  agreed 
that  “for  £6  the  man  and  woman  should  be  released  and  the  child 
should  remain  with  Goodman  Hatch  till  24  years  of  age  and  then 
be  released  forever.  ” 

In  Colonial  times  the  local  Inn  or  Tavern  often  became  the  Civic 
Center  of  the  community  and  excepting  the  meeting  house  was  the 
most  frequented  place  in  town  and  the  tavern  keeper  the  best  in¬ 
formed  man  in  the  community.  People  flocked  there  to  learn  not 
only  the  local  gossip  but  the  news  of  the  outside  world  from  trav¬ 
elers.  \ 

When,  in  June  4.  1686  Succonnesset  was  detached  from  Barn¬ 
stable  and  incoporated  as  a  separate  township  and  given  the  name 
of  Falmouth,  Jonathan  Hatch’s  public  house  was  the  logical  place 
for  holding  town  meetings  for  the  transaction  of  town  business  and 
all  public  affairs.  From  this  time  on  Jonathan  became  more 
prominent  in  the  affairs  and  business  of  the  town.  He  was  often 
engaged  in  running  the  lines  of  lots,  attending  to  the  sale  of  lands 
and  transfers  of  titles.  Age  and  experience  had  toned  down  the 
fire  and  impetuosity  of  youth  and  he  had  become  an  honored  and 
respected  citizen  and  a  religious  man.  June  24,  1690  he  took  the 
Freeman’s  oath  and  was  admitted  as  a  Freeman  of  the  Colony  at 
the  County  Court  at  Barnstable;  which  was  something  of  a  dis¬ 
tinction  at  that  time  as  none  but  men  of  known  probity  and  in¬ 
tegrity  and  generally  church  members  could  attain  to  that  honor. 

Jonathan  Hatch  acquired  a  large  land  estate  and  was  regarded 
as  among  the  wealthy  of  those  times.  In  his  later  years  he  became 
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the  venerable  patriarch  of  a  large  and  esteemed  family  of  children 
and  grand  children.  He  apparently  gave  away  all  his  land  to  his 
children  previous  to  his  death  as  shown  by  the  following: 

LAST  WILL  OF  JONATHAN  HATCH 

“I  Jonathan  Hatch.  Sr.,  of  Falmouth,  in  the  county  of  Barn¬ 
stable  in  the  Province  of  Massachusetts  Bay,  in  New  England, 
being  now.  through  the  mercy  of  God  in  complete  health  and  of 
disposing  mind  and  memory,  yet  being  aged  and  calling  to  mind 
the  uncertainty  of  this  Transitory  life,  I  am  desirous,  according  to 
my  duty  to  settle  things  in  order  before  I  go  hence,  and  therefore 
do  make  this  my  Last  Will  and  Testament,  hereby  revoking  and 
disannulling  all  former  will  and  wills  by  word  or  writing  heretofore 
by  me  made  and  hereby  constitute  and  declare  this  to  be  my  Last 
will  and  testament,  in  manner  and  form  following,  viz:  My  desire 
is  to  commit  my  soul  to  God  in  Jesus  Christ,  who  gave  it  and  my 
body  to  decent  burial  when  God  shall  please  to  call  me  hence.  And 
as  touching  my  worldly  estate  which  God  hath  beyond  my  deserts 
bestowed  on  me,  my  will  is  to  dispose  of  it  as  follows:  Imprimis, 
I  will  and  bequeath  to  my  six  sons,  viz:  Thomas  Hatch,  Jonathan 
Hatch,  Joseph  Hatch,  Benjamin  Hatch,  Samuel  Hatch  and  Moses 
Hatch,  to  each  of  them  one  shilling  over  and  above  of  what  they 
have  already  had  to  be  paid  out  of  my  estate.  It. — I  will  and  be¬ 
queath  to  my  two  daughters  Mary  Weeks  and  Sarah  Wing  to  each, 
of  them  three  shillings  over  and  above  of  what  they  have  already 
had,  to  be  paid  out  of  my  estate.” 

“It. — I  will  and  bequeath  to  my  daughter,  Marcy  Rowley,  all 
and  singular  my  movables  and  debts  and  twenty  pound  of  the 
thirty  pound  to  be  paid  six  years  after  my  decease  by  my  two  sons, 
Samuel  Hatch  and  Moses  Hatch  as  may  appear  by  obligations  un¬ 
der  their  hands  and  seals  bearing  date,  March  the  twentieth,  One 
thousand  seven  hundred  (1700)  and  I  do  hereby  ordain,  constitute 
and  appoint  my  daughter,  Marcy  Rowley  (wife  of  Nathan)  to  be 
my  sole  Executrix  to  this,  my  Last  Will  and  Testament  to  admini¬ 
ster  upon  all  my  estate.  In  witness  whereof  I  have  hereunto  set 
my  hand  and  seal  the  fifteenth  day  of  September,  Anno  Domini, 
One  Thousand  seven  hundred  and  five.” 

Signed,  sealed  and  declared  to  be  his  last  will  and  testament,  in 
the  presence  of  us: 

John  Weeks,  William  Weeks  and  Thomas  Bowman,  Proved  4 
Jan.,  1710-11,  Attest,  William  Bassett,  Regtr. 

His  son  Nathaniel  and  daughter  Lydia  were  possibly  not  then 
living,  as  they  are  not  mentioned  in  the  will  but  there  are  reasons 
for  believing  that  Nathaniel  married  and  left  descendants. 
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There  is  ample  evidence  that  Jonathan  continued  to  do  business 
till  the  time  of  his  death.  As  one  of  the  agents  of  the  proprietors  he 
was  often  called  upon  to  look  after  their  interests  and  they  could 
not  have  been  confided  to  more  faithful  hands. 

He  died  at  Falmouth  in  Dec.,  1710,  aged  84,  honored  and  re¬ 
spected  by  the  community  among  whom  he  had  lived  for  the  last 
fifty  years. 

Jonathan  Hatch  was  the  progenitor  in  America  of  a  numerous 
family  of  Hatches  which  are  now  to  be  found  in  nearly  all  the 
Northern,  East,  Central  and  Western  states.  Some  of  these 
Hatches  I  personally  knew  and  they,  and  probably  the  most  of 
them,  still  retain  the  traits  of  business  ability,  energy  and  force  of 
character  that  distinguished  their  ancestor,  Jonathan  Hatch. 

I  wish  to  say  here  that  much  of  the  information  on  which  the 
above  sketch  is  based  was  furnished  to  me  by  Mrs.  Ruth  A.  Hatch 
Hale,  Recorder  of  the  Hatch  Genealogical  Society  of  Salt  Lake 
City,  Utah,  after  many  years  of  painstaking  research  and  investi¬ 
gation  among  the  records  of  the  past,  and  to  whom  due  credit 
should  be  given.  I  have  prepared  the  sketch  at  her  request  to  assist 
in  getting  the  work  ready  for  publication.

soldier  in  King  Philip’s  War.  1675.  Jonathan  Hatch, 
Sarah’s  father,  had  penetrated  the  wilds  on  the  east  shores 
of  Buzzard’s  Bay,  as  early  as  1661,  and  in  his  family, 
Nathaniel  Wing  found  his  wife.  It  was  probably  due  to 
this  marriage  that  Nathaniel  himself,  settled  on  the  shores 
of  Buzzard’s  Bay,  in  the  town  of  Sandwich  (which  then 
extended  across  the  Cape)  and  not  distant  from  his  father- 
in-law.  The  marriage  may  have  taken  place  between  the 
years  1680-90,  at  a  time  -when  Nathaniel  was  a  bachelor 
of  mature  vears.  He  wras  admitted  a  townsman  of  Sand- 
wdch  in  1681.  He  died  in  the  76th  year  of  his  age.  In  his 
will  probated  in  Barnstable  Court,  4  Dec.,  1722,  he  men¬ 
tions  his  widow  Sarah,  and  his  sons,  Nathaniel,  Ebenezer 
and  Joseph,  and  his  daughters,  Hozia,  Sarah,  Man', 
Oseah.  His  widow  Sarah  survived  him  about  nine  years, 
and  died  8  July,  1731;  she  also  made  her  will  in  winch  she 
mentions  her  sons,  Nathaniel,  Ebenezer  and  Joseph,  and 
makes  her  daughter  Mary  her  executrix,  and  mentions 
“three  other  daughters.”  Her  estate  inventoried  £80,  16s.

Capt.  Joseph  Hatch3,  perhaps  excepting  Moses  Hatch,  who  was 
born  in  Falmouth,  4  Mar.,  1663,  was  the  most  distinguished  of 
Jonathan’s  sons.  Capt.  Joseph  was  a  soldier  in  “King  Philip’s  War” 
1675-6.  He  was  noted  for  his  skill  in  the  use  of  the  rifle  in  which  he 
was  never  excelled.  As  an  instance  he  could  level  with  such  pre¬ 
cision,  as  to  split  an  apple  at  the  distance  of  20  rods.  He  inherited 
the  homestead  of  his  father,  Jonathan,  in  Falmouth;  acquired  a 
large  estate  and  exercised  wide  influence.  (See  “Barnstable  Fami¬ 
lies”  by  Amos  Otis,  Yol.  1.  Page  468-9).  From  the  gravestone  at 
the  old  burying  ground  in  Falmouth,  we  learn  that  he  died  16  Feb., 
1737,  aged  S3  years. 

All  his  children  had  removed  to  the  State  of  Connecticut  before 
his  death  with  the  exception  of  his  daughter,  Lydia  (Hatch  ) Gifford 
and  a  son  Ebenezer,  the  latter,  of  whom  it  is  said  resided  on  the  old 
homestead  after  his  father’s  death.  The  property  had  all  been  di¬ 
vided  at  their  removal.  No  will  nor  administration  of  estate  is 
found  on  record,  perhaps  burned  1824-5  at  Barnstable.

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Elizabeth  (Estes)  Hatch  was  baptized  3  Sept.,  1660  in  Deal  Kent, 
England  and  had  a  brother  Nicholas  and  Sister  Susannah.  The 
latter  had  her  will  dated  5  July,  1697. 

Nathaniel3  Hatch  is  not  mentioned  in  his  father’s  will  of  15  Sept., 
1705,  probably  died  before  that  date,  the  exact  date  of  his  death 
has  not  been  found.

The  estate  was  divided  into  ten 
shares,  20  Feb.,  1723-4.  The  eldest  son  having  double  portion. 
There  were  £272  personal  and  about  £250  real  estate. 

(The  following  has  been  contributed  by  Spencer  E.  Smith  of  St. 
Paul,  Minn.,  a  descendant  of  Samuel3,  Jonathan2,  Thomas1.) 

“Not  very  much  is  known  of  Samuel  beyond  the  fact  that  he 
was  a  worker  in  leather — a  maker  of  boots  and  shoes.  He  may  have 
resided  for  a  time  in  Chilmark  as  it  is  knowm^some  of  his  children 
married  into  Chimark  families. « 

“It  wras  customary  to  baptize  children  very  soon  after  birth,  some¬ 
times  the  first  Sunday  after,  as  Edward  (my  fine)  was  baptized  2 
July,  1704,  he  was  probably  born  some  time  in  June  or  possibly 
May,  1704. 

“Samuel’s  wife,  Lydia,  was  a  member  of  the  Church  at  Barnstable. 
She  was  one  of  the  Charter  Members  of  the  first  Church  organized 
in  Falmouth  the  10,  Oct.,  1708. 

“Samuel’s  brother  Moses  gave  the  land  on  which  the  church  edi¬ 
fice  was  built.  The  land  is  of  triangular  shape,  occupying  a  whole 
city  block  near  the  center  of  the  city  of  Falmouth  andisnow,  (1917), 
a  beautiful  little  park.”

William1,  who  was  born  about  1550,  educated  at  Cambridge,  tit. 
John  and  Trinity,  England.  William1  md.  20  Nov.,  1587  in  Cran- 
brook,  England,  Mary,  daughter  of  John  and  Ellen  fMunn)  Foster. 
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who  were  md.  19  Jan.,  1562.  William1  Eddy  became  Vicar  of  St. 
Dunstans  Church  of  Cranbrook,  Kent  Count}'.  England,  in  Aug., 
1591  and  continued  until  his  death  which  oceured  the  23  Xov., 
1616.  His  wife  died  18  July,  1611.  There  were  ten  children.  His  son, 
John2  Eddy,  born  Mar.,  1597  and  Samuel  Eddy,  born  May,  1608, 
were  bearers  of  dispatches  to  the  Governor  at  Plymouth,  Mass., 
1630.  John2  removed  to  Watertown  1633  and  died  12  Oct.,  16S4. 
aged  87.  His  son  John3,  born  at  Watertown,  Mass.  16  Feb.,  1636-7 
md.  Hephzibah,  daughter  of  John  Daggett,  (as  above)  of  Water- 
town,  Mass.,  and  of  Martha’s  Vineyard  and  removed  to  Edgartown 
and  Tisbury  and  was  their  blacksmith,  died  there  May,  1673. 

Moses  Hatch’s  wife  died  before  or  about  1698.  He  md.  2nd  18 
Oct.,  1699,  Elizabeth  daughter  of  Colonel  John  Thatcher  of  Yar-, 
mouth,  Mass.  She  died  18  May,  1710  at  Falmouth.  Mass.  He 
married  third  Mrs.  Hannah  Bangs  (widow  of  Joshua  Bangs)  (sic; 
who  died  13  May,  1739,  md.  4th  at  Sandwich,  Mass.  12  Mar.,  1739- 
40  Mrs.  Patience  Perrt,  who  survived  him.  Moses  Hatch  was  a 
man  of  considerable  note  and  influence  in  his  dav.  Was  a  member  of 
the  Barnstable  Church,  afterwards  of  Falmouth  Church  at  its  foun¬ 
dation  in  1708  and  was  always  one  of  the  main  pillars  of  1st  church 
until  his  death.  Was  their  first  deacon  and  continued  so  until  about 
a  year  before  he  died,  he  then  being  so  old  and  feeble  as  not  to  be 
able  to  attend  to  his  duties.  He  was  owner  of  considerable  estate 
and  one  of  the  prominent  men  of  the  town  as  we  can  see  from  the 
following  taken  from  the  records  of  Town  meetings,  viz:  19  May, 
1700  chosen  to  transcribe  records  of  lands  from  Town  books  into 
a  new  book.  In  1703  chosen  to  settle  bounds  between  particular 
men’s  land  and  make  draft  of  the  same.  Chosen  5  Mar.,  1704  as 
Jury  at  High  Court.  1713  selectman.  1712  chosen  to  get  up  peti¬ 
tion  to  send  to  General  Court  to  get  province  tax  abated.  1714 
selectman.  1716  called  Lieut.  Moses  Hatch  and  chosen  to  settle 
bounds  and  to  transcribe  from  old  book  to  new  what  is  needful. 
1717  chosen  collector  to  sue  and  collect  all  debts  from  the  new  to 
old  proprietor  and  Juryman.  1719  chosen  with  others  to  lay  out 
lots.  1721  to  settle  bounds.  1724  chosen  town  treasurer.  1726 
chosen  clerk  and  shall  transcribe  records  with  assistance  of  Rev. 
Mr.  Marshall.  1730  we  find  mention  of  Captain  Moses  Hatch 
chosen  Town  Clerk.  1733  Town  agent  and  Juryman  to  High  Court. 
1746  chosen  Moderator.  These  few  items  will  show  that  he  con¬ 
tinued  to  do  business  at  the  age  of  83  years  and  for  one  act  he  will 
always  be  remembered.  He  gave  to  the  town  of  Falmouth  the  land 
where  the  first  church  was  built  and  where  the  Park  or  Public 
Square  is  at  the  present  time,  a  very  beautiful  place.  He  died  at 
Falmouth,  Mass.,  20  May,  1747,  aged  84.  His  tombstone  still 
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standing  inscribed  upon  “Here  Lyes  Buried  Dea.  Moses  Hatch  the 
first  Deacon  of  the  Church  in  Falmouth,  who  died  20th  May,  1747. 
aged  84  years.”  His  will  dated  8th  April,  1747  admitted  to  probate 
9  of  Sept.,  1747.  (This  is  the  only  son  of  Jonathan  Hatch  of  whom 
I  find  a  will  on  record.  Edwin  T.  Hatch.) 

Will:  “I  give  unto  my  wife,  Patience,  Silver  cup,  1  silver  spoon 
and  side  saddle,  and  my  servant  girl  Jenny  and  one-half  of  my 
mare,  these  to  be  for  her  sole  use  and  at  her  disposal  besides  her 
lawful  dowery  and  dowry  of  two-thirds  of  the  improvements  of 
the  1/3  part  of  my  land  and  building  and  real  estate  during  her 
natural  life  and  one-third  of  my  movable  estate,  both  within  doors 
and  without.  2nd  I  give  to  son  Moses,  in  addition  to  what  I  have 
heretofore  given  him  one-half  of  my  outdoor  utensils  or  tools  and 
Tacklin  for  carpenter  and  husbandry.  3rd.  I  give  to  the  children 
of  my  daughter,  Elizabeth  Hallett  to  be  equally  divided  among 
them  all  and  to  their  Heirs  and  assigns  several  parcels  of  land  in 
Township  of  Falmouth.  15  acres  next  to  Nathan  Lewis  on  the 
Pond,  also  six  acres  of  Woodland  next  to  the  land  I  conveved  to  mv 
son  Moses  and  his  children,  on  west  side  by  Shuball  Weeks  south¬ 
erly  and  easterly  by  my  other  lands,  also  three  acres  to  my  English 
Meadows,  so  called,  on  the  southerly  beach  on  condition  that  their 
father,  Timothy  Hallett  shall  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  to  my  grand¬ 
son  Nathan  Skiff  and  to  my  granddaughter  Rebecca  Lewis  the  sum 
and  legacies  bequeathed  and  hereafter  to  be  bequeathed.  4th.  I 
give  to  my  son-in-law,  Josiah  Marshall  five  shillings  old  tenur.  5th. 
I  give  to  my  grandson  Benjamin  Nye,  5  shillings.  6th.  I  give  to 
my  grand-son-in-law,  John  Coffin,  5  shillings.  7th.  I  give  to  the 
church  of  Christ  in  Falmouth,  5  shillings.  These  legacies  to  be  paid 
at  my  decease  by  my  executor  hereinafter  named  out  of  my  per 
sonal  estate.  8th.  I  give  to  my  grandson,  Nathan  Skiff,  £55, 
old  tenur  to  be  paid  one  vear  after  mv  decease  by  mv  son-in-law, 
Timothy  Hallett  in  consideration  of  land  bequeathed  to  his  (Hal- 
lett’s)  children,  otherwise  said  Nathan  Skiff  to  have  a  lien  upon 
sd.  lands  to  the  amount  noted.  9th.  I  give  to  my  granddaughter, 
Rebecca  Lewis,  Jr.,  sum  of  £50  old  tenur,  to  be  paid  four  years 
after  my  decease  by  my  son-in-law,  Timothy  Hallett,  with  same 
conditions  as  above.  10th.  I  give  to  my  grandchildren  Hallett  one- 
half  of  all  my  movable  and  personal  estate  not  before  disposed  of, 
in  which  is  to  be  included  one  silver  spoon.  11th.  I  give  to  my 
grandsons,  Svlvanus  and  Moses  Hatch,  all  the  remainder  of  my 
land  buildings  or  all  my  real  estate  not  heretofore  disposed  of  to  be 
equally  divided,  only  their  father  Moses  Hatch  is  to  enter  upon 
the  improvements  of  what  belongs  to  them  at  my  decease  and  to 
improve  the  same  until  they,  said  Svlvanus  and  Moses  Hatch  shall 
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become  of  age  as  they  arrive  at  age  21,  they  then  to  take  possession, 
also  give  one-half  of  my  mare  and  one-half  of  my  outdoor  utensils 
and  tools  and  tacklin  for  carpentry  and  Husbandry,  also  one-half 
my  remaining  movable  of  my  personal  estate,  not  before  disposed 
of,  except  one  silver  spoon  hereinafter  disposed  of  all  of  which  is  to 
be  improved  by  the  father  until  21.  12th.  I  give  to  my  grand¬ 
daughter  Deliverance  Hatch,  one  silver  spoon.  13th.  I  give  to  my 
granddaughter,  Rebecca  Lewis,  all  remainder  of  personal  estate 
including  one  silver  spoon  to  be  delivered  at  inv  decease,  to  her 
father,  James  Lewis  for  her  until  of  age.  14th.  I  do  hereby  consti¬ 
tute  and - my  wife  Patience  and  my  said  son-in-law  Timothy 

Hallett,  Jr.,  executor  of  this,  my  last  will  and  testament  revoking 
all  others.

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Benjamin,  Sr.,  through  his  son  Timothy,  state  from  records  in  their 
possession  that  Zephaniah  was  son  of  Benjamin3,  Jonathan2, 
Thomas1.  I  am  inclined  to  think  from  all  records  found  that  he 
was  more  likely  to  be  son  of  Nathaniel4,  than  of  Benjamin3,  Sr., 
but  I  have  classed  him  as  son  of  Benjamin3,  Sr.  The  following  are 
all  the  children  known  of  Nathaniel4,  by  his  wife  Bashaway  Davis. 
There  is  also  a  marriage  on  record  in  Sandwich,  Mass.,  of  Nathaniel 
Hatch  of  Falmouth,  Mass,  and  Keturah  Swift  of  Sandwich,  md. 
14  Sept.,  1727.  This  might  be  Nathaniel4,  son  Benjamin3,  his  wife 
Bashaway  having  died  just  what  date  is  not  known,  except  what 
we  get  from  her  mother’s  will  (widow7  Experience  Linnell  (Davis) 
Hatch)  made  Dec.,  1736  in  Barnstable  and  proved  the  next  month, 
wherein  she  mentions  tw7o  daughters,  Abigail  Hamlin  and  Mary 
Hatch  as  legatees  and  four  grandchildren  are  also  mentioned,  the 
children  of  her  dau.  Bashaway  Hatch  (deceased),  viz:  Ellis  (Alice) 
Elizabeth,  Experience  and  Jabez  Hatch.  This  widow  Experience, 
w7as  Widow  of  Benjamin  Hatch,  Sr.,  (said  Nathaniel’s  Step-mother.) 
(The  above  is  from  Edwin  T.  Hatch’s  notes.) 

Note:  From  Harwinton,  Connecticut,  records  we  find  that  a  Nathaniel 

Hatch  and  Caturah  (Katurah)  - had  a  child,  Mary,  born  there  5  June, 

1738;  and  a  Keturah  Hatch  of  Woodbury,  Connecticut,  was  married  to  Joseph 
Curtis,  11  Nov.,  1763.  It  may  be  possible  that  this  was  the  same  Nathaniel 
who  married  Keturah  Swift,  l-i  Sept.,  1727  in  Sandwich,  and  that  this  Keturah 
who  married  Curtis  is  his  daughter.  Nothing  further  is.  known  of  Nathaniel  in 
Mass.,  so  we  judge  that  he  must  have  gone  to  Connecticut  after  the  death  of 
Bashaway.  This  statement,  how’ever,  has  not  been  proven.  (H.  G.  S.)

Gives  unto  his  two  grand  children,  Benjamin  Hatch  and 
James  Hatch,  all  his  land  in  ‘‘Hereford”,  in  the  Province  of  New 
Hampshire  in  equal  shares  alike  forever,  after  the  death  or  marriage 
of  said  wife,  also  to  his  said  grand  children,  Benjamin  and  James 
Hatch  all  his  wearing  apparel  between  them  equally  and  his  gold 
buttons  to  the  said  Benjamin  Hatch. 

3rd.  Gives  1/3  of  all  the  rest  of  his  Estate  both  real  and  personal 
to  his  daughter  “Mary  Stone”  forever. 

4th.  Gives  1/3  part  of  all  the  rest  of  his  Estate  both  real  and 
personal  to  his  dau.  “Ruth  Freeman”. 

5th.  Gives  the  remaining  1/3  of  his  Estate  both  real  and  per¬ 
sonal  to  his  grand  daughters,  Mary  Hatch  and  Hannah  Hatch, 
(children  of  his  son  James  Hatch,  dec’d),  in  equal  shares  alike  and 
appoints  wife  Mary,  sole  Executrix.  In  presence  of  Zachariah, 
Johonnet  and  Sarah  Hatch.” 

The  will  was  presented  for  probate  by  Mrs.  Ruth  Freeman,  his 
daughter,  her  mother  being  dead,  Mar.,  17,  1769.  At  Boston, 
Mass.,  he  died  14  Feb.,  1769,  buried  at  Harwich,  Mass.

b.  1689,  prob.  Dorchester,  Mass.,  md.  9  Nov.,  1716  at  Boston. 
Mary  Rolfe.  She  tvas  b.  9  Mar.,  1695  at  Haverhill,  Mass.,  d.  21 
Oct.,  1763.  He  was  a  Capt.  of  10th  Company,  3rd  Mass.  Regt.  in 
the  Louisburg  Expedition,  4  Feb.,  1744-5. 

From  Vol.  47,  N.  E.  H.  &  G.  Register,  p.  211  the  following  is 
quoted:  “Brigadier  Gen.  Estes  Hatch  d.  6  Feb.,  1759.  He  was  a 
prominent  man  in  town,  had  held  the  principal  military  offices,  and 
at  the  time  of  his  death  was  Brigadier  General  of  Horse.  His  wife 
was  Mary,  dau.  of  Benj.  Rolfe.  Her  father  and  mother  were  both 
killed  by  the  Indians  at  their  house  at  Haverhill,  Mass.,  29  Aug.. 
1708,  also  their  youngest  child.  Mary  and  her  sister  were  saved 
by  the  courage  and  sagacity  of  Hagar,  a  negro  slave.  Upon  the 
first  alarm  she  leaped  from  her  bed,  carried  them  to  the  cellar,  cov¬ 
ered  each  of  them  with  a  tub  and  then  secreted  herself.  The  Indians 
ransacked  the  cellar  and  took  everything  of  value  to  them,  repeat¬ 
edly  passed  the  tubs  and  even  trod  on  the  foot  of  one  of  the  children 
without  discovering  them.  They  drank  milk  from  the  pans  then 
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broke  them  in  pieces;  and  took  meat  from  the  barrel  behind  which 
Hagar  was  concealed.  Anna  Whittaker,  an  inmate  of  the  family, 
concealed  herself  in  an  apple  chest  under  the  stairs  and  escaped  un¬ 
harmed.  Mary  was  b.  9  Mar.,  1(395:  Elizabeth,  her  sister  was  b.  1 
Sept.,  1099.  The  latter  married  Rev.  Samuel  Checkley,  the  first 
minister  of  Church  Green,  Boston.  The  remains  of  Estes,  his  wife 
and  dau.  Sarah  were  all  deposited  in  General  Hatch’s  tomb,  in  the 
old  burying  ground  in  Dorchester,  which  tomb  is  entirely  under 
ground,  with  grass  now  growing  fresh  and  green  above  it. 

A  mourning  ring  made  in  honor  of  Gen.  Estes  Hatch  by  the  An¬ 
cient  and  honorable  Artillery  Company  of  Dorchester,  of  which  he 
was  a  member  in  1711,  was  presented  by  James  H.  Upham  to  the 
above  named  Society  as  a  relic. 

The  ring  is  of  fine  gold  and  of  the  best  workmanship;  is  thirteen- 
sixteenths  of  an  inch  in  diameter,  the  letters  are  raised  and  the 
spaces  filled  in  with  black  enamel;  the  outer  surface  is  of  six  fes¬ 
toons  or  panels,  three  of  them  reversed  or  upside  down  and  the 
raised  letters  are  about  one-sixteenth  of  an  inch  high.  The  inscrip¬ 
tion  is  as  follows: 

Bd:  Gen’l,  E:  Hatch,  ob:  6,  Feb.  1759,  Age  70, ” 

The  following  is  taken  from  “The  Loyalists  of  Massachusetts  by 
James  H.  Stark. ” 

Colonel  Estes  Hatch4  was  one  of  the  most  prominent  and  wealthy 
men  of  Dorchester.  He  owned  many  negro  slaves  who  worked  on 
his  extensive  estate,  comprising  sixty  acres  of  land  on  the  southerly 
side  of  Dudly  Street,  lying  part  in  Roxbury  and  part  in  Dorchester. 
It  included  Little  Woods,  afterwards  known  as  Swan’s  Woods. 

Will  of  Estes  Hatch  on  file  in  Probate,  No.  11,  945,  Vol.  54,  p. 
122-3  in  Court  House  at  Boston: 

Estes  Hatch,  late  of  Roxbury,  Mass.  All  goods,  chattels,  rights 
and  credits  of  the  deceased  are  hereby  committed  unto  his  son 
Nathaniel  Hatch,  Esq.,  sole  Ex.,  dated  at  Boston  23  Feb.,  1759.  “I, 
Estes  Hatch  of  Roxbury,  Suffolk  Co.,  Mass,  in  New  England,  being 
of  sober  mind  and  memory  but  uncertain  of  the  duration  of  life,  do 
hereby  revoke  and  annul  ail  other  and  former  wills  and  testaments 
by  me  heretofore  made  and  do  make  and  ordain  this  to  be  my  last 
will,  and  testament  ******  I  appoint  my  son  Nathaniel  Hatch, 
sole  executor  of  this  my  will  ******  j  give  to  my  nephew,  William 

Hatch,  13  pounds - lawful  money.  I  give  to  my  wife,  Mary 

Hatch  all  my  household  goods,  plate  and  utensils  and  my  horse  and 
Chaise  and  furthermore  I  will  desire  and  order  that  after  payment 
of  the  debts  and  Legacys  aforesaid,  my  sd.  wife  shall  (beside  her 
dower)  be  handsomely  maintained  and  supported  out  of  the  rest 
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and  residue  of  my  whole  estate,  (regards  being  had  to  the  value 
thereof  and  my  condition  and  circumstances  in  life)  so  long  as  she 
shall  live.  One-half  of  the  remainder  of  my  estate  to  go  to  my  son 
Nathaniel  Hatch  ******  \  give,  devise  and  bequeath  to  my 
daughter,  Sarah  Hatch  1 4  part  of  ye  residue  of  my  estate  and  the 
other  I  bequeath  to  my  son  Estes  Hatch  ******  j  have  here¬ 
unto  set  my  hand  and  seal  this  20th  Mar.,  1758,  Estes  Hatch.

and  d.  there,  12  Feb. ,1724,  in  her  25th  year.  Aid.  2nd.  Comfort, 
daughter  of  Levi  Coddington,  19  Dec.,  1724.  They  resided  in  New¬ 
port,  R.  I.,  where  their  children  were  born.  Nathaniel  was  ad¬ 
mitted  as  Freeman  in  Newport,  1724.  He  was  buried  19  July,  1739. 

From  Newport,  R.  I.  Council  Book  No.  8,  p.  54,  we  learn  that 
Nathaniel  Hatch’s  will  was  exhibited  on  the  25  Sept.,  1739,  in  the 
Council  and  was  approved  of  according  to  law.  He  is  therein  called 
a  sail  maker — the  Mss.  being  old  and  badly  torn  only  a  small  por¬ 
tion  of  will  can  be  made  out  now.  After  the  usual  preamble  re¬ 
garding  commending  his  soul  to  God — the  payment  of  debts,  etc. — 
it  reads:  “  to  well  beloved  and  dutiful  wife — fort  Hatch  all  my 

estate  both  real  and  Personal - disposal  for - support 

and  the  bringing - ”  balance  of  document  is  missing. 

On  page  9,  of  the  same  book,  there  is  this  entry:  In  Council  Oct. 
-  1739.  Mrs.  Comfort  Hatch  Brott  an  Inventory  of  her  de¬ 
ceased  husband’s  estate  which  is  proved  and  approved  of  In  Council 
and  Col.  Wm.  Coddington  and  Mr.  John  Brown  ye  Execs  men¬ 
tioned  with  her  in  her  said  Deceased  Husband’s  will,  Refusing  to 
act  as  Execs.  She  therefore  prays  that  she  may  have  administra¬ 
tion  granted  her — which  is  granted.  She  having  given  Bond  as  ye 
Law  Directs  and  had  pd.  29  S  for  ye  Inventory.

32.  Joseph  Hatch4  (Samuel3,  Jonathan2,  Thomas1),  b.  prob.  in 
Chilmark,  M.  V.,  not  bapt.  with  other  children  in  West  Barnstable 
when  his  parents  moved  there  nor  is  he  mentioned  in  his  father’s 
will  of  1718,  nor  in  the  division  of  the  estate  20  Feb.,  1723.  Joseph 
was  prob.  a  Mariner  until  his  marriage  and  may  have  received  his 
portion  from  his  father  before  Aug.,  1 7 1 S  and  then  went  to  Sea  for 
a  long  absence.  Swift’s  “Barnstable  Families,”  clearly  places  Jo¬ 
seph4  as  one  of  the  children  of  Samuel3.  He  married  Lydia  Cottle 
30  Dec.,  1726  in  Chilmark.  Not  long  after  his  marriage  he  lived 
for  about  nine  years  in  Sandwich,  Mass.,  where  his  children  who 
were  born  there  were  christened.  A  letter  of  dismissal  issued  in 
1737  by  the  church  in  Sandwich  to  the  church  in  Sturbridge.  recom¬ 
mending  the  said  Joseph  and  Lydia,  has  been  found  by  C.  A.  Hop- 
pin,  a  Genealogist  of  Mass.,  in  1923.  who  gives  the  above  informa¬ 
tion.  This  with  the  manuscript  records  of  Sandwich,  which  have 
never  been  printed  was  in  the  hands  of  a  private  citizen  of  Sand¬ 
wich.  In  the  Sturbridge,  Mass,  Vital  Records,  the  baptismal  dates 
of  three  of  Joseph  Hatch's  children  are  found  and  the  marriage 
dates  of  two  of  his  daughters.  He  was  of  Sturbridge  as  late  as  1769, 
when  he  gave  all  his  real  estate,  not  previously  sold,  to  his  daughter 
Lydia  Hatch  Abbott  and  her  husband,  Nathan  Abbott.

“Edward  Hatch  propounded  for  full  communion  in  this  church 
7  Mar.,  1742.  Edward  Hatch  taken  into  the  church  4  April,  1742. ” 
(Falmouth  church  records,  pages  6,  17  and  18.) 

According  to  Falmouth  Town  Records  Vol.  1,  p.  226  the  children 
of  Edward  and  Rebecca  were  Abigail,  b.  29  Nov.,  1727;  Lue  (or 
Sue),  b.  4  April,  1730  and  Wait,  b.  27  Aug.,  1732.  No  farther  ref¬ 
erence  is  found  of  Lue  (or  Sue),  and  she  is  not  mentioned  in  the 
will  of  her  father,  Edward  Hatch,  but  he  does  name  wife  Abia, 
daughter  Rebecca  in  his  will  with  his  other  children,  son  Wait, 
daughter  Abigail,,  daughter  Rebecca,  sons  Samuel  and  Edward 
and  daughter  Temperance,  (Falmouth,  Mass.  Probate,  Records, 
Vol.  viii,  page  (416.  Probably  (Lue  or  Sue),  dau.  of  Edward  and 
his  first  wife,  Rebecca  Weeks  was  bapt.  Rebecca,  for  we  read  in 
Falmouth  Congregational  Church  Records,  p.  20;  “May  20,  1742. 
Rebecca,  daughter  of  Edward  Hatch  baptized.”  Edward  Hatch 
did  not  join  the  church  until  4  April,  1742.  This  idea  that  Lue 
(or  Sue)  was  baptized  Rebecca  is  further  confirmed  by  the  fol¬ 
lowing  in  the  Barnstable,  Mass.  Probate  Records  where  the 
children  of  Rebecca  Hatch,  deceased,  are  named  as  Wait,  Abigail 
and  Rebecca 

Probate  Records  Barnstable,  Mass.,  Vol.  6,  p.  183:  To  Edward 
Hatch,  Husbandman,  appoint  you  guardian  to  Wait  Hatch  a  minor 
aged  about  10,  son  of  Rebecca  Hatch,  late  of  Falmouth,  deceased. 
Mentions  such  portion  of  estate  as  accrues  to  him  in  right  of  his 
grandfather  William  Weeks,  late  of  Falmouth,  deceased.  Dated 
May  14,  1742. 

Edward  Hatch  also  appointed  guardian  to  Rebecca  Hatch,  aged 
12,  daughter  of  Rebecca  Hatch,  late  of  Falmouth,  deceased.  Dated 
May  14,  1742.  The  age  12  years  in  1742  corresponds  to  the  birth 
of  Lue  (or  Sue)  4  April,  1730. 

Vol.  7,  p.  213.  To  Matthew  Rowley  of  Falmouth,  appointed 
guardian  to  Wait  Hatch,  son  of  Edward  Hatch,  late  of  Falmouth, 
deceased.  Jan.,  31,  1750.

What  became  of  Abia  (Davis)  (Hatch)  Hatch  after  Edward 
Hatch’s  death  abt.  Dec.,  1849,  is  not  known,  her  will  not  having 
been  found.  She  may  possibly  have  married  again  or  have  gone  to 
Tolland,  Conn,  with  her  daughter  Temperance,  when  she  and 
Lemuel  moved  there.

ABIA  DAVIS  AND  HER  ANCESTORS 

Abia  (Davis)  Hatch,  born  12  Oct.,  1707,  (Falmouth  Town  Rec¬ 
ords  Vol.  1,  p.  176)  was  the  daughter  of  Benjamin  Davis,  born  8 
September,  1679  at  Barnstable  and  Mary  Robinson,  his,  wife  mar¬ 
ried  22  Nov.,  1704.  (Falmouth  Town  Records  Vol.  1,  p.  112).  Abia 
Davis  married  1729,  Simeon  Hatch5,  born  24  Mar.,  1705  at  Fal¬ 
mouth.  After  his  death  (1733-34)  Abia  Davis  Hatch  married  30 
Jan.,  1734-35,  as  his  second  wife,  Edward  Hatch4,  born  June  1703-4, 
bapt.  2  July,  1704  at  Falmouth.  (Falmouth  Town  Records  Vol.  1, 
p.  196,  p.  121  of  Original  Record.  Barnstable  County  Probate 
Records  Vol.  IX,  p.  232.) 

THE  ROBINSON  LINE 

Mary  Robinson,  born - ,  was  daughter  of  John  Robinson, 

bapt.  5  April,  1640,  and  Elizabeth  Weeks.  John  Robinson  bapt.  5 
April;  1640,  married  Elizabeth  Weeks  1  May,  1667.  They  lived  in 
Falmouth  and  removed  from  there  in  1714  to  Connecticut.  (John 
Robinson’s  sister  Mercy  Robinson  bapt.  4  July,  1647,  married  Wil¬ 
liam  Weeks  16  Mar.,  1669.  She  was  his  first  wife.  He  married  sec¬ 
ond  Mary  Hatch,  born  16  Jan.,  1647,  oldest  daughter  of  Jonathan 
Hatch  and  Sarah  Rowlev).  Barnstable  Families  Vol.  II,  p.  230, 
232. 
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John  Robinson  was  first  Deputy  from  Falmouth  to  the  Plymouth 
Colony  General  Court  in  1690  and  1691.  Barnstable  Families  Vol. 
II,  p.  230.  History  of  Cape  Cod  (Freeman)  Vol.  II,  p.  487. 

John  Robinson,  bapt.  5  April,  1640  was  oldest  son  of  Isaac  Rob¬ 
inson  born  1610  in  Leyden,  married  Margaret  Hanford  27  June. 
1636  and  died  1704  in  Barnstable,  Mass.  She  died  in  June,  1649  in 
Barnstable.  Isaac  Robinson  came  over  in  163L  He  first  settled 
in  Plymouth,  was  in  Duxburv  in  1634  and  went  to  Scituate  in  1636.

He  was  in  that  year  admitted  as  a  freeman.  He  married  the  same 
year  Margaret  Hanford,  sister  of  Rev.  Thomas  Hanford,  first  mini¬ 
ster  of  Norwalk,  Connecticut  and  a  niece  of  Timothy  Hatherly,  a 
London  merchant,  the  founder  of  Scituate.  Isaac  Robinson  took 
a  letter  of  dismission  from  the  church  in  Plymouth  and  joined  Rev. 
John  Lathrop’s  church  in  Barnstable  7  July,  1639.  His  first  estate 
in  Barnstable  was  opposite  that  of  Governor  Hinckley.  He  was 
Deputy  from  Barnstable  to  the  General  Court  at  Plymouth  in  1645 
and  again  in  1651.  Receiver  of  Excise  for  Barnstable  1646,  1647. 
1648.  Recorder  at  Tisburv,  Mass.,  1673.  Barnstable  Families  Vol. 
II,  p.  2$S,  229.  History  of  Cape  Cod  (Freeman)  Vol.  II.  p.  343. 
Thomas  Hinckley  of  Barnstable  was  elected  Governor  of  Plymouth 
Colony  in  16S0.  He  died  in  Barnstable  in  1704. 

Isaac  Robinson  was  son  and  third  child  of  Rev.  John  Robinson, 
the  Leyden  pastor  of  blessed  memory.  Isaac  Robinson  was  with 
Jonathan  Hatch2,  son  of  Thomas  Hatch1,  a  first  settler  (1660)  of 
Falmouth,  Mass.  Alice  Gertrude  Hatch  Pack  is  descended  from 
Rev.  John  Robinson  through  Abia  Davis  in  her  Hatch  Line  and 
from  Rev.  John  Lathrop  through  her  Hateh-Lathrop  Line. 

THE  DAVIS  LINE 

Benjamin  Davis,  father  of  Abia  Davis  Hatch,  was  born  8  Sept.. 
1679  at  Barnstable.  He  was  son  of  John  Davis,  Jr.  “Little  John” 
born  15  Dec.,  1649-50  and  his  first  wife.  Ruth  Goodspeed,  born  10 
April,  1652  in  Barnstable,  daughter  of  Roger  Goodspeed.  They 
were  married  2  Feb.,  1674.  (Barnstable  Families  p.  247  and  398.) 

John  Davis,  Jr.,  was  son  of  John  Davis,  Sr.,  born  in  Horsmondin. 
County  Kent,  England,  died  in  1703  in  Barnstable  (will  was  proved 
9  April,  1703)  and  his  wife,  Hannah  Linnell,  daughter  of  Mr.  Rob¬ 
ert  Linnell  of  Barnstable.  They  were  married  15  Mar.,  1648  by  Mr. 
Prince  at  Eastham. 

John  Davis,  Sr.,  was  oldest  son  of  Dolar  Davis  and  his  first  wife, 
Margery  Willard,  daughter  of  Richard  Willard  of  Horsmondin, 
County  Kent,  England.  He  came  over  in  1634.  His  first  wife 
probably  died  in  Concord,  Mass.  They  were  married  as  eariy  as 
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1618.  He  came  over  (1634)  with  his  brother-in-law  Major  Simon 
Willard,  a  man  of  note  in  the  history  of  Massachussetts  Colony. 
He  stopped  first,  1635,  in  Cambridge  and  was  one  of  the  first  set¬ 
tlers  and  had  a  house  on  Water  Street  but  sold  his  lands  in  Cam¬ 
bridge  in  1636  and  removed.  He  was  also  one  of  the  proprietors  of 
the  land  in  Concord,  Mass.  In  1638  he  was  at  Duxbury.  6  April 
1640,  lands  and  meadows  were  granted  to  him  and  others  on  North- 
hill  in  Duxbury  and  on  the  31st  of  Aug.  following  he  had  granted 
to  him  50  acres  of  upland,  and  a  proportion  of  meadows  on  the 
Anamocusat  River.  In  May  1641  he  was  bondsman  for  Governor 
Willard  of  Scituate  and  was  called  of  that  town.  In  August,  1643 
he  and  his  sons  were  included  in  those  who  were  able  to  bear  arms 
in  Barnstable.  He  probably  came  to  Barnstable  in  1639  with  the 
first  settlers  although  he  did  not  make  it  the  place  of  his  permanent 
residence  until  1642  or  1643. 

Neither  Dolar  Davis  nor  his  sons  were  ambitious  of  political  dis¬ 
tinction.  In  1642  he  was  on  the  Jury  of  Trials;  he  was  Grand  Juror 
in  1645;  he  was  excused  from  service  on  account  of  sickness.  In 
1652  Surveyor  of  highways  and  in  1654  Constable.  In  1655  he  re¬ 
moved  to  Concord,  Mass.  He  was  one  of  the  original  proprietors 
of  Groton,  and  he  and  Mr.  Thomas  Hinckley  of  Barnstable,  were 
of  the  first  Board  of  Selectmen  appointed  by  the  Legislature  May 
23,  1655,  and  to  hold  office  two  years.  The  Selectmen  managed 
the  prudential  affairs  of  the  town,  laid  out  the  lands  into  lots  and 
disposed  of  them  to  the  settlers. 

In  1656,  Dolar  Davis  was  a  resident  at  Concord  and  in  receipt 
dated  April  9,  of  that  year,  calls  himself  of  that  town.  In  a  deed 
executed  in  that  town  17  July,  1658  he  describes  himself  as  late  of 
Barnstable.  By  16  Feb.,  1667-8  he  had  returned  to  Barnstable, 
where  he  died  in  June,  1673,  aged  about  SO  years. 

Amos  Otis  in  Genealogical  Notes  of  Barnstable  Families,  on  p. 
292,  says:  “Perhaps  among  all  the  families  which  came  to  New 
England,  not  one  can  be  selected  more  deserving  of  our  esteem  and 
unqualified  approbation  than  that  of  Dolar  Davis.”

Notes  from  Edwin  T.  Hatch’s  record:  “Lemuel’s  name  is  found 
on  record  with  his  brothers  and  other  relatives  as  deeding  land  in 
Tolland,  Kent  and  Sharon,  Conn.,  Walpole,  N.  H.  and  Lee,  Mass. 

He  was  on  roll  of  Capt.  Samuel  Chapman’s  Co.,  formed  at  Tol¬ 
land,  Conn,  and  vicinity  against  French  and  Indians,  1758.” 

“Lemuel  Hatch  after  he  left  Falmouth,  Mass,  and  Tolland,  Conn., 
lived  in  Wallpole,  X.  H.,  1761.  In  Tolland  Land  Records,  Vol.  6, 
p.  419  we  find  that  “Lemuel  Hatch  and  Ebenezer  Hatch  both  of 
Tolland,  Hartford  County,  for  £82  paid  to  Elijah  Haskelof  Norwich, 
conveyed  to  him  82  acres”  dated  2  May,  1761.  On  May  4,  1761  he 
described  himself  in  a  deed  as  follows:  “I,  Lemuel  Hatch,  late  of 
Tolland,  now  of  Wallpole,  X.  H.  for  £70,  paid  by  Ebenezer  Hatch 
late  of  Kent,  now  of  Wallpole,  X.  H.  (deed  to  him,  etc.)  my  right 
in  Yi  of  100  acres,  etc.,  is  the  same  lot  purchased  of  Mr.  Bushnell 
Bostwick,  dated  May  4,  1761.”  Kent,  Conn.  Land  Records  Vol.  3, 
p.  95-96.  We  also  read  as  follows  in  Vol.  3,  p.  128:  “Ebenezer 
Hatch  late  of  Kent  now  of  Wallpole,  X.  H.  for  £70,  to  Barnabas 
Hatch  100  acres  lot  which  I,  Ebenezer  Hatch  and  my  brother  Lem¬ 
uel  Hatch  bought  of  Bushnell  Bostwick,”  (dated)  13  July,  1761. 
Lemuel  Hatch  lived  early  in  Lee,  Mass,  and  there  is  evidence  that 
his  son  Lemuel  was  b.  there  in  1765  or  1766,  before  the  town  was 
incorporated  and  records  kept.  He  returned  to  Falmouth,  and  was 
living  again  in  Falmouth  in  1768  where  Lemuel  Hatch  was  ad¬ 
mitted  to  full  communion  in  the  Falmouth  Church  15  Mav,  1768. 
Children  of  Lemuel  Hatch  bapt.  the  same  day;  Oliver,  Joseph, 
Lemuel,  Ebenezer,  Temperance,  Timothy;  the  second  son  was 
bapt:  18  Sept.,  1768.  (Falmouth  First  Congregational  Church  Rec¬ 
ords  Part  1,  p.  58.)  On  p.  68  of  Falmouth  First  Congregational 
Church  Records  we  read:  “April  25,  1773  Lemuel  Hatch’s  Dismis¬ 
sion  to  ye  Church  of  Christ  Sharon,  (Conn.)  voted.” 

Lemuel  Hatch  lived  in  Sharon,  Conn,  and  attended  church  in 
Amenia,  Dutchess  County,  X.  Y.,  where  “Lemuel  Hatch  of  Fal-

Amenia  is  only  a  few  miles 
west  from  Sharon,  Conn.  Mrs.  Julia  C.  E.  Brush,  the  Genealogist 
of  Danbury,  Conn.,  says:  “When  Lemuel  Hatch  took  his  letters 
from  Falmouth,  Mass,  he  evidently  delivered  them  to  the  Rev. 
Kniblee’s  church  which  was  at  Amenia  Union  (almost  on  the  state 
line  between  Sharon,  Conn,  and  Amenia,  X.  Y.).  His  house,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  deeds,  stood  in  the  southern  part  of  Sharon  and  when 
there  I  asked  the  Town  Clerk  from  their  location  where  they  would 
naturally  have  attended  church;  he  replied:  “The  Rev.  Kniblee's 
church  at  Amenia  L'nion”  which  is  just  where  Lemuel  appears  a 
few  months  after  leaving  Falmouth.” 

Lemuel  Hatch  of  Sharon,  Litchfield  County,  sells  to  Ebenezer 
Hatch,  his  brother,  of  same,  “My  dwelling  where  I  now  five  in  the 
south  part  of  Sharon,  which  house  stands  on  the  land  of  the  said 
Ebenezer  Hatch,”  (dated)  22  May,  1780.  Sharon  Conn.  Land  Rec¬ 
ords  Vol.  VIII,  p.  44. 

Lemuel  Hatch  and  his  family  may  have  been  in  Sharon  in  1778 
as  the  following  from  the  Sharon,  Conn.,  Records  indicate:  “Oliver 
Hatch  and  Tamor  Gillett  married  April  2,  1778.”  Oliver  was  the 
oldest  son  of  Lemuel  and  Temperance  Hatch.  His  wife  Tamor  d. 
in  Sharon  18  May,  1781,  leaving  two  sons  Eli  and  Rozel  and  he 
moved  to  Lee,  Mass.,  where  he  purchased  land  in  1784.  His  2nd 
,  wife  was  Rebecca  Hatch,  dau.  of  Edward  Hatch.  His  3rd  wife  was 
Phoebe  Perry  of  Lee.  On  Mar.,  6,  1794  Oliver  Hatch  takes  letters 
from  Church  at  Lee,  to  church  in  South  Granville,  Washington  Co. 
X.  Y.,  (Lee,  Mass.  Church  Records).  South  Granville  is  near  the 
Vermont  state  line  and  not  far  south  of  Monkton,  where  his  brother 
Ebenezer  purchased  land  in  1790  and  Ferrisburg,  Vermont,  where 
Ebenezer  Hatch  bought  land  1  Jan.,  1792. 

When  Lemuel  Hatch  and  his  wife  moved  again  to  Lee,  Mass., 
only  a  few  miles  north  from  Sharon,  Conn.,  they  became  members 
of  the  church  of  Lee.  The  Lee,  Mass.,  Congregational  Church  Rec¬ 
ords,  First  Membership  Roll,  Families  and  their  children  who  have 
been  bapt.,  1783;  one  of  the  first  families  listed  was  Lemuel  Hatch 
and  Temperance  Hatch  and  their  seven  children:  Oliver,  Timothy, 
Joseph,  Lemuel,  Ebenezer,  Temperance  and  Jonathan.  On  29 
Jan.,  1783  he  purchased  land  by  deed  in  Lee  (  Pittsfield,  Mass.  Land 
Records  Vol.  21,  p.  87).  On  June  30,  1785  Lemuel  Hatch  sold  his 
property  in  Lee,  Mass.  (See  Land  Records,  Pittsfield,  Mass.,  Vol. 
21,  p.  48).  He  doubtless  remained  in  the  vicinity  of  Lee,  Mass,  or 
Sharon,  Conn,  for  a  time  as  the  Sharon  Record  shows:  “February 
24.  1788  Temperance  Hatch,  his  dau.  of  Sharon  (married)  to  Abra¬ 
ham  Peery  of  Lee.”  He  did  not  sever  his  church  connections  with 
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the  church  at  Lee,  Mass,  until  Jan.,  1797  when  with  his  wife,  Tem¬ 
perance  they  took  their  letters  “To  wherever  in  God’s  province 
they  may  be  called.”  Lee  Church  Records,  p.  268.  Lemuel’s 
brother  Ebenezer,  the  Sharon  Conn.  Records  show,  sold  his  Sharon 
home  in  1796  when  he  calls  himself  of  Duanesbush,  Albany  Co.,  X. 
Y.  This  is  now  undoubtedly  Duanesburgh,  Schenectady  Co.,  N.  Y., 
as  in  1796  Schenectady  Co.  had  not  been  set  off  from  Albany  Co. 

Notes  of  a  Hatch  family  records  in  a  manuscript  book  owned  by 
Mrs.  Emma  Garrick,  at  the  house  of  Mr.  Pearl  Hatch,  (a  descen¬ 
dant  of  Edward  Hatch  of  Falmouth,  Plymouth  Colony),  living  in 
South  Hebron,  some  eighteen  miles  south  of  Granville.  Washington 
Co.,  N.  Y.,  were  taken  in  May,  1921  by  Mrs.  Julia  E.  C.  Brush, 
the  Genealogist  of  Danbury,  Conn.  The  record  of  which  we  have 
a  copy  was  confined  to  descendants  of  Edward  Hatch  of  Falmouth, 
the  father  of  Temperance  Hatch,  especially  those  having  settled 
at  Granville,  Washington  Co.,  X.  Y.  There  were  also  the  following: 
“Lemuel  Hatch  of  Lee  was  b.  at  Falmouth.  He  md.,  1754,  Miss 
Temperance  Hatch  the  dau.  of  Edward  Hatch.  After  his  marriage 
he  removed  to  Sharon,  Conn.,  where  he  lived  some  time.  He  then 
moved  to  Lee,  Mass,  and  was  then  and  afterward  known  as  “Lem¬ 
uel  Hatch  of  Lee.”  From  thence  he  moved  in  1796  to  Grand  Isle, 
Vermont  and  lived  with  his  son  Ebenezer.  They  both  lived  to  be 
very  old.  He  was  shoemaker  by  trade.  He  d.  at  the  age  of  92  at 

Grand  Isle  and  was  buried  there.  Lemuel  Hatch  comes  nearlv  as 

%/ 

prominently  to  view  as  did  his  worthy  ancestor  Thomas  Hatch 
from  whom  we  are  able  to  trace  a  certain  fine  of  descent  down  to  the 
present  time.” 

“Lemuel  Hatch  of  Lee  had  six  sons  and  one  daughter,”  (they  are 
then  named  correctly  but  not  in  the  correct  order  of  birth).  Then 
follows  an  account  of  Lemuel’s  son,  “Oliver  Hatch  b.  in  Falmouth, 
6  Feb.,  1755,  his  three  marriages  and  children,  two  sons,  Eh  and 
Rozel,  by  his  first  marraige  to  Tamor  Gillett,  three  sons;  Daniel, 
Lewis,  and  Lerquel,  by  his  second  marraige  to  Rebecca  Hatch,  dau. 
of  Edward  Hatch  and  twelve  children  by  his  third  marriage  to 
Phoebe  Perry  of  Lee,  Mass.  Oliver  Hatch  removed  to  Granville, 
Washington  Co.,  X.  Y.,  thence  to  Milton  (now  Genoa)  Cayuga,  Co., 
then  to  Locke  (now  Groton),  Tompkins  Co.,  N.  Y.,  where  he  d.  in 
1840,  aged  85.” 

It  is  very  possible  that  Lemuel  Hatch  lived  with  his  son  Ebenezer 
at  Monkton  or  Ferrisburgh,  Vermont  from.  1897  when  he  and  his 
wife  Temperance  took  their  letters  from  the  church  at  Lee,  Mass. 
Temperance  d.  before  her  husband  went  to  Grand  Isle  and  it  is 
thought  she  d.  in  Monkton  or  Ferrisburgh,  Vermont.  I  think  that 
Lemuel  Hatch  went  to  Grand  Isle,  Vermont  in  1S06  when  his  son 
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Ebenezer  did  and  he  certainly  lived  there  until  his  death  at  Grand 
Isle  about  1S27.  The  deed  dated  20  Xov.,  1812  of  the  property 
owned  by  Ebenezer  Hatch  at  Grand  Isle,  Vermont,  described  as 
“with  dwelling  in  which  he  and  his  father  now  live”  proved  that 
he  certainly  lived  there.  (Grand  Isle  Records  Vol.  I,  p.  358.) 
Lemuel  Hatch  did  not  have  a  gravestone  that  endured  as  none  can 
be  found  in  the  Grand  Isle  Cemetery. 

The  house  of  Mr.  Pearl  Hatch9,  where  he  d.  31  May,  1921  at 
South  Hebron,  Washington  Co.,  X.  Y.  had  been  the  home  of  his 
father  Jeremiah  Hatch3  before  him,  who  was  the  son  of  Wait 
Hatch7,  son  of  Lewis  Hatch6  (of  Revolutionary  War  fame),  son  of 
Wait  Hatch5  b.  27  Aug.,  1732,  who  was  half-brother  of  our  Tem¬ 
perance  Hatch5  and  son  of  Edward  Hatch4  of  Falmouth,  Mass,  by 
his  first  wife  Rebecca  Weeks.  Wait  Hatch5  was  a  seaman.  When 
he  became  old  he  with  his  wife,  came  to  Granville,  X.  Y.  and  lived 
with  his  son  Lewis  Hatch6.  He  d.  abt.  1807,  (Hatch  manuscript 
owned  1921  by  Mrs.  Emma  Garrick).  Edward  Hatch4  was  son  of 
Samuel  Hatch3,  son  of  Jonathan  Hatch2,  son  of  Thomas  Hatch1. 

The  Colonial  War  Service  of  Lemuel  Hatch:  In  the  French  and 
Indian  War  Campaign  of  1758.  Conn,  agreed  to  furnish  5,000  men 
and  a  Company  was  formed  in  Tolland  and  vicinity  of  which  Sam¬ 
uel  Chapman  was  Captain.  Roll  of  Company  shows  among  the 
number,  Lemuel  Hatch.  He  was  “of  Tolland”;  see  p.  45  of  Early 
History  of  Tolland  by  L.  P.  Waldo,  where  military  service  of  Lem¬ 
uel  Hatch  is  recorded;  also  the  service  of  Hope  Lathrop,  an  ancestor 
of  Charles  Lathrop  Pack  in  his  Lathrop  Line. 

In  “Early  History  of  Amenia,  X.  Y.”  p.  62,  Soldiers  in  the  War 
of  the  Revolution  who  were  residents  of  Amenia — we  find  the  names 
of  Lemuel  Hatch  and  Oliver  Hatch.  They  were  probably  the  sons 
of  Lemuel  Hatch,  Sr. 

This  sketch  of  Lemuel  Hatch  was  furnished  the  Hatch  Genea¬ 
logical  Society  of  Salt  Lake  City  by  Charles  Lathrop  Pack,  Lake- 
wood,  Xew  Jersey.,  22  July,  1921.

60.  Ebexezer  Hatch5  (Joseph4,  Joseph3,  Jonathan2,  Thomas1), 
b.  at  Tolland,  Conn..  21  April,  1740.  His  mother  Rebecca  (Lath- 
rop)  Hatch  was  appointed  his  guardian  29  Mar.,  1750-1  at  Hart¬ 
ford,  Conn.  He  md.  1st  Elizabeth,  dau.  of  Barnabas  (#21)  and 
Phebe  (Cushman)  Hatch  of  Kent,  Conn.  Her  line  of  ancestry 
being  Barnabas4,  Joseph3,  Jonathan2,  Thomas1.

He  and 
wife  were  both  members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  at  Sharon  and 
their  children  were  born  there.  Elizabeth  d.  and  he  md  2nd  Re¬ 
becca  - .  She  was  b.  prob.  Sharon,  Conn. 

Ebenezer  was  Lieut,  and  then  Capt.  in  the  Revolutionary  War. 
W  as  known  as  a  minute  man,  was  in  the  Battle  of  Brandewine. 
His  name  is  found  on  records  of  lands  as  having  sold  land  1788-9 
and  1790  also  Sept.,  1796,  when  he  sells  his  homestead  and  was 
then  a  resident  of  Duanesbush  (as  it  was  then  spelled)  Duanesburg, 
then  Albany  Co.,  N.  Y.;  later  Schenectady  Co.,  X.  Y.  After  the 
death  of  Rebecca,  his  second  wife,  he  md.  3rd  Hannah,  dau  .of 
Josiah  Strong,  Jr.,  (Josiah  was  b.  18  Sept.,  1729,  Colchester,  Conn. 
Was  a  farmer  in  Sharon,  Conn.,  whither  he  went  about  1749  with 
his  father.  Whom  he  md.  or  when  is  not  known).  Hannah  was  b. 
1772.  From  Ebenezer’s  descendants  it  is  learned  that  he  w'as  a  man 
of  strong  lung  power;  he  and  his  lifelong  friend,  Ephraim  Ketchum, 
lived  on  opposite  sides  of  a  deep  gulley,  nearly  a  mile  apart  and 
they  often  exchanged  work.  If  Ebenezer  wanted  Ephraim  he, 
would  step  out  of  his  door  and  call  to  him  for  his  assistance.  He 
was  a  man  who  loved  rum  and  he  would  say  that  he  loved  it  as  well 
as  an  Indjun  (Indian)  and  was  afraid  that  he  would  die  a  drunkard. 

His  descendants  are  thankful  to  say  he  did  not.  His  death  oc¬ 
curred  - ,  1826  in  his  86th  year  in  Duanesburg,  N.  Y.  His 

widow  d.  the  22  Jan.,  1852.  The  Sharon,  Conn,  records  give  the 
names  of  the  following  children  as  belonging  to  Elizabeth,  the  first 
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wife  and  Ebenezer:  Rebecca,  Anna,  Nathan,  Phebe,  Barnabas  and 
Sarah,  while  descendants  say  that  all  but  the  first  two  belonged  to 
Rebecca  the  2nd  wife,  and  that  Silas  also  was  her  son.  The  date  of 
Silas’  birth  is  not  definitely  known,  but  it  is  claimed  that  he  was 
bom  before  his  father  left  Conn.

The  8  Dec.,  1776  their  youngest 
child,  Oliver,  was  christened  in  New  Haven,  though  said  to  have 
been  born  in  Weathersfield,  Yt.,  1775.  The  distance  to  have  been 
traveled  in  those  days,  with  probably  only  ox  teams  as  a  means  of 
conveyance,  causes  us  to  believe  that  there  must  be  a  mistake  in 
the  name  of  the  state  and  that  Oliver  was  born  in  Weathersfield, 
Conn,  instead  of  Vt.  Another  evidence  that  Conn,  was  Nathaniels' 
state  of  residence  is  the  following  taken  from  the  ‘ ‘Massachusetts 
Soldiers  and  Sailors  in  the  War  of  the  Revolution:" 

“Hatch,  Nathaniel,  Wethersfield,  Conn.  Capt.  Abel  Wilder's 
company;  Col.  Ephraim  Doolittle’s  regt.,  receipt  for  advance  pay 
dated  Charleston,  June  26,  1775.  Also,  private  same  company  and 
regt.  Muster  roll  dated  Aug.,  1,  1775.  Enlisted  May  10,  1775. 
Company  return  dated  Oct.,  6,  1775." 
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The  tradition  among  some  of  Nathaniel’s  descendants  was  that 
he  came  to  his  death  by  being  drowned,  while  crossing  the  ice  on 
Lake  Champlain,  with  a  number  of  Continental  soldiers;  but  from 
the  Town  Papers  of  Charlestown,  N.  H.  Vol.  11,  p.  236,  the  follow¬ 
ing  is  taken : 

Selectman’s  petition  about  a  soldier  who  died  of  small  pox  in 
1776.  “In  a  petition  dated  Charlestown,  N.  H.,  Aug.  31, 1776,  Sam¬ 
uel  Hunt,  Enos  Stevens  and  William  Heywood,  selectmen,  state 
that  a  discharged  continental  soldier,  by  the  name  of  Nathaniel 
Hatch  came  to  town  from  Ticonderoga  on  July  23  being  sick  wtih 
the  small  pox;  that  they  furnished  the  services  of  Dr.  Stevens  and 
otherwise  provided  for  him  until  Aug.  17,  when  he  died;  that  the 
man  had  neither  friends  or  money.  They  asked  the  general  as¬ 
sembly  to  grant  an  order  to  pay  the  bills.” 

Near  La  Grange,  Yt.  just  north  of  Bellows  Falls,  his  bones  were 
accidentally  found  in  1810  by  men  at  work  on  a  turnpike  between 
Charleston  and  Walpole,  N.  H.,  this  being  brought  to  the  attention 
of  his  son  Oliver;  his  remains  were  taken  to  Norwich,  Vt.  (*Note  2, 
page  94)  and  there  deposited  in  the  cemetery. 

The  following  item  has  been  copied  from  a  small  memorandum 
book  of  Oliver  Hatch,  “In  memory  of  Nathaniel  Hatch,  who  died 
with  small  pox  at  Charlestown,  X.  H.,  July  3,  1776.” 

The  date  does  not  agree  with  that  given  in  the  Charlestown,  N. 
H.,  papers,  but  it  means  without  doubt,  the  same  person. 

From  the  Trinity  Episcopal  Church  records  of  New  Haven, 
Conn.,  we  glean  the  following: 

14  Dec.,  1790;  Buried  Mary,  wife  of  Stephen  Chatterton,  age  63. 

10  Jan.,  1791;  Joined  in  marriage,  Stephen  Chatterton  and  Axsa 
Hatch. 

6  June,  1797;  Buried  Stephen  Chatterton  in  his  66th  year.” 

“These  records  following  in  close  chronological  order  as  they  do 
leads  one  to  believe  that  Achsah  (Axsa)  Parmelee  Hatch,  Widow 
of  Nathaniel,  md.  2nd,  Stephen  Chatterton  on  the  above  date.”

“Description  of  Dutchess  Co.,  N.  Y.  During  Governor  John 
Montgomery’s  term  in  the  year  1731,  the  boundary  between  New 
York  and  Connecticut  was  finally  divided  and  a  tract  of  land  upon 
the  Connecticutt  side  of  60.000  acres  called  the  Oblong,  was  ceeded 
to  the  former  in  consideration  of  another  near  the  Sound  surren¬ 
dered  by  the  latter.  For  this  Oblong,  two  patents  were  issued;  one 
in  London  on  the  day  after  the  surrender  of  Sir  Joseph  Eyler  and 
others,  and  the  other  posterior  in  the  City  of  New  York  to  Hawley 
and  Co.  These  grants  became  subjects  of  litigation  and  a  source 
of  much  party  animosity.” 

Nine  Partners 

The  following  account  of  the  tract  of  land  in  New  York  called 
the  “Nine  Partners”  is  from  Barber  &  Howe’s  Historical  Collection 
of  N.  Y.  (Edit.  1841)  p.  132. 

“Amenia,  Dutchess  Co.,  N.  Y.  75, miles  from  Albany  and  95  miles 

from  N.  Y.  City. - This  Township  comprises  the  width  of  the 

oblong  tract  and  the  East  Tier  of  lots  in  the  Great  Nine  Partners. 
It  is  stated  in  Spofford’s  Gazeteer  that  in  1711,  Richard  Sackettt 
and  family  lived  on  this  tract  and  continued  the  only  white  family 
until  1724,  when  Ulric  or  Oliver  Winegar  removed  thither  from  the 
German  Camp  in  Livingston  Manor,  with  a  few  families.  But  the 
improvements  were  very  small  until  1741  when  several  families 
emigrated  here  from  Connecticutt.”  signed  J.  D. 

*Note  2:  From  Edwin  T.  Hatch’s  notes  the  statement  is  made 
that  Nathaniel  Hatch’s  remains  were  interred  at  Cambridge,  Mass.

•  81.  Zephaniah  Hatch5  (Zephaniah4,  Benjamin3,  Jonathan2, 
Thomas1);  prob.  b.  at  Sandwich,  .where  the  former  home  of  his 
mother  was.  From  the  order  in  which  his  brothers  and  sisters  were 
named  in  the  will  of  John  Rodfish,  their  grandfather,  it  seems  prob. 
that  he  was  b.  1741-2.  He  was  md.  at  or  near  Norwich,  Conn,  to 
Mary  Patten  whose  parents  were  said  to  have  come  from  England 
about  Revolutionary  times.  From  Adj.  Gen’s.  Report  Conn.  War, 
of  Rev.,  pp.  405,  030  and  620,  we  learn  that;  “Zephaniah  was  a 
private  in  Capt.  Huntington’s  Co.  at  Norwich,  Conn,  in  1776  in 
the  War  of  the  Revolution.  In  Aug.,  1775  the  governor’s  council 
voted  to  charter  a  small  vessel  to  be  used  chiefly  as  a  spy  to  run 
from  place  to  place,  to  carrv  intelligence,  discover  the  enemv,  etc. 
It  cruised  in  the  Sound  and  at  sea  capturing  a  number  of  prizes. 
Zephaniah  Hatch  was  with  Capt.  Niles  of  Norwich  on  the  “Sloop 
Spy”  in  1777.  Capt.  Niles  was  appointed  Aug.,  14,  1775  and  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  “Dolphin”  April  21,  1778.  In  1778  the  “Spy”  was  taken 
by  the  enemy  and  sent  to  England.  Capt.  Niles  was  taken  prisoner 
when  the  “Dolphin”  was  captured  later  in  1778.  Zephaniah  was 
also  in  Capt.  Well’s  Company  on  April  10  and  discharged  May  22, 
1777.  He  was  also  in  Capt.  Benijah  Leffingwell’s  Company  at 
Norwich  in  1777.” 

It  is  a  tradition  in  the  family  that  he  sunk  some  valuable  papers 
in  the  ocean  before  being  captured  by  the  British  Cruiser. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  War  for  Independence,  he  still  continued 
to  follow  the  sea  and  was  engaged  in  the  West  India  Trade,  sailing 
from  New  Haven  and  d.  on  the  return  passage  from  Jamaica,  of 
yellow  fever,  about  1796.  His  family  resided  in  Norwich,  Conn., 
where  he  had  some  land.  His  widow,  after  the  family  had  grown 
up,  removed  to  Monticello,  N.  Y.,  where  she  d.  at  her  son  Zeph- 
aniah’s,  16  Nov.,  1822.  Had  six  children,  perhaps  more.

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Taken  from,  “Major  Timothy  Hatch  of  Hartford,  Conn., 
and  his  descendants,  by  Edward  Hatch  Fletcher”. 
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his  home,  but  not  before  seeing  his  wife,  who  had  come  part  of  the 
way  to  meet  him.  Mrs.  Coxaxt  (nee  Elizabeth  Bronson),  dau.  of 
Thomas  and  Ann  (Hopkins)  Bronson,  subsequently  became  the 
wife  of  Josiah  Hatch  and  their  son  was  given  the  name  of  Roger 
Conant  Hatch. 

After  the  death  of  Dr.  Conant,  Josiah  took  his  place  as  surgeon 
in  the  army.  .After  his  marriage  to  Elizabeth  Broxsox  Coxaxt, 
who  was  b.  30  Oct.,  1755,  he  settled  in  the  practice  of  medicine  at 
Middletown,  Ct.,  until  about  1791  when  he  with  wife  Elizabeth, 
joins  him  in  the  deed,  sold  out  and  removed  to  New’  Hartford,  Ct., 
where  his  wife  died.  He  then  removed  to  Granville,  Mass.,  wrhere 
he  md.  2nd  Elizabeth,  dau.  of  Ephraim  and  Sarah  (Marsh)  Kel¬ 
logg;  she  was  b.

84.  Timothy  Hatch5  (Zephaniah4,  Benjamin3,  Jonathan2, 
Thomas1),  b.  at  Guilford,  Ct.,  Dec.,  1756.  Of  the  boyhood  and  early 
life  of  Timothy,  no  account  has  been  preserved.  He  entered  the 
Army  at  the  commencement  of  the  American  Revolution,  and  at 
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the  age  of  19  was  in  the  battle  of  White  Plains.  In  this  conflict  he 
was  taken  prisoner  by  the  British  and  suffered  in  the  X.  Y.  “Bride¬ 
well”  Prison;  the  treatment  of  prisoners,  which,  though  not  so 
atrocious  as  that  of  the  rebels  in  the  Civil  war,  was  very  cruel.  He 
was  finally  exchanged,  but  we  do  not  know  that  he  was  in  further 
active  service.  In  178S  he  married  Lucretia  Rockwell,  of  Guil¬ 
ford,  Ct.,  who  was  born  1759.  They  settled  in  East  Hartford,  Ct., 
where  he  lived  several  years  and  where  their  first  three  children 
were  born.  About  1784,  he  removed  to  Blandford,  Mass.,  where  he 
purchased  a  small  farm  and  lived  for  about  20  years.  Five  children 
were  born  in  Blandford.  He  removed  to  Hartford,  Ct.,  where  in 
connection  with  his  son  Frederic  W.  he  built  a  house  on  Pearl  St., 
opposite  the  old  Jail,  which  still  remains  in  good  condition.  His 
wife  Lucretia  d.  Feb.,  4,  1811.  He  married  2nd,  Lucy  Bassett, 
who  d.  11  Feb.,  1817. 

*The  third  wife  was  Mrs.  Lucinda  (Montague)  Danforth, 
widow  of  Daniel  Danforth  of  Hartford.  She  was  born  in  Hadley, 
Mass.,  6  June,  1777,  and  died  3  July,  1853.  By  this  marriage  were 
three  children  born  in  Hartford.  After  his  removal  to  Hartford,  he 
was  occupied  in  active  business  pursuits,  public  business,  Mercan¬ 
tile  and  exchange  brokerage.  After  the  close  of  the  Revolution  he 
was  a  Major  in  the  Militia,  and  at  the  time  of  the  “Shays  Rebel¬ 
lion”  he  was  called  out  for  its  suppression. 

The  character  of  Major  Timothy  Hatch  would  seem  to  partake 
largely  of  the  elements  ascribed  to  our  Puritan  Ancestors,  firm 
integrity,  unbending  adherence  to  principle,  a  strong  will,  perse¬ 
vering  energy.  These  united  with  good  judgment,  a  mind  of  some 
cultivation  and  stored  by  reading  would  naturally  give  him  suc¬ 
cess  in  his  undertakings  and  prominent  place  in  the  community.  In 
public  affairs  he  took  a  lively  interest,  and  his  name  frequently 
occurs  in  the  Newspapers  of  that  time  in  connection  with  public 
meetings  of  various  sorts.  In  religion  he  was  an  Episcopalian,  a 
member  of  Christ’s  Church,  Hartford.  He  lived  to  the  ripe  age  of 
81  and  died  10  June,  1838. 

He  could  count  as  his  progeny  at  the  time  of  his  death,  eleven 
children,  55  grand  children  and  23  great  grand  children,  a  total  of 
89.  (Taken  from  Hatch  Book  of  Genealogy,  printed  1879,  by  Ed¬ 
ward  Hatch  Fletcher.)

Then  he  returned  to 
Utica  and  was  employed  in  the  office  of  the  Oneida  Co. 
Clerk.  Later  he  entered  the  emplov  of  the  Bank  of  Utica, 
\Y  hitesboro  St.  where  he  rose  rapidly  and  soon  became  teller. 
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Next  he  became  teller  of  the  Bank  of  Central  N.  Y.,  which 
was  established  in  1845  and  later  wras  advanced  to  Cashier. 

Then  came  the  financial  strain  of  1857  against  which  the 
bank  struggled  manfully  several  years,  but  in  1860  it  was 
closed.  In  1862  Mr.  Grannis  received  from  the  state  a  char¬ 
ter  for  a  new’  bank,  which  was  styled  T.  O.  Grannis  &  Co.’s 
Bank.  He  had  as  partner,  first,  George  Curtiss  and  later 
his  son  Charles  K.  Grannis. 

Timothy  O.  Grannis  was  prominent  in  business  affairs  and 
in  the  community  and  through  fife  maintained  an  honorable 
standing.  In  1849  he  served  as  one  of  the  aldermen  of  the 
City.  He  was  a  member  of  Trinity  Episcopal  Church  and 
later  became  a  member  of  Grace  Episcopal  Church  w’hen  it 
was  organized. 

On  June  20,  1838,  he  md.  Mary  Ann  Osgood,  of  Hamilton, 
N.  Y.,  who  died  12  Nov.,  1838,  and  he  md.  2nd  19  Dec., 
1842,  Julia  Ann  Bosw’orth  Kelsey  of  Hyde  Park,  N.  Y.  Mr. 
Grannis  d.  19  May,  1883,  and  at  that  time  was  survived  by 
his  w’ife  and  two  sons,  Charles  K.  at  Utica  and  Edward  of 
Albany,  N.  Y.

(Memorandum  from  E.  Alfred  Jones,  M.A.,  F.  R.  Hist,  S.  Au¬ 
thor  of  “Lawyers  in  the  American  War  of  Independence. ”) 

The  following  is  taken  from,  “The  Loyalists  of  Massachusetts 
and  the  other  side  of  the  American  Revolution* ’  by  James  H.  Stark: 

“Nathaniel  Hatch,  son  of  Col.  Hatch  graduated  at  Harvard  Col¬ 
lege  in  1742,  and  subsequently  held  the  office  of  Clerk  of  the  Courts. 
He  was  a  firm  Loyalist,  and  at  the  evacuation  of  Boston  in  1776 
he  went  to  Halifax  with  the  British  Troops.  In  1778  he  was  pro¬ 
scribed  and  banished,  and  in  1779  was  included  in  the  Conspiracy 
Act,  by  which  his  large  and  valuable  estate  was  confiscated :  it  was 
bought  afterwards  by  Capt.  James  Swan,  who  paid  £18,000  for  it, 
and  who  soon  afterwards  offered  it  to  Gov.  Hancock  for  £45,000. 
Writing  to  Hancock,  Swan  says:  ‘The  Mansion  house  can  be  re¬ 
fitted  in  as  elegant  a  manner  as  it  once  was  for  about  £4,000.’ 
During  Swan’s  residence  here  he  made  the  house  a  seat  of  hospi¬ 
tality,  entertaining  among  other  persons  of  distinction,  the  Mar¬ 
quis  de  Viomel,  second  in  command  of  Rochambeau’s  army,  Admir¬ 
al  d’Estaing,  the  Marquis  de  Lafayette  and  General  Knox’.” 
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List  of  Confiscated  Estates  Belonging  to  Nathaniel  Hatch  in 
Suffolk  Co.  and  to  Whom  Sold.

“It  was  not  to  the  discredit  of  Nathaniel  Hatch,  son  of  Estes, 
that  he  was  a  Loyalist.  It  means  that  he  was  socially  and  financi¬ 
ally  prominent  and  as  an  officer  of  the  Crown  holding  his  commis¬ 
sion  from  the  King  of  England  he  did  as  did  thousands  of  others 
at  the  same  time — held  his  ground.  One-third  of  the  entire  popu¬ 
lation  of  X.  J.  were  Loyalists.  The  British  raised  15,000  men  in 
the  Colonies  to  join  the  British  Army.  The  people  were  divided 
everywhere.  At  first  nearly  all  of  the  best  class  were  for  the  Crown. 
Tories  were  not  traitors  because  they  never  accepted  the  idea  of 
rebellion  and  thousands  of  these  Loyalists  left  the  country  rather 
than  renounce  their  allegiance.” — C.  A.  Hoppin,  Genealogist,  1924.

The  following  is  contributed  by  Spencer  E.  Smith,  a  descendant : 
‘‘Wait  Hatch  was  a  Seaman.  When  he  was  about  18  years  of  age 
his  father  died  and  Mathew  Rowley  was  appointed  his  guardian 
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till  he  should  become  of  age.  It  is  probable  Mr.  Rowley  was  a  kins¬ 
man  of  liis  and  was  engaged  in  the  Sea-faring  business  and  that  is 
how  Wait  became  a  seaman.  He  followed  the  sea  till  the  outbreak 
of  the  Revolutionary  War  when  the  British  Warships  destroyed 
the  Maritime  business  of  the  Colonists  and  caused  so  much  distress 
in  the  seaboard  towns  of  New  England  that  many  of  the  inhabi¬ 
tants  moved  to  the  interior.  In  177.5  Wait  Hatch  moved  to  the 
town  of  Lee,  in  the  western  part  of  Mass.  The  country  there  was 
new  at  that  time.  The  first  settlement  of  the  town  was  made  only 
15  years  previously.  Among  the  45  signers  to  a  petition  for  the  in¬ 
corporation  of  the  town  dated  Jan.  6,  1774  was  a  Samuel  Hatch. 
This  man  may  have  been  Wait  Hatch's  brother  Samuel  and  for 
this  reason  Wait  moved  to  this  town.  Early  in  Jan.,  1776  it  fell 
to  the  lot  of  Wait  Hatch  and  others  of  Lee,  Mass,  to  go  as  re¬ 
cruits  to  the  American  Army  before  Quebec,  Canada.  His  son, 
Lewis  begged  the  privilege  of  going  in  liis  stead  and  was  allowed  to 
do  so.  He  lived  in  the  town  of  Lee  about  24  or  25  years  and  prob. 
followed  the  business  of  farming.  About  1799  or  1800  he  and  his 
wife,  Mary,  moved  to  the  town  of  Granville,  Wash.  Co.,  N.  Y.  to 
live  with  their  son  Lewis  who  had  bought  a  farm  and  moved  there 
some  years  before.  Here  he  died  in  1806-7.  His  widow  died  there 
about  1822.

Went  to  Sea  at  an  early  age  and  was  impressed  on  board  a  British 
Man-of-War  just  before  the  Declaration  of  Independence.  .After 
three  years  servitude,  (during  which  time  he  was  compelled  to 
fight  against  his  Countrymen,  and  was  severely  wounded  in  the 
thigh  and  legs),  he  embraced  the  opportunity  to  escape,  and  im¬ 
mediately  took  up  arms  in  defense  of  American  Independence, 
which  he  supported  with  credit  to  himself  and  honor  to  his  country. 
After  American  Independence  was  established,  Captain  Hatch 
made  Charleston.  South  Carolina,  his  place  of  residence,  and  for 
several  years  was  employed  in  the  West  India  Trade. 

The'West  India  Trade  becoming  precarious,  Captain  Hatch  en¬ 
tered  the  coasting  Trade  in  S.  C.  and  followed  it  untill  the  distrub- 
ance  between  this  country  and  Britain  took  place  in  1812.  He  then 
expressed  his  anxiety  of  meeting  the  enemy  on  their  boasted  ele¬ 
ment;  for  said  he:  “I  have  a  son  that  has  been  torn  from  me  by  the 
British  for  upwards  of  three  years  and  a  half,  and  although  I  have 
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sent  on  every  necessary  document  to  prove  his  nativity,  I  cannot 
get  his  discharge;  and  the  last  reports  I  had  of  him  was  that  he  was 
on  board  the  ‘Frolic7  when  the  action  took  place  between  her  and 
the  ‘Wasp7.  Not  having  heard  from  him  since  I  fear  that  he  has 
fallen  a  victim  to  their  arbitrary  mode  of  manning  their  ships. 77 
But  having  a  large  and  helpless  family,  an  aged  mother  and  seven 
children,  who  looked  up  entirely  to  him  for  support,  having  lately 
lost  their  only  house  by  fire,  and  a  valuable  male  slave,  who  as¬ 
sisted  much  in  the  support  of  the  family.  He  therefore  volunteered 
his  sendees  as  pilot  and  sail  master  on  board  the  U.  S.  S.  Alligator. 
Captain  Hatch  remained  on  board  the  vessel  until  the  30  Jan.,  1814, 
when  on  the  morning  of  that  day,  as  he  was  coming  from  St. 
Helena  to  Charleston,  off  Stono  he  discovered  a  ship  and  brig  in 
pursuit  of  them.  The  Alligator  then  put  into  Stono. 

It  was  suggested  by  her  gallant  commander,  sailing  master  Bas¬ 
set,  that  they  had  better  run  higher  up,  as  in  all  probability  the 
enemy  would  send  their  boats  in  the  course  of  the  night;  for  said 
he  “You  know  they  have  cut  out  frigates. 77  Captain  Hatch  replied, 
“They  can  not  send  their  boats  in  unless  they  have  extraordinarily 
good  pilots,  but  if  they  do  come  we  will  dose  them.”  About  7 
o’clock  P.M,  six  boats  were  discovered  about  50  yards  ahead  of  the 
Alligator,  in  the  marsh.  They  were  immediately  hailed,  but,  not 
answering,  a  volley  was  fired  over  them,  upon  which  the  Alligator 
received  a  volley  of  musketry  from  the  barges,  which  divided  them¬ 
selves  two  on  each  side  and  two  ahead  of  her.  The  schooner  then 
cut  her  cable  and  made  sail,  upon  which  the  action  became  general, 
and  during  the  time  it  lasted,  thirty  minutes,  was  very  warm.  The 
enemy  then  sheared  off,  being  pretty  well  dosed.  In  the  early  part 
of  the  action,  Captain  Hatch  received  a  wound  just  below  the 
temples,  -which  took  out  both  his  eyes.  He  could  not  be  persuaded 
to  go  below,  but  stayed  on  deck,  encouraging  his  men,  exclaiming, 
“Take  good  aim  my  lads  and  don’t  waste  your  ammunition.” 

The  Alligator  mounted  ten  guns  and  had  thirty-eight  men  in  the 
action.  The  barges,  upon  a  moderate  calculation,  must  have  had 
at  least  twenty  men. 

The  day  following,  Captain  Hatch  was  brought  to  town,  where 
he  suffered  the  most  excruciating  pain  for  six  days  when  he  re¬ 
signed  his  soul  to  his  Maker,  his  death  occurring  on  the  6  Feb.,  1814. 
Thus- terminated  the  life  of  a  brave  man  who  was  a  kind  and  in¬ 
dulgent  parent,  a  tender  and  affectionate  husband,  a  generous  and 
benevolent  neighbor  and  friend.  (The  above  information  furnished 
by  his  descendants.)

A  REVOLUTIONARY  SWORD 
New  York  Max  Has  Weapon  Which 
Belonged  to  Washington’s  Aid 

Kansas  City,  191S — A  sword,  engraved  with  the  name  of  Washington,  and 
used  by  Major  Oliver  Hatch,  a  member  of  Washington’s  staff,  is  in  the  posses¬ 
sion  of  Virgil  Little,  of  Ripley,  N.  Y.,  who  recently  visited  his  son,  Dr.  E.  W. 
Little.  Kansas  state  deputy  live  stock  inspector.  Major  Hatch  was  the  great¬ 
grandfather  of  Virgil  Little. 

The  weapon  has  lain  sixty-two  years  in  the  attic  of  the  Little  home  at  Rip¬ 
ley.  The  others  of  the  family  forgot  about  it,  but  Virgil  Little,  upon  the  death 
of  his  brother  Talmadge,  asked  that  search  be  made  for  the  weapon. 

It  was  in  good  condition  when  found.  The  sword  is  over  thirtv-two  inches 
long,  and  weighs  a  little  more  than  a  pound,  and  bears  gilt  characters  similar 
to  Arabic  inscriptions.  This  leads  Mr.  Little  to  believe  that  the  sword  is  of 
oriental  make,  and  came  to  America  by  way  of  England.  He  says  that  no 
swords  were  manufactured  in  America  before  the  revolution. 

The  handle  is  inlaid  with  silver,  which  is  worn  down  to  the  wrought  iron 
which  forms  the  hilt  separate  from  the  blade.  The  name  of  Washington  is  en¬ 
graved  near  the  hilt. 

The  steel  was  tested  by  striking  it  over  an  oak  block  with  a  blow  of  120 
pounds,  both  on  edge  and  back.  The  strength  of  the  weapon  proves  it  to  be 
one  of  superior  hand  make,  .Such  swords  were  made  from  a  bar  of  cast  and 
hammered  steel,  tapering  from  the  center  to  the  ends.  Each  half  was  cut  in 
two,  thus  forming  two  swords.  From  this  stage  to  the  finishing,  all  was  ham¬ 
mer  and  anvil  work,  the  shape  and  weight  of  the  blade  determined  wholly  by 
the  skilled  hand  and  eye  of  the  smith.  He  judged  the  proper  heating  of  the 
steel  in  tempering  by  its  color  in  the  fire.

He  was  an  early  settler  in  Kansas.  Was  very  active  in  the 
fight  for  Prohibition  in  that  State  and  was  publicly  com¬ 
mended  by  Gov.

and  1776  was  in  Tolland.  Conn.,  and  in  1777  in  X.  H.  He  was  thus 
but  16  when  he  first  enlisted  in- the  Revolutionary  War.  One  record 
says  he  was  17.

ment  of  General  John  Stark’s  brigade,  at  the  battle  of  Bennington.”

In  reply  to  yours  of  the  loth  inst.,  would  say  that  “I  find  but 
the  following  in  the  Vermont  Revolutionary  War  Rolls,  relative  to 
the  service  of  Asa  Hatch.  Following  is  the  heading  of  the  Docu¬ 
ment,  in  which  his  name  appears  as  a  member  of  the  Company 
mentioned. 

“A  Pay  Roll  of  Captain  Bigelow  Lawrence’s  Company,  in  Colonel 
Herrick’s  regiment  of  Militia  while  in  the  service  i  i  the  alarm, 
October,  1780.” 

Asa  Hatch  appears  in  the  list  of  Privates  and  it  also  states  that 
he  served  ten  days  and  drew  one  pound,  sixteen  shillings  and  eight 
pence  for  his  services.  This  appears  on  page  229  of  the  printed  copy 
of  “Vermont  Revolutionary  Roll.”

He  and,  later,  his  widow  received  pensions  for  his  services  in  the 
war.  'He  applied  for  a  pension  31  July,  1832  when  72  years  old 
from  Williamstown,  Vermont,  and  received  853.33  per  annum,  and 
his  widow  after  his  death  (28  April,  1847)  applied  for  pension  while 
living  in  Williamstown  in  1853,  aged  66.  She  received  the  same 
amount  as  he  did.  There  is  no  reference  in  the  pension  bureau  to 
service  in  the  war  of  IS  12. 
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After  his  -services  in  the  Revolutionary  War  he  remained  at 
home  until  he  married  at  the  age  of  19  years.  He  married  Roxanxa 
Delano  6  Aug.,  1778.  She  was  born  the  26th  July,  1758,  Tolland, 
Conn,  and  died  27  Nov.,  1811,  aged  53  yrs.;  was  the  mother  of  16 
children.  Her  ancestry  is  as  follows:  Those  who  are  descended 
from  her  can  have  pride  in  a  long  list  of  early  Colonial  Ancestors, 
including  at  least  one  who  came  to  Plymouth  Colony  in  the  May¬ 
flower  and  in  an  imposing  array  of  Europeen  kings  and  princes. 

She  is  descended  from  Phillipe  de  la  Xoye,  who  came  to  Ply¬ 
mouth  Colony  in  the  ship  ‘‘Fortune"  in  1621.  His  ancestry  goes 
back  through  the  Huguenots  of  France  to  the  de  Lanoy  and  de 
Franehimont  families  of  Normandy  to  the  Actii  of  Rome  1600  B. 

C.  He  is  also  descended  Guelph,  Prince  of  the  Scyrri,  476  A.  D. 
and  Priam,  King  of  the  Franks,  382  A.  D.  from  St.  Arnoul.  611  A. 

D.  through  Emperor  Charlemagne  768-814.  from  Hrolf,  1st  Duke 
of  the  Normans  through  William  the  Conqueror,  1066-1087  and 
Witekind  I,  about  100  A.  D.  through  Cerdic,  King  of  Wessex.  495, 
Egbert  775  and  Alfred  the  Great,  849-901.  These  lines  of  descent 
are  given  in  more  or  less  detail  in  ‘‘The  Genealogical  History  and 
Alliances  of  the  American  House  of  Delano,"  1621-1899  by  Major 
Joel  A.  Delano. 

Phillippe  Delanoye  (b.  1602  at  Leyden,  Holland,  d.  1681  at 
Bridgewater,  Mass.)  md.  1st,  at  Duxbury,  Mass.,  1634.  Hester 

Dewsbury,  daughter  of - .  Of  their  children  the  seventh  was 

Lieut.  Jonathan  Delano,  b.  1647  at  Duxbury,  d.  at  Dartmouth, 
now  Fairhaven,  23  Dec..  1720.  He  married  at  Plymouth  28  Feb., 
1678  Mercy  Warren3,  daughter  of  Nathaniel2,  (b.  1624  in  Plymouth, 
d.  1667)  and  Sarah  (Walker)  Warren.  Sarah  Walker  d.  24  Nov., 
1700.  Nathaniel  Warren  was  a  son  of  Richard  and  Elizabeth  War¬ 
ren  of  the  “Mayflower.”  Richard  Warren  is  also  descended  from 
William  the  Conqueror  (Warren  Genealogy)  and  his  wife  Matilda, 
who  was  descended  from  Baldwin,  first  King  of  Flanders,  (d.  S79). 
Gundred,  the  daughter  of  William  the  Conqueror,  md.  William, 
Earl  of  Warren,  a  Norman  Baron  of  Danish  descent.  Lieut.  Jona¬ 
than  Delano  was  commissioned  a  Lieutenant  in  1689  and  served  in 
the  Indian  War  of  1675-6  and  was  with  Capt.  Benjamin  Church  at 
Mt.  Hope,  the  stronghold  of  King  Philip. 

The  second  child  of  Lieut.  Jonathan  Delano  was  Jonathan  De¬ 
lano/Jr.,  b.  30  Jan.,  1680;  d.  at  Tolland,  Conn.,  25  Mar.,  1752. 
He  md.  20  June,  1704,  Amy  Hatch,  (b.  10  July,  1768)  daughter  of 
Joseph  Hatch  (=?5)  and  wife  Amy  Allen  of  Falmouth,  Mass. 

The  12th  child  of  Jonathan  Delano,  Jr.,  and  wife  Amy  was, 
Timothy  Delano  (#5  )  b.  4  Nov.,  1729;  d.  at  Tolland,  Conn.,  12 
April,  1777.  He  served  in  the  French  and  Indian  War  1757  in 
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Capt.  Samuel  Stoughton’s  Co.,  of  Connecticut  Volunteers  at  Ft. 
William  Henry.  (Aldrich’s  History  of  Walpole,  X.  H.)  He  md. 

1  Aug.,  1754,  Lydia,  daughter  of  John  Lathrop,  she  was  b.  21  June, 
1736  at  Walpole,  X'.  H. 

The  second  child  of  Timothy  Delano  and  Lydia  Lathrop  was 
Roxanna,  b.  26  July,  1758  who  md.  Asa  Hatch,  (#150). 

In  1794,  Asa  by  a  deed  given  by  Simeon  Chase  in  which  he  is 
described  as  an  Asa  Hatch,  yeoman  of  Alstead,  Cheshire  Co.,  X\ 
H.  acquired  20  pounds  lawful  money,  one-half  of  lot  #10  in  the 
4th  range  of  lots  in  Williamstown,  Yt.;  this  deed  is  now  in  the  pos¬ 
session  of  Charles  H.  Briggs.”  In  1795  (Delano  Genealogy)  he  took 
his  family  to  Williamstown  where  he  lived  until  his  death.  After 
his  1st  wife’s  death  he  md.  2nd,  Mrs.  Jane  (Black)  Hyde,  widow  of 
Joshua  Hyde,  in  1814.  She  was  b.  in  1787  of  Putney  ,Yt.,  she  had 

2  children  by  her  first  husband;  viz.,  Betsey  and  Laura  M.  Hyde; 
Laura  d.  7th  Mar.,  1826,  aged  14;  nothing  is  known  of  their  an¬ 
cestry. 

By  his  second  wife  Asa  Hatch  had  seven  children  the  names  of 
two  being  unknown.  She  d.  6  May,  1829,  aged  42  years. 

He  md.,  3rd  at  Berlin,  Yt.,  Mrs.  Ruhama  (Rice)  Smith.  The 
date  of  marriage  was  the  14  of  April,  1833.  She  had  no  children. 
She  died  the  26  July,  1863,  aged  76  yrs.,  5  months.  While  in  Wil¬ 
liamstown,  Yt.,  Asa  and  family  endured  the  hardships  and  priva¬ 
tions  incident  to  the  Pioneers,  lived  in  a  log  cabin  and  reared  his 
large  family,  being  the  father  of  23  children,  4  of  which  died  in  in¬ 
fancy.  Besides  his  23  children  he  adopted  a  daughter  named  Maria. 

Regarding  his  large  family,  it  is  told  that  he  ‘‘had  so  many  child¬ 
ren,  that  there  were  not  enough  shoes,  so  when  it  was  necessary  to 
go  outside  to  chop  wood,  one  would  take  a  couple  of  hot  chips,  run 
out  barefoot  and  stand  on  them  while  chopping.” 

He  lived  on  the  farm  three  miles  south  of  Williamstown  where 
Orville  H.  Briggs  lived  and  died.  He  was  a  healthy,  robust,  good 
looking  man,  enjoying  remarkable  health.  When  past  70  he  said 
that  he  never  took  a  dose  of  physic  or  medicine  in  his  life.  His 
death  was  caused  by  cancer.  His  will  made  31  Dec.,  1846  and  pro¬ 
bated  18  June,  1847  refers  only  to  his  wife  Ruhamah,  to  his  sons 
Hiram  B.  and  Stearns,  and  daughter  Jane,  wife  of  Caleb  Lathrop. 
Imdtnit'd  nr  the  inventory  of  his  estate  were  his  homestead  of  130 
acres,  }/£  of  pew  80-60  on  the  south  side  of  the  broad  aisle  and  C? 
of  pew  80-7  on  the  north  side  of  the  Congregational  Meeting  House,

In  the  July,  29,  1847  Vermont  Watchman  appears  the  following: 
Deaths:  In  Williamstown,  April  20,  Mr.  Asa  Hatch,  aged  87  yrs. 
and  8  months.  He  was  a  Revolutionary  pensioner  and  the  oldest 
person  in  town,  having  lived  there  fifty-two  years;  has  had  three 
wives,  twenty-three  children,  one  hundred  and  seventeen  grand 
children  and  eighty-five  great  grand  children. 

His  gravestone  and  those  of  his  three  wives  are  standing  in  the 
East  Hill  Cemetery  in  Williamstown.

At  the  outbreak  of  the  War  of  IS  12,  he  enlisted  and  was  com¬ 
missioned  a  Lieutenant  by  the  Governor  of  Louisana,  and  after¬ 
wards  rose  to  the  rank  of  Captain.  He  served  as  adjutant  under 
Gen.  Jackson  at  the  Battle  of  New  Orleans. 

Hearing  of  the  wonderful  inducements  Mexico  was  offering  to 
American  Colonists  in  the  province  of  Texas,  Capt.  Hatch  made  a 
trip  to  Texas  in  1828  and  while  there  met  Stephen  F.  Austin,  who 
induced  him  to  become  a  member  of  his  colony.  In  1829  he  re¬ 
turned  to  Texas  and  brought  his  family,  negro  slaves  and  personal 
effects  loaded  on  a  boat,  which  he  built  on  the  banks  of  the  Missis¬ 
sippi  River.  He  had  located  his  grant  on  the  Lavaca  River,  in 
what  is  now  Jackson  County.  His  boat  sailed  through  Pass 
Cavallo  into  Matagorda  Bay  and  up  the  Lavaca  River  to  his  new 
home. 

Soon  after  landing  in  Texas  Capt.  Hatch  was  arrested  by  Mexi¬ 
can  Officials  for  not  having  secured  clearance  papers  for  his  boat 
before  leaving  New  Orleans.  He  was  taken  to  Mexico  and  impri¬ 
soned.  After  two  months  he  was  released,  the  chief  reason  being 
that  he  was  the  only  Mason  among  the  company  of  white  men  and 
Santa  Anna,  the  man  in  charge,  who  released  him,  was  also  a  Ma¬ 
son,  and  he  was  given  an  escort  to  his  home  while  all  other  white 
prisoners  were  shot.  When  he  reached  home  his  youngest  son, 
John  N.  was  two  months  old,  having  been  born  while  the  father 
was  in  prison.  Here  he  lived  a  neighbor  to  the  friendly  Tonkaway 
Indians,  but  in  constant  danger  of  the  Comanches  and  also  of  the 
invading  armies  from  Mexico  during  the  Texas  Revolution.  At  the 
Battle  of  San  Jacinto,  Capt.  Hatch  was  detailed  by  Gen.  Houston 
to  conduct  the  women  and  children  to  a  place  of  safety  and  protect 
them.  He  was  an  intimate  friend  of  James  Bowie  and  Barrett 
Travis,  and  it  was  on  Capt.  Hatch’s  place  on  the  banks  of  the  La¬ 
vaca  River,  that  Albert  Sydney  Johnston,  the  great  Confederate 
leader,  fought  his  historic  duel  with  Felix  Houston.  On  this  occa¬ 
sion,  Gen.  Johnston  was  seriously  wounded  and  was  nursed  to 
health  and  strength  in  the  home  of  Capt.  Hatch. 

About  1842  the  home  on  the  Lavaca  River  was  sold  and  Syl- 
vanus  Hatch  acquired  a  large  cattle  ranch  in  Calhoun  County, 
Texas,  near  Port  Lavaca.  This  town  had  become  the  most  impor- 
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tant  port  of  Texas.  Here  he  lived  for  many  years  offering  his  home 
and  hospitality  to  all  who  wished  to  come  and  accept. 

Capt.  Hatch  md.  Mrs.  Pamelia  Louisa  Nicholson  Brown, 
17  Oct.,  1821  in  Iberville  Parish,  La.  She  was  born  21  Jan.,  1788  in 
Madison  Co.,  Miss.  There  were  three  children  born  to  this  union; 
third  child,  John  X.,  bom  in  1829,  was  the  first  child  of  American 
parentage  born  west  of  the  Colorado  River.  His  early  playmates 
were  children  of  the  friendly  Tonkaways  whose  language  he  learned 
to  speak  fluently. 

Mrs.  Pamelia  Hatch  died  22  Feb.,  1850. 

Capt.  Hatch  was  a  communicant  of  the  Episcopal  Church  and 
a  member  of  the  Masonic  Lodge  which  he  joined  in  Savannah,  Ga., 
1809.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  the  oldest  member  of  the 
order  of  F.  &  A.  M.  having  been  a  Mason  over  seventy  years.  He 
died  at  his  home  in  Port  Lavaca,  Calhoun  County,  Texas,  18  Oct., 
1885.

I  have 
had  9  children.  The  oldest  daughter  lives  near  us  is  married. 

In  Aug.  ISth,  1843  a  young  and  lovely  daughter  died  of  that  terrible  disease 
consumption;  19  years  of  age. 

Nov.  19,  1844  another  died  with  the  same  disease.  And  as  another  year  passed 
away,  still  another  one  faded  and  slept  in  death’s  cold  arms  Dec.  G,  1845;  both 
of  the  last  were  over  20  years  of  age.  All  of  them  gradually  declined  and  were 
sustained  by  a  hope  in  Christ  to  the  last,  death  having  no  terrors.

Ferrisburg, 
Addison  Co.,  X.  Y.  His  wife  was  the  dau.  of  Caleb  and  Elizabeth 
(Allen)  Haight.  She  was  b.  24  April,  1772  at  A'ine  Partners,  Dutch¬ 
ess  Co.,  N.  Y.  Very  little  is  known  of  Jeremiah’s  early  life.  His 
father  having  died  in  the  Continental  Army  the  Summer  of  1776, 
he  was  bound  out  to  sendee  to  a  man  who  was  very  unkind  to  him. 
When  about  15  years  old  his  master  sent  him  to  the  mill  with  a 
sack  of  grain  on  his  back.  On  the  way  he  met  a  recruiting  Officer 
and  was  induced  to  run  away  and  join  the  army.  He  was  not  the 
desired  height  for  a  soldier  so  became  a  fifer  in  '‘Capt.  Tisdales'  Co., 
Col.  John  Greaton’s  3rd  Regt.  The  descriptive  list  dated  Hutts, 
New  Boston  13  May,  1782:  aged  17  vrs.,  stature  5  ft.  (also  given 
4  ft.  10  in.;)  complexion  dark,  hair  dark,  eyes  dark;  occupation 
yeoman,  (also  given  laborer).  He  gave  his  residence  as  at  Tops- 
field;  enlisted  for  town  of  Winchendon.  Reported  transferred  to 
Capt.  Woodbridge’s  Co.  10  June,  1782.” 

After  his  release  from  the  army  he  was  placed  in  charge  of  a 
military  company  in  his  home  town  and  the  title  of  Captain  given 
to  him  and  thereafter  he  was  always  known  as  Captain  Jeremiah 
Hatch.  His  pension  for  service  as  a  Revolutionary  Soldier  was 
$96.00  a  year.  After  his  marriage  his  mother  made  her  home  with 
them  for  some  years.  The  couple  was  unfortunate  with  their  first 
children  for  twelve  of  them  died  in  infancy.  The  names  of  only  four 
of  these  have  been  obtainable.  Like  Hannah  of  old  she  pleaded 
with  the  Lord  to  give  her  a  child  and  covenanted  with  Him  that  if 
the  child  lived  she  would  dedicate  him  to  His  service.  Her  prayer 
was  answered  and  she  was  blessed  with  four  sons  who  lived  to  be¬ 
come  men.  The  eldest  of  the  four  was  the  first  to  receive  the  mes¬ 
sage  that  the  Latter  Day  Saint  Elders  proclaimed  to  the  world  of 
the  restored  Gospel.  He  brought  the  glad  news  to  his  parents  who 
were  living  in  Bristol,  Addison  Co.,  Yt.  Both  received  it  and  were 
baptized  in  1840  and  soon  made  preparations  to  gather  with  the 
Saints  in  Nauvoo,  Ill.  They  disposed  of  their  property  to  good  ad¬ 
vantage  and  in  1842  were  on  their  journey  to  the  West  in  wagons 
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drawn  by  pood  horse  teams.  They  were  comfortably  equipped  for 
the  long  drive  of  1 200  miles.  Jeremiah  purchased  a  home  in  Xauvoo 
where  they  were  not  permitted  to  live  long  in  peace,  as  mobs  of 
wicked  men  were  constantly  harrassing  the  members  of  the  church 
with  which  thev  had  identified  themselves.  On  the  26  of  June,  1843 
their  son  Hezekiah.  was  taken  from  them  by  death.  He  left  five 
orphan  children,  their  mother  having  died  prior  to  their  leaving 
Vermont.  The  two  youngest  were  girls,  Adeline  and  Elizabeth, 
who  now  became  charges  of  their  grand  parents.  The  27  June,  1844 
their  beloved  Prophet  and  Patriarch  Joseph  and  Hyrum  Smith 
were  killed  and  new  troubles  arose.  Finallv  in  1846  thev  with 
others  were  forced  to  leave  their  homes  in  Xauvoo  and  travel  on 
west.  Their  horses  were  stolen  from  them  and  they  were  obliged  to 
depend  upon  friends  to  assist  them  to  Sugar  Creek,  Iowa,  a  place 
of  refuge  where  the  Saints  could  wait  until  arrangements  could  be 
made  for  the  journey  to  the  Rocky  Mountains.  From  here  they 
moved  to  Winter  Quarters  near  Florence,  Xeb.,  where  Jeremiah's 
wife  died,  15  Dec.,  1847. 

Jeremiah  had  received  a  promise  from  the  servants  of  the  Lord 
that  he  should  live  to  bless  his  children  and  his  children’s  children. 
This  promise  was  literally  fulfilled.  He  died  23  May,  1850  aged 
86  years,  at  the  home  of  his  son  Josephus,  in  a  place  called  Pleasant 
Grove,  ten  miles  from  Kanesville,  Xeb. 

Mr.  Oscar  Bicknell  told  Judge  Edward  W.  Hatch*  in  1913  that 
the  old  home  of  Jeremiah6  Hatch,  Sr.  in  Bristol,  Addison  County, 
Vermont,  was  practically  in  the  same  condition  as  it  was  in  1842-3 
when  the  Hatch  family  owned  it,  except  that  there  were  more  trees 
in  front — hard  maple) — and  the  place  was  kept  up  in  much  better 
shape. 

Immediately  back  of  the  house  rise  the  Green  Mountains.  One 
huge  rock  formation  is  quite  close  to  the  house  and  is  composed  of 
reddish  colored  sandstone,  they  call  it  “Old  Red.” 

The  rise  of  the  mountains  begins,  not  to  exceed  ten  rods  from  the 
rear  of  the  house,  which  faces  southeast,  and  in  front  of  it  lies  the 
valley  of  the  Xew  Haven  River,  a  small  stream  having  its  source  in 
the  mountains. 

There  were  twelve  hundred  acres  in  the  farm  connected  with  the 
home,,  most  of  it  beautiful  flat  land  in  the  valley  of  the  river,  on 
which  Jeremiah  owned  both  sides  and  was  one  of  the  prosperous 
farmers  of  that  region.  This  was  the  property  sold  when  he  and 
family  migrated  to  Xauvoo. 

Oscar  Bicknell9,  grandson  of  Maria7  Hatch,  lived  at  Middlebury 
Village,  Vermont,  about  nine  miles  from  Bristol,  in  1913;  was  then 
about  seventy-five  years  old.

In  1774  the  entire  settled  district  was  made  a  town  of  Litchfield 
Co.,  Conn,  and  named  “Westmoreland”.’’ 

“The  30th  of  July,  1777.  Benjamin  Hatch  of  Westmoreland,  ad¬ 
ministered  upon  the  estate  of  his  brother  Ezbon  Hatch.”  (P.  7 
Wyoming  Valley  Probate  Records.) 

The  next  year  after  this,  occurred  the  horrible  Tory-Indian  Mass¬ 
acre  of  July,  177S,  perpetrated  on  the  inhabitants  of  Wyoming 
Valley.  Benjamin  was  among  those  who  lost  his  life  and  it  is  be¬ 
lieved  that  his  wife  was  also  killed,  but  his  children  escaped. 

Our  proof  is  not  sufficient  yet  to  definitely  state  the  names  of  the

His  wife  died  at  Sherburne,  X.  Y.,  7  Aug.,  1838  aged  72  years. 
He  d.  25  Mar.,  1855  aged  90  years  and  7  months.  The  inscription 
on  his  tombstone  is  "The  last  Revolutionary  Soldier  in  Sherburne. ” 
He  was  only  a  lad  when  he  enlisted  in  the  Militia  as  a  soldier.* 

*Note:  The  following  is  taken  from  “History  of  Sherburne”  by  Joel  Hatch, 

Jr. 

“The  first  Pioneers  into  the  valley  of  the  Chenango,  after  the  purchase  by 
the  state  of  New  York  from  the  Oneida  Indians,  were  Joel  Hatch,  two  Mr. 
Grays  and  two  Mr.  Raymonds.  They  started  on  their  journey,  the  day  these 
lands  were  advertised  ‘for  sale'  in  1791.  piloted  by  the  surveyor  and  Deacon 
Gray  on  horseback,  the  rest  on  foot,  with  pack  on  their  backs.  They  took  a 
westerly  course,  climbing  precipitous  hills,  penetrating  dark  and  tangled  for¬ 
ests,  crossing  deep  rivers,  threading  vales  and  fording  streams.  Thus  they 
toiled  on  their  weary  journey  for  five  days.  After  examining  their  prospective 
locality,  they  returned. 

The  next  year  twenty  men  commenced  improvements  and  prepared  for  their 
families.  Among  these  were  both  Joel  and  Timothy  Hatch.  These  settlers' 
characters  and  principles  had  been  developed  and  moulded  during  the  exciting 
and  impressive  scenes  of  the  French  and  Revolutionary  Wars.  They  now  de¬ 
sired  to  lay  the  foundation  for  the  future  wellbeing  of  their  children;  to  bring 
them  up  to  habits  of  industry,  and  rear  them  in  the  nurture  and  admonition 
of  the  Lord.  For  this  purpose,  they  unitedly  labored  in  establishing  the  town 
of  Sherburne. 

The  first  town  meeting  was  held  in  the  house  of  Timothy  Hatch,  Tuesday, 
- of  April,  1795.  Their  number  rapidly  increased  by  men  of  moral  and  re¬ 
ligious  principles.  Among  the  first  complaints  for  breach  of  the  peace  was  one 
for  desecration  of  the  Sabbath,  against  a  party  of  men  and  boys  who  had  been 
seen  upon  the  river,  fishing. 

Soon  after  the  organization  of  the  town  and  eounty,  Joel  Hatch  was  ap¬ 
pointed  Justice  of  the  Peace,  which  office  he  retained  some  fifteen  or  sixteen 
years.  He  was  the  subject  of  many  jokes  and  anecdotes  among  the  people, 
ready  on  any.  occasion  and  everv  emergency  with  a  well  timed  story,  or  an 
appropriate  anecdote.  At  home,  in  any  company,  free,  frank,  and  sociable — 
never  disconcerted  at  any  blunder  or  mishap  that  might  light  upon  his  should¬ 
ers.  Plain  in  matter  and  in  manner,  fearless  and  original,  backed  by  a  strong 
mind  and  retentive  memory;  well  posted  in  all  public  measures,  civil  or  re¬ 
ligious;  once  anchored  upon  any  important  principle,  one  may  as  well  attempt 
to  ‘batter  down  the  rock  of  Gibraltar  with  a  pocket  pistol/  as  to  move  him 
from  his  moorings. 

In  1808  it  was  considered  advisable  to  appoint  an  agent  and  present  a  peti¬ 
tion  to  the  legislature,  then  in  session,  for  an  act  authorizing  the  division  of 
the  eighth  and  ninth  township.  Esquire  Hatch  was  accordingly  appointed. 
WTen  he  presented  his  petition  a  strong  array  of  opposition  was  organized 
against  him.  After  some  time  had  been  spent  upon  the  question,  by  the  mem¬ 
bers,  one  of  them  remarked,  ‘Perhaps  the  delegate  can  give  us  some  informa¬ 
tion.’  He  arose  at  once  and  was  entering  into  the  merits  of  the  case,  m  his 
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peculiar  manner,  riveting  the  attention  of  the  house  to  such  a  degree,  that  the 
opposition  became  annoyed;  and  in  order  to  break  him  down,  raised  the  ques¬ 
tion  of  his  right  to  address  the  House.  This  interruption  was  received  by  him 
as  an  infringement  upon  his  right  of  petition,  for  the  obtaining  of  which,  he 
had  shouldered  his  musket  in  the  Revolutionary  War.  His  stentorian  voice 
instantly  rang  through  the  hall — T  came  here  with  a  petition  from  the  people! 
I  am  one  of  the  people!  I  have  a  right  to  be  heard  and  I  will  l>e  heard!’  He  was 
heard  in  silent  attention  and  evident  delight  by  the  Housp.  The  object  of  his 
mission  was  soon  accomplished. 

Joel  Hatch  built  the  first  turning  lathe  in  the  town.  He  was  appointed 
agent  to  superintend  the  sale  of  the  lands  to  be  reserved  for  religious  and  school 
purposes.  He  was  the  last  survivor  of  the  early  proprietors  of  Sherburne.''

Death  of  T.  B.  R.  Hatch 

Died,  in  this  city,  at  his  residence,  on  Monday  morning,  the  Sth  inst.,  Mr. 
T.  B.  R.  Hatch,  aged  48  years. 

He  was  born  in  Iberville  parish.  His  father,  Dr.  D.  C.  Hatch,  moved  to  this 
city  when  our  departed  friend  was  a  child.  For  many  years  he  was  editor  of 
the  Baton  Rouge  Advocate.  In  the  course  of  time,  he  also  edited  the  Lake 
Providence  Herald  and  the  Gazette  of  this  city.  Being  anxious  to  see  the  na¬ 
tions  of  antiquity  he  departed  from  his  native  land,  reached  Europe,  and 
travelled  in  Asia  and  Africa.  How  often  he  entertained  his  friends  with  im¬ 
pressions  made  on  his  mind  by  the  remains  of  the  works  of  mighty  men  of  old! 
His  letters  to  his  wife,  during  his  absence,  are  living  memorials  of  the  pure  man, 
the  faithful  and  devoted  husband.  By  the  gifts  of  nature,  refined  by  education, 
he  ennobled  manhood,  and  made  it  appear  lovely  to  all.  As  a  citizen,  he  had 
the  respect  of  the  rich  and  the  poor,  the  educated  and  the  uneducated.  His 
own  home  was  his  earthly  Paradise,  and  his  wife  the  earthly  object  of  his 
abiding  love:  Every  moment  at  his  command  was  employed  to  contribute  to 
her  happiness.  To  everything  dishonorable  he  was  a  stranger.  Truth  and  up¬ 
rightness  were  his  daily  companions.  In  morals  and  politics  he  was  ever  worthy 
of  imitation.  His  Life  was  a  tribute  to  devotion  to  principle. 

We  are  now'  left  to  ask,  why  should  such  worth  forever  be  obscured  by  the 
cloud  of  death,  and  the  worthless  be  allowed  to  survive?  The  answer  is  with 
Providence.  To  this  we  humbly  submit.  His  death  seems  as  a  dream.  He  wras 
with  us  yesterday.  Today  he  is  not.  His  sickness  was  as  a  moment.  Death 
soon  followed.  We  fondly  hope  that  his  spirit  is  at  rest — is  now'  in  “the  land 
of  pure  delight  where  saints  immortal  reign.” 

This  morning,  the  9th,  his  funeral  was  attended  by  many  citizens  with 
mournful  feelings.  In  the  death  of  T.  B.  R.  Hatch,  Baton  Rouge  has  lost  one 
of  its  best  men.

Death  of  a  Venerable  Lady 

There*  died  in  this  city  Tuesday  a  venerable  lady  long  identified  with  the 
social  antT  religious  life  of  Baton  Rouge  and  who  in  years  gone  was  one  of  the 
most  active  and  zealous  actors  in  works  of  charity  and  benevolence.  We  refer 
to  Mrs.  Mary  Jane  Hatch,  relict  of  T.  B.  R.  Hatch,  founder  and  first  editor  of 
the  Baton  Rouge  Advocate.  The  writer  was  acquainted  with  the  deceased 
lady  for  fully  fifty  years,  and  knew  her  as  one  of  the  most  sincere  Christian 
women  of  Baton  Rouge. 

Joining  the  Methodist  church  in  early  life  the  deceased  continued  her  member¬ 
ship  until  death  called  her  to  rest  after  a  long  life  devoted  to  Christ  and  to 
helping  the  weak  to  seek  the  ways  of  righteousness.  Mrs.  Hatch  also  allied 
herself  with  that  band  of  noble  women  known  as  the  Woman’s  Christian 
Temperance  Union,  and  her  efforts  were  frequently  crowned  by  success  in 
saving  the  fallen  and  restoring  them  to  society  useful  and  valuable  citizens. 
She  was,  no  doubt,  the  oldest  member  of  the  First  Methodist  Church  in  service 
and  in  years,  and  until  quite  recently  was  one  of  the  most  active  workers  in 
church  societies,  and  now  that  her  pure  soul  has  gone  forth  to  be  welcomed  at 
the  Pearly  Gates  with  the  words:  ‘’V  eil  done,  thou  good  and  faithful  servant/' 
she  will  be  sadly  missed  from  the  ranks  of  faithful  worshippers  in  the  temple 
of  which  she  was  a  staunch  pillar. 

Gone  though  she  is,  her  good  works  will  long  be  remembered  and  her  memory 
cherished  by  those  who  knew  and  loved  her  for  her  gentle  manner  and  kindly 

heart.

In  Memoriam 

*“It  gives  me  much  pleasure  to  put  upon  paper  a  record  of  the  vivid  impression 
1  still  retain  of  the  honored  and  beloved  pastor  of  my  boyhood,  the  Rev.  Roger 
Conant  Hatch. 

After  having  been  graduated  at  Yale  College  in  181o,  and  having  completed 
his  theological  studies,  Mr.  Hatch  spent  some  months  in  missionary  work  in 
central  New  York,  and  then  in  his  early  manhood  came  in  181S  to  his  first 
pastorate  in  Hopkinton,  the  duties  of  which  he  continued  to  perform  with 
diligence  and  success  for  fourteen  years.  During  his  ministry  I  was  born,  and 
under  his  preaching  I  sat  till  I  left  my  native  town  when  thirteen  years  of  age. 
Although  then  so  young,  I  have  a  very  vivid  recollection  of  Mr.  Hatch,  both 
as  a  man  and  a  minister 

He  was  tall,  stately  in  manner,  and  benevolent  in  countenance,  with  a  certain 
grace  and  dignity  of  deportment  that  both  befitted  his  calling  and  won  the 
respect  and  esteem  of  all  who  knew  him.  While  somewhat  reserved  in  manner, 
he  manifested  the  kindliest  interest  in  all  his  parishoners,  and  especially  in  the 
children,  to  whom  he  often  spoke  in  a  gracious  way  that  charmed  and  took 
captive  our  young  hearts. 

In  church  he  had  a  most  reverential  air,  and  conducted  all  the  services  of  the 
house  of  the  Lord  as  if  in  His  immediate  presence.  In  thought  his  sermons  were 
weighty,  and  in  delivery,  impressive.  I  well  remember  a  sermon  that  he 
preached  when  I  was  twelve  years  of  age  on  “Keeping  holy  the  Sabbath.”  for 
it  came  pretty  close  home  to  me. 

I  have  often  thought  of  him  as  embodying,  to  my  mind,  more  than  perhaps 
any  other  clergyman  I  have  known,  the  delightful  description  given  by  Gold¬ 
smith  of  “The  Village  Preacher.” 

“At  church,  with  meek  and  unaffected  grace,

In  scholarly  attainments  Mr.  Hatch  was  proficient.  He  had  the  habits  of  a 
scholar,  and  his  discourses  always  bore  the  marks  of  careful  preparation.  He 
was  a  peace-maker,  and  was  beloved  by  his  people. 

His  home  was  a  model  one  to  the  parish  for  there  presided  in  it  a  most  gentle 
and  refined  lady,  a  worthv  companion  of  her  husband  in  all  his  pastoral  duties. 
The  doors  of  this  hospitable  home  were  ever  open  to  all  the  people  of  the  parish. 
Although  more  than  half  a  century  has  passed  away  since  this  dear  man  of  God 
closed  his  ministry  in  Hopkinton,  yet  the  influence  of  his  life  and  preaching 
still  abides  and  is  a  power  for  good  in  the  lives  of  not  a  few,  and  the  blessed 
results  of  such  a  faithful  ministry  can  be  fully  known  only  when  all  things  shall 
be  revealed  at  the  last  day.

He  removed  from  that  town 
about  1830,  and  after  a  short  residence  in  Troy,  and  another  in 
Guilford,  he  settled,  in  1834,  in  the  village  of  Felchville,  in  the  town 
of  Reading,  all  in  Vt. 

At  the  last  named  place  he  practiced  his  profession  about  ten 
years  until  failing  health  obliged  him  to  relinquish  it.  The  death 
of  his  wife  occurred  5  Aug.,  1845,  at  the  house  of  their  daughter, 
Mrs.  Johnson,  in  Granville,  X.  Y.  She  was  a  woman  of  great  ex¬ 
cellence  of  character,  displaying  under  all  circumstances  the  lovli- 
est  Christian  virtues.  Her  death  weighed  heavily  upon  him,  and  his 
health  gradually  declined  until  his  death,  19  June,  1848.  A  granite 
shaft  marks  their  resting  place  in  Greenwood  Cemetery,  X.  Y.

The  returning,  dead,  of  those  who  have  Lived  among  us,  brings 
vividly  to  mind  the  memory  of  those  who  have  once  been.  Mrs. 
Fletcher  was  a  daughter  of  the  Hon.  Uriel  C.  Hatch,  at  one  time 
a  prominent  lawyer,  resident  here — a  representative  in  the  Vt. 
Legislature,  from  this  town,  at  different  periods,  and  familiarly 
known,  even  now,  as  Judge  Hatch.  Dr.  Alpheus  Fletcher,  who 
died  at  the  age  of  forty-six  years,  was  a  brother  of  the  late  Judge 
Richard  Fletcher,  of  Boston,  and  ex-governor  Ryland  Fletcher, 
the  last  living  representative,  we  believe,  of  this  remarkable 
family.  We  hardly  appreciate  at  this  day,  the  memory  of  Dr. 
Fletcher,  who  was  the  wittiest  man  of  his  day,  one  of  the  most 
skillful  physicians  and  most  learned  men  of  his  time. 

He  was  educated  in  Burlington,  till  the  session  of  the  College 
there  was  suspended,  during  the  War  of  1812,  when  he  went  ro 
Hanover,  X.  H.  Subsequently  Dr.  Hetcher  was  connected  with 
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a  medical  institution,  at  Castleton  in  its  palmiest  days,  and  was 
engaged  in  the  active  practice  of  his  profession  at  the  time  of  his 
death.  His  widow,  after  his  death  removed  to  New  York,  and 
has  there  resided  with  her  son,  Edward  H.  Fletcher  until  her 
death."

At 
twelve  years  of  age  his  father  placed  him  in  a  mercantile  business 
which  he  soon  left,  preferring  to  work  with  a  farmer  where  he  could 
have  more  leisure  hours  for  study.  He  married  Frances  Lowry 
Robertson,  of  Baltimore,  Md.,  who  died  about  one  year  after 
their  marriage,  in  Edenton,  N.  C.  He  md.  2nd,  Mary  Ann,  dau. 
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of  John  Weatherburn,  of  Baltimore,  Md.,  and  all  his  children  were 
by  this  marriage.  She  d.  in  San  Francisco,  Cal.,  12  Oct.,  1864. 
From  a  sermon  preached  at  his  funeral  in  Grace  Church,  Sacra¬ 
mento,  Cal.,  16  Jan.,  1S60,  the  following  is  mostly  taken: 

“Dr.  Hatch  was  ordained  a  Deacon  in  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  by  Bishop  Claggett,  of  Baltimore,  Md.,  in  1810,  at  the 
age  of  21.  His  first  charge  was  at  Edenton,  X.  C.,  where  he  labored 
three  years.  He  then  returned  to  Md.,  and  was  ordained  priest  at 
Annapolis,  by  Bishop  Claggett.  He  then  took  charge  of  the  parish 
of  Frederic,  where  he  preached  till  1819,  when  he  removed  to  Va. 
and  labored  in  several  churches  known  as  the  Fredericksville  par¬ 
ish,  residing  at  Charlottevsille.  During  his  residence  here,  he  had 
as  a  neighbor,  friend,  and  parishoner,  ex-President  Thomas  Jeffer¬ 
son.  Although  a  skeptic  in  belief,  Mr.  Jefferson  was  a  regular  at¬ 
tendant  on  the  services  of  the  church,  where  Mr.  Hatch  preached, 
and  was  always  ready  and  liberal  in  his  contributions  to  Mr.  Hatch 
personally  and  to  his  parish.  There  always  existed  a  strong  per¬ 
sonal  friendship  between  the  two  men  and  when  the  ex-president 
died  Mr.  Hatch  was  at  his  bedside.” 

Two  years  after  his  settlement  in  Charlottesville,  he  built  for 
himself,  a  house  and  at  that  time  received  from  Mr.  Jefferson  the 
following  letter: 

Monticello,  Dec.,  8,  1821. 

“Dear  Sir:  In  the  ancient  fudal  times  of  our  good  old  forefathers 
when  the  Seigneur  md.  his  daughter,  or  Knighted  his  son,  it  was 
the  usage  for  his  vassals  to  give  him  a  year’s  rent  extra,  in  the  name 
of  an  aid.  I  think  it  is  reasonable,  when  our  Pastor  builds  a  house, 
that  each  of  his  flock  should  give  him  an  aid  of  a  year’s  contribu¬ 
tion.  I  inclose  mine  as  a  tribute  of  justice,  which  of  itself,  indeed, 
is  nothing;  but  as  an  example,  if  followed,  may  become  something. 
In  any  event,  be  pleased  to  accept  it  as  an  offering  of  duty  and  testi¬ 
mony  of  my  friendly  attachment  and  high  respect. 

Rev.  Mr.  Hatch  Th.  Jefferson.” 

Twice  he  was  appointed  on  the  “Board  of  Visitors”  to  West 
Point;  With  Presidents  Monroe  and  Jackson  he  was  also  on  terms 
of  intimacy.  His  arduous  labors  in  Va.  were  blessed  with  great 
success,  where  infidelity  had  greatly  prevailed  and  religion  had  been 
at  low  ebb. 

In  1832  he  removed  to  Washington,  D.  C.,  and  officiated  in 
Christ  Church  until  1836;  and  during  this  time  he  twice  filled,  with 
honor  to  himself,  the  post  of  Chaplain  to  the  U.  S.  Senate.  In  1836 
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he  removed  to  Poughkeepsie,  X.  Y.,  taking  charge  of  a  parish  there. 
In  1843  he  went  to  Wisconsin,  and  took  charge  of  parishes  at  South- 
port,  and  Racine.  In  1850  he  went  to  St.  Louis,  and  there  preached 
until  1856,  when  he  removed  to  Cal.,  where  in  four  years  he  closed 
his  earthly  work  and  a  ministry  of  a  half  century.  During  these 
last  four  years  he  displayed  his  characteristic  energy  and  devoted¬ 
ness.  Rev.  Mr.  Hill  says:  ‘‘Unselfish  have  been  his  labors  as  a  mis¬ 
sionary  and  teacher  in  this  State.” 

He  was  one  of  the  ripest  of  American  scholars.  In  the  classics 
he  had  few  eqauls,  and  spoke  several  modern  languages  with  flu¬ 
ency.  His  death  occurred  — ,  Jan.,  1860,  Sacramento,  Cal.

From  Montpelier  records  we  learn  that  he 
married  Mrs.  Lucy  Dodge,  20  Jan.,  1803,  but  his  descendants  say 
it  should  be  Lucy  Cutler  and  that  there  was  a  prior  marriage  and 
that  there  was  at  least  one  child. 

Estes  was  a  revolutionary  pensioner  of  Middlesex,  Vt.  Of  his 
descendants  we  have  gleaned  the  following:

217.  Lewis  Hatch6  (Wait5,  Edward*,  Samuel3,  Jonathan-. 
Thomas1),  b.  31  Dec.,  1757  at  Falmouth.  Mass.,  where  he  spent 
his  childhood  and  youth.  He  was  born  more  than  100  years 
later  than  his  ancestor,  Jonathan  Hatch,  one  of  the  first  white  set- 
lers  of  Falmouth,  who  built  his  first  rude  cabin  on  that  narrow  neck 
of  land  that  separates  Fresh  from  Salt  pond,  about  three-fourths 
of  a  mile  south  of  the  present  village  of  Falmouth.  His  ancestors 
had  lived  in  this  town  for  a  hundred  years.  The  wilderness  had 
been,  to  a  good  extent,  subdued.  The  population  had  greatly  in¬ 
creased,  and  wealth  and  prosperity  began  to  be  manifest. 

When  Lewis  Hatch  was  about  eighteen  years  of  age.  there  oc¬ 
curred  that  fateful  crisis  in  the  history  of  our  country — the  be¬ 
ginning  of  the  Revolutionary  War.  Falmouth,  in  common  with 
most  other  coast  towns  of  New  England,  was  defenseless  against 
the  British  men  of  war.  Many  of  the  inhabitants  moved  away  into 
the  interior  towns  of  Conn,  and  Mass.  In  1775  Lewis  Hatch 
moved  with  his  father  and  his  family  to  the  town  of  Lee,  Berkshire 
Co.,  Mass.  At  this  time  the  battles  of  Lexington,  Concord  and 
Bunker  Hill  had  been  fought.  Ethan  Allen  had  captured  Ticon- 
deroga.  Washington  had  confined  the  British  army  to  Boston  and 
laid  siege  to  the  city. 

Late  in  the  autumn  of  this  year  a  small  army  was  sent  into  Can¬ 
ada  to  capture  the  British  strongholds  and  give  the  Canadians  an 
opportunity  to  join  the  other  colonies  in  their  struggle  for  freedom. 
The  army  was  sent  in  two  detachments;  one  under  Montgomery 
by  way  of  Lake  Champlain  and  the  St.  Lawrence  River  with  Que¬ 
bec  as  its  objective,  the  other  under  Arnold  by  way  of  the  Kene- 
bec  River  in  Maine,  then  through  the  wilderness  to  Quebec,  where 
the  two  detachments  arrived  about  the  first  of  Dec.  Preparations 
were  made  for  the  assault  which  occurred  on  the  last  of  Dec.  and 
failed.  Montgomery  was  killed,  Arnold  was  wounded,  many  of  the 
men  were  killed  or  taken  prisoners  and  the  remnant  retired  about 
three- miles  to  point  Au  Trembles  and  contented  themselves  with 
cutting  off  supplies  to  the  city,  and  awaiting  reinforcements,  which 
were  raised  and  forwarded  as  rapidly  as  the  limited  resources  of  the 
colonists  at  that  time  would  allow. 

Jan.  14,  1776,  Lewis  Hatch  enlisted  as  a  private  in  Capt.  Jacob 
Persons  Co.  of  Maj.  Jeremiah  Cody’s  Mass.  Detachment.  This  de¬ 
tachment  marched  up  through  western  Mass,  and  eastern  X.  Y.  to

Skeensboro  (now  Whitehall)  thence  down  Lake  Champlain  on  the 
ice  to  St.  Johns  thence  through  the  forests  and  swamps  in  the  midst 
of  the  inclement  Canadian  winter,  enduring  incredible  hardships 
and  exposures  and  finally  joined  Arnold’s  little  army  of  about  500 
men  before  Quebec  about  Mar.  1,  1776.  By  the  first  of  May  rein¬ 
forcements  had  increased  the  little  army  to  1900  men,  but  owing 
to  smallpox  and  insufficient  shelter,  food  and  clothing,  scarcely 
more  than  half  were  fit  for  active  duty. 

About  this  time  it  became  known  that  troops  for  the  relief  of 
Quebec  were  on  the  way  from  England.  In  view  of  this  and  the 
additional  facts  that  the  supply  of  powder  was  greatly  reduced  and 
that  there  was  scarcely  a  week’s  supply  of  food  on  hand,  it  was  de¬ 
cided  that  an  immediate  retreat  was  necessary  to  save  the  army 
from  starvation  or  capture.  As  soon  as  the  retreat  began  the 
British  forces  in  Quebec  marched  out  and  attacked  the  American 
army,  captured  their  artillery,  500  muskets,  stores  and  baggage, 
with  100  prisoners  besides  the  sick.  But  notwithstanding,  the  re¬ 
treat  was  effected  in  good  order  and  continued  that  day  and  the 
following  night,  the  men  floundering  on  in  the  dark  through  the 
woods,  swamps  and  streams,  hungry,  weary  and  footsore,  with 
nothing  to  cheer  and  everything  to  discourage  them.  They  never 
halted  till  they  reached  Deschambault,  58  miles  above  Quebec. 
Here  they  rested  a  few  days  and  then  proceeded  on  their  retreat 
up  the  river. 

In  the  meantime  reinforcements  for  the  British  had  arrived  from 
Halifax  and  Burgoyne  had  arrived  with  the  Brunswic  and  English 
troops.  They  followed  on  hard  after  the  retreating  Americans  with 
the  intention  of  concentrating  at  Three  Rivers.  When  the  Ameri¬ 
cans  arrived  at  Sorrell  they  found  four  regiments  of  reinforcements 
and  Gen.  Stark  soon  arrived  with  two  more  regiments.  Gen.  Sulli¬ 
van,  who  w’as  then  in  command,  determined  to  return  and  take  and 
hold  Three  Rivers  and  dispatched  Gen.  Thompson  with  2000  men 
to  Nicolet  where  Col.  St.  Clair  was  already  with  800  men.  He  ar¬ 
rived  June  7  and  that  night  they  crossed  the  river.  When  they 
attacked  the  next  morning  they  unexpectedly  found  themselves 
outnumbered  three  to  one  and  were  obliged  to  retreat  leaving  150 
prisoners  including  Gen.  Thompson  and  Col.  Irvine  in  the  hands  of 
the  enemy. 

When  the  Americans  retired  before  the  British  at  Three  Rivers 
the  British  fleet  followed  on  up  the  river  after  them.  On  June  14, 
(1776)  wffien  the  British  fleet  came  in  sight  Gen.  Sullivan,  deeming 
it  imprudent  to  make  a  stand,  with  his  half  starved  and  dis-spirited 
army,  in  the  face  of  superior  numbers,  broke  camp  and  retired  to 
St.  Johns.  On  the  18th  he  removed  to  Lie  au  XoLs  and  soon  alter 
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to  Isle  La  Mott.  Here  he  received  orders  from  Gen.  Schuyler  at 
Ticonderoga  to  retire  to  Crown  Point  where  he  and  his  army  ar¬ 
rived  during  July. 

It  took  the  British  two  months  to  get  their  boats  across  the  por¬ 
tage,  from  the  St.  Lawrence  River  to  Lake  Champlain.  In  the 
meantime  Gen.  Arnold  constructed  rafts  and  rude  gunboats  and 
Oct.  13  he  met  the  British  fleet  on  Lake  Champlain  and  had  a 
spirited  fight  with  them  but  was  defeated  and  on  the  14th  the  Bri¬ 
tish  arrived  at  Crown  Point.  It  was  felt  by  the  Americans  that 
Ticonderoga  must  be  held  at  all  hazards  and  Gen.  Schuyler  had 
called  in  the  militia  of  the  surrounding  country  and  when  the 
British  arrived  at  Crown  Point  they  found  Ticonderoga  defended 
by  20,000  resolute  men.  Seeing  the  futility  of  attack  they  soon  re¬ 
turned  to  Canada  and  Burgoyne  went  back  to  England  to  raise  a 
larger  army. 

Lewis  Hatch’s  term  of  enlistment  expired  about  the  time  when 
the  American  army  arrived  at  Sorrell  in  their  retreat  before  the 
British;  but  it  would  seem  that  he  remained  with  the  army  till  they 
arrived  at  Crown  Point,  when  he  retired  to  his  father’s  home  at 
Lee,  Mass.  We  have  been  thus  explicit  in  detailing  the  incidents 
of  this  campaign  because  Lewis  Hatch  was  all  through  this  cam¬ 
paign  after  the  assault  on  Quebec. 

The  next  spring  (1777)  Burgoyne  arrived  in  Canada  with  rein¬ 
forcements  and  a  formidable  plan  of  campaign.  Burgoyne  was  to 
come  up  through  the  Champlain  valley  with  Albany  as  his  objec¬ 
tive.  St.  Leger  was  to  go  up  the  St.  Lawrence  into  Lake  Ontario 
and  sweep  down  through  the  Mohawk  valley  and  join  Burgoyne 
at  Albany.  Howe  who  was  at  New  York  was  to  come  up  the  Hud¬ 
son  and  join  forces  with  Burgoyne  at  the  same  place.  It  was  then 
Burgoyne’s  plan,  having  cut  the  colonies  in  two,  to  sweep  down 
through  New  England  to  Boston.  If  this  plan  had  succeeded  the 
Revolutionary  War  might  have  been  nothing  more  than  a  crushed 
rebellion.  But  whether  or  not  a  Higher  Power  guides  the  destinies 
of  peoples  and  nations  a  little  cog  slipped  in  this  formidable  ma¬ 
chinery  and  everything  went  awry.  By  a  peculiar  oversight 
Howe’s  orders  were  not  dispatched  to  him  till  it  was  too  late  for 
him  to  cooperate  effectively  with  Burgoyne. 

The  militia  had  not  been  called  out  to  defend  Ticonderoga  for 
the  reason  that  the  fort  was  so  scantily  supplied  with  provisions, 
that  any  considerable  force  could  not  have  subsisted  but  for  a 
few  days.  Suddenly,  June  16  (1777),  Burgoyne  came  up  the  lake 
in  boats  with  an  army  of  about  8000  men  and  took  possession  of 
Crown  Point.  Gen.  St.  Claire,  who  was  then  in  command  at  Ti¬ 
conderoga,  sent  out  urgent  calls  for  the  militia. 
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June  30,  1777,  Lewis  Hatch  enlisted  and  was  assigned  as  drum¬ 
mer  in  Capt.  Jesse  Bradley’s  Co.  of  Col.  John  Brown’s  regiment  of 
Mass,  militia  and  started  for  Ticonderoga.  Burgoyne  had  nearly 
three  times  as  many  men  as  St.  Claire  had  and  before  the  militia 
could  arrive  Burgoyne  had  captured  the  fort.  And  then  began 
Burgoyne’s  triumphant  march,  as  he  supposed,  for  Albany.  Skeens- 
boro,  Hubbardton.  Fort  Ann,  Fort  Edward  fell  before  him  in  rapid 
succession.  The  American  army,  too  weak  in  numbers  to  give  open 
battle,  did  all  they  could  to  impede  his  progress  by  felling  trees 
across  the  roads,  damming  streams  and  swamps,  destroying  bridges, 
driving  away  cattle,  and  the  people  fled  before  him,  taking  provisions 
and  other  valuables. 

July  22,  1777.  Lewis  Hatch  was  discharged  as  drummer  and  the 
same  day  appointed  Corporal  in  Capt.  William  Francis  Co.  of  Col. 
John  Ashley’s  detachment  of  Mass,  militia.  This  detachment  was 
employed  in  the  campaign  against  Burgoyne.  It  is  said  that  Cor¬ 
poral  Lewis  Hatch  was  one  of  the  party  who  discovered  the  remains 
of  the  murdered  Jane  McRea.  If  this  is  true  it  must  have  been 
during  his  service  with  this  detachment.  The  time  for  which  this 
detachment  was  enlisted  having  expired,  Aug.  13,  1777,  Lewis 
Hatch  returned  to  his  home  at  Lee,  Mass. 

Three  days  later,  Aug.,  16  1777,  occurred  the  American  victory 
at  the  battle  of  Bennington.  It  was  the  first  decided  check  Bur¬ 
goyne’s  forces  had  received  since  the  beginning  of  his  campaign  in 
the  spring.  Six  days  later,  Aug.  22, 1777, occurred  the  overwhelming 
American  victory  at  Fort  Stanwix  in  the  Mohwak  valley  in  which 
St.  Leger’s  reinforcements  for  Burgoyne  were  utterly  routed  and 
destroyed. 

From  this  time  on  the  Americans  began  tightening  their  cordons 
about  Burgoyne’s  army.  The  American  forces  at  Bennington  and 
Stanwix,  being  released  by  the  victories  at  these  places,  joined  the 
American  army  under  Gen.  Gates  near  Bemis  Heights,  and  they 
no  longer  retreated  but  stood  their  ground.  Burgoyne’s  communi¬ 
cations  with  Canada  had  been  cut  and  his  situation  was  getting 
desperate.  Sept.  19,  1777,  he  made  a  desperate  assault  on  the 
American  army  near  Bemis  Heights  but  gained  no  advantage. 
Gen.  Gates  called  for  the  militia  of  the  surrounding  country  of 
Mass.,  Conn.,  X.  H.,  and  N.  Y.  and  they  began  rapidly  to  join  his 
army. 

Sept.  — ,  1777,  Lewis  Hatch  again  enlisted  as  private  in  Capt. 
Jesse  Bradley’s  Co.  of  Maj.  Goodrich’s  detachment  of  Mass,  militia 
and  marched  to  join  Gen.  Gates’  army  near  Bemis  Heights.  Oct.  7. 
1777,  Burgoyne  made  another  desperate  effort  to  break  through  the 
American  army  and  get  down  to  Albany,  but  it  only  resulted  in  his 
utter  defeat  and  the  capture  of  his  whole  army. 
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The  American  victory  over  Burgovne’s  army  was  one  of  the  most 
important  battles  of  the  whole  Revolutionary  War  and  has  been 
classed  as  one  of  the  world’s  decisive  battles.  Lewis  Hatch  was 
with  Gate’s  army  at  the  time  of  this  battle,  but  was  not  in  the  ac¬ 
tual  fight.  The  most  of  the  New  England  militia  were  stationed 
on  the  east  side  of  the  river  to  guard  the  fords  and  other  strategic 
points,  to  prevent  the  escape  of  the  British  army  across  the  river, 
a  service  that  was  as  valuable  as  any  that  could  have  been  rendered. 
The  battle  was  fought  on  the  west  side  of  the  Hudson.  After  the 
surrender  of  Burgoyne  and  his  army,  the  militia  being  no  longer 
needed  were  discharged  and  returned  to  their  homes. 

About  eight  months  later — July  1,  1778 — he  again  entered  the 
service  as  Corporal  in  Capt.  Peter  Porter’s  detachment  from  Gen. 
Fellow’s  Mass,  brigade  and  served  under  Gen.  Stark  at  Albany 
till  Oct.  31,  1778,  when  they  were  discharged  and  returned  home. 

Oct.  14,  1780  he  was  again  called  into  the  service  as  private  in 
Capt.  Amos  Porter’s  Co.  of  Col.  David  Rossiter’s  regiment  upon 
an  alarm  in  Berkshire  Co.,  Mass.,  the  nature  of  which  does  not  now 
appear.  After  serving  three  days  he  was  discharged  and  had  no 
more  than  got  home  when  he  was  again  called  out  Oct.  18.  as  pri¬ 
vate  in  the  same  Co.  and  reg.  and  served  four  days  more.  This  ap¬ 
pears  to  have  been  his  last  military  service. 

About  this  time  he  was  married  to  Mary  Davis,  of  Lee,  Mass., 
daughter  of  Isaac  Davis,  the  first  white  settler  of  the  town  of  Lee. 
The  precise  date  is  not  known.  At  that  time  it  was  customary  to 
publish  the  bans  or  intention  of  marriage  two  or  three  weeks  before 
the  ceremony  was  to  take  place.  In  the  church  records  of  Lee,  is 
this  entry:  ‘‘Oct.,  1780,  published  Lewis  Hatch  of  Lee  and  Mary 
Davis  of  Lee,”  so  that  he  must  have  been  married  the  latter  part 
of  October  or  the  first  part  of  November,  1780. 

(The  history  of  Lee  and  the  published  Vital  Records  of  the  town 
were  examined  in  1915  and  she  is  reported  there  as  the  daughter  of 
Timothy  and  Tabitha  Davis  and  as  having  been  born  29  Nov., 
1761  at  Falmouth.  The  history  also  states  that  Lewis  Hatch  was 
dismissed  to  the  church  in  South  Granville,  N.  Y.,  19  Jan.,  1794. 
H.  G.  S.) 

In  1783-4  (some  say  it  was  1787)  he  bought  lots  30  and  31  of  the 
Kelley’s  Patent  which  lie,  in  what  is  now  the  town  of  Granville, 
Washington  Co.,  N.  Y.  These  early  records  were  destroyed  in  a 
fire.  He  may  have  bought  these  lots  in  1783  and  gone  up  and  done 
some  clearing  in  1787  but  it  seems  evident  that  he  did  not  move  his 
family  there  until  1793-4. 

Sept.  9,  1792,  Lewis  Hatch,  with  others,  were  taken  into  the 
church  at  Lee,  Mass.  Dec.  23,  1792,  his  daughter- Mary,  then  only 
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about  three  months  old,  was  baptized  at  Lee,  Mass.  Jan.  19,  1794, 
the  church  at  Lee,  voted  to  give  “Lewis  Hatch  a  letter  of  recom¬ 
mendation  to  the  Church  of  Christ  in  South  Granville/’  and  this 
is  probably  about  the  date  when  he  moved  on  to  this  land  with  his 
family,  to  live. 

That  farm  is  all  located  on  the  south  side  of  the  road.  It  is  not 
on  a  mountain,  but  is  on  high  ground.  Standing  on  the  highest 
point  in  the  pasture,  a  few  rods  south  of  the  house,  one  may  look 
down  upon  the  surrounding  country  for  miles,  in  all  directions. 
From  the  fact  that  this  ground  was  the  old  homestead  of  Lewis 
Hatch  and  his  numerous  family,  the  place  became  known  and  is 
still  known  as  “Hatch  Hill/' 

Here  he  lived  the  balance  of  his  life  and  devoted  his  energies  to 
clearing  up  and  farming  his  land.  In  the  later  years  of  his  life, 
with  characteristic  Hatch  enterprise,  he  went  into  the  business  of 
silk  raising  in  a  moderate  way.  In  some  of  the  early  years  of  the 
20th  century,  in  tearing  down  an  old  outbuilding,  a  bushel  or  more 
of  old  silk  cocoons  were  found.  It  is  not  known  if  he  sold  the  raw 
silk,  or  manufactured  it  in  his  own  household.  The  old  house  which 
it  is  believed  he  built  when  he  moved  on  to  this  place,  is  still  stand¬ 
ing,  occupied  and  is  still  a  good  comfortable  house. 

In  1803-4  his  wife  Mary  died  and  was  buried  in  the  cemeterv  at 
South  Granville.  Mar.  1,  1806,  he  married  in  Granville,  Parnal 
Pool  of  Martha’s  Vineyard.  She  was  born  17  Sept.,  1769  at  Chil- 
mark.  -Dec.  19,  1832,  when  he  was  about  75  years  of  age,  he  applied 
for  and  was  granted  a  pension  as  a  Revolutionary  Soldier.  Dec.  3, 
1847,  when  he  was  within  a  few  days  of  90  years  of  age,  he  died  in 
the  old  homestead  and  was  buried  in  the  South  Granville  cemetery. 
About  five  months  later  (12  April.  1848)  his  wife  Parnal  died  and 
was  buried  beside  him.  On  his  tombstone  is  engraved  this  senti¬ 
ment,  “A  soldier  of  the  Revolution  and  of  the  Cross.”  (Spencer  E. 
Smith,  a  great-grandson.) 

From  the  Vital  Records  of  Lee,  we  get  no  birth  dates,  but  the 
following  are  reported  as  having  been  baptized,  23  Sept.,  1792: 
Wait,  Thomas,  Davis,  Alpheus  and  Tabitha  Hatch,  while  another 
child,  Pollv  Hatch,  is  recorded  as  having  been  baptized,  23  Dec., 
1792;

When  he  was  twelve  years  of  age  he  moved  with  his  parents 
to  Wisconsin  where  thev  settled  on  a  farm  at  Oak  Center.  Thev 
travelled  by  train  to  Chicago,  by  boat  to  Sheboygan  and  with  a 
team  of  horses  over  a  plank  road  to  Oak  Center.  During  the  winter 
of  1854,  the  family  lived  in  a  log  house  with  fourteen  people.  That 
was  a  severe  winter,  the  ground  froze  to  a  depth  of  seven  feet  with 
an  average  of  four  and  five  feet  of  snow.  Often  their  beds  in  the 
attic  were  covered  with  snow  in  the  morning.  His  boyhood  days 
were  spent  in  doing  farm  work,  hunting  and  fishing. 

He  was  teaching  school  when  the  call  came  for  volunteers,  at 
the  beginning  of  the  Civil  War.  and  he  enlisted  in  the  10th  Wisconsin 
Vol.,  20  Sept.,  1861.  He  was  wounded  at  the  battle  of  Perryville, 
Kv.,  and  lav  on  the  battle  field  for  three  davs  before  he  was  taken 
to  the  hospital.  He  remained  for  four  months  and  was  discharged 
and  sent  home,  having  served  nearly  a  year  and  a  half. 

He  married  at  Oak  Center,  Wisconsin,  15  Sept.,  1867,  Ellen, 
dau.  of  James  and  Rebecca  (Atkins)  Johnson.  She  was  born  12 
Sept.,  1846,  at  St.  Vincent,  Ontario,  Canada. 

About  1877,  Mr.  Hatch  and  his  wife  learned  taxidermy  and  how 
to  preserve  bird’s  eggs.  For  a  number  of  years,  Mrs.  Hatch  assisted 
him  in  this  work,  doing  all  the  fine  touches.  The  duties  on  a  200 
acre  farm  kept  him  busy  most  of  the  day,  so  he  would  often  work 
half  the  night  preparing  eggs  or  mounting  birds.  He  often  collected 
hundreds  of  birds'  eggs  from  Horican  Marsh  in  a  day,  and  in  those 
days  the  only  way  to  preserve  them  was  to  drill. small  holes  in  the 
eggs  and  blow  the  contents  out  with  a  mouth  blower;  later  he  got 
a  machine  blower.  He  has  (1926)  a  collection  of  about  5000  eggs, 
including  specimens  from  England,  Iceland.  Persian  Gulf  Islands, 
and  man}"  other  countries.  He  added  to  his  collection  by  exchang¬ 
ing  not  only  bird  eggs,  but  other  specimens  of  natural  history.  He 
has  a  collection  of  butterflies  and  moths  including  morphos,  cali- 
gos,  colias  and  sphinx  moths,  from  South  and  Central  Americas. 
India,  Africa  and  other  countries.  His  collection  of  animals  was 
very  interesting.  It  included  bear  cub,  foxes,  coyote,  deer,  badger, 
black  and  white  squirrels,  prairie  dogs,  etc.,  and  a  two  legged  colt. 
He  has  more  than  a  thousand  birds,  including  swans,  peacocks 
and  128  humming  bi^ds.  One  of  the  unique  features  of  the  collec¬ 
tion  is  a  story  of  t!  narriage  of  Jenny  Wren  and  the  tragic  fate 
of  Cock  Robin,  contained  in  12  cases,  and  every  bird  appears  in 
his  role,  dressed  for  the  part  according  to  the  nursery  rhyme. 
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He  has  some  valuable  antiques  in  the  way  of  old  dishes,  guns, 
revolvers,.  home  made  bed  spreads,  an  old  tinder  box  covered 
with  etchings  portraying  court  scenes  which  were  said  to  have  been 
brought  to  this  country  by  the  Pilgrim  fathers. 

Another  of  his  past  times  is  gardening,  both  flowers  and  vege¬ 
tables.  He  loves  flowers;  commenced  with  this  work  by  helping 
his  mother  in  planting  fruit  and  flowers  when  they  first  moved  to 
Wisconsin.  Is  now  (1926)  raising  fine  varities  of  gladiolus  and 
dahlias  in  which  year  he  had  2000  in  bloom. 

He  carried  on  a  large  correspondence,  read  a  great  deal  and  kept 
well  posted  on  current  and  political  events. 

He  was  a  member  of  several  Fraternal  organizations,  the  Sons 
of  Temperance,  Loyal  Legion,  Good  Templars,  Grand  Army  of 
the  Republic,  Ladies  of  G.  A.  R.  Order  of  Eastern  Star,  and  Masons 
of  which  he  has  been  a  member  for  over  60  years,  having  taken 
first  degree  in  Fon-du-Lac  in  1865  and  2nd  degree  in  1866  in  Oak- 
field  Lodge  Xo.  158. 

He  lived  on  a  farm  two  and  a  half  miles  west  of  Oakfield  for  over 
twenty  years.  In  1900  he  retired  from  the  farm  and  moved  to 
Oakfield.  For  a  number  of  years  he  maintained  a  museum  in  Oak- 
field  on  White  street  in  which  he  used  to  house  his  treasures.  The 
museum  was  given  to  his  grandson  Ivan  Coon  who  later  sold 
some  of  the  specimens  to  the  Oshkosh  Museum. 

In  about  1919  he  happened  to  pick  up  a  piece  of  embroidery 
work  that  his  grand  daughter  was  making,  so  thought  he  would 
like  to  try  it  and  since  that  time  has  made  398  pieces,  including 
bed  spreads,  table  cloths  etc.,  embroidered  in  white  and  colors. 
He  received  many  first  premiums  at  the  County  Fairs.  He  is  color 
blind  and  wears  two  pair  of  glasses.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hatch  celebrated 
their  golden  wedding,  15  Sept.,  1917.  He  celebrated  his  84th  birth¬ 
day,  20  July,  1926.  at  which  time  twenty  guests  were  entertained 
and  presented  with  a  bouquet  of  his  choice  gladiolus.  His  wife  died 
1  June,  1919.

The  following  is  an  abridged  biography  submitted  by  him  in  1916.  “Azel 
Richard  Emerson  bears  the  names  of  his  grandfathers,  Azel  Hatch  and  Rich¬ 
ard  Emerson,  who  were  both  of  English  descent.  Among  his  relatives  was 
Hannah  Emerson  Dustin,  the  Indian  killer,  he  being  the  6th  generation  from 
her.  History  and  monuments  give  particulars.  He  was  educated  in  the  common 
schools  and  different  Academies  of  the  times.  The  first  academy  he  attended 
was  in  Alstead,  incorporated  in  1S19,  and  in  1916  he  was  the  only  living  stud¬ 
ent  known  of  this  institution.  He  worked  on  the  farm  until  of  age,  chopped 
wood  for  25c  per  cord.  After  teaching  school  consisting  of  fifty  students,  for 
$11.00  per  month,  he  desired  to  engage  in  mechanical  business.  He  started 
without  practice,  an  iron  foundry,  machine  shop,  and  agricultural  implement 
factor}',  which  he  followed  during  many  of  the  best  years  of  his  life. 

He  built  plows  by  the  hundreds,  water  wheels,  general  machinery  for  mills, 
shops,  etc.  He  made  one  lot  of  30  portable  grist  mills.  One  year  he  made  150,000 
shovel  handles  in  addition  to  regular  business.  He  moulded  the  first  work  and 
melted  and  cast  the  first  iron  in  town.  He  had  the  first  hard  coal  brought  to 
town;  brought,  set  up,  and  ran  the  first  steam  engine  in  town.  He  also  built 
dwellings,  barns,  shops,  stoves,  etc. 

“He  married,  21  Sept.,  1854,  Calista  A.  Beckwith,  daughter  of  Oscar  and 
Elvira  (Emerson)  Beckwith.  She  died  at  Alstead,  N.H.,  10  April,  1871.  He 
was  elected  selectman  in  1855;  in  1865  he  sold  out  all  his  mechanical  works  and 
was  induced  to  help  do  public  business.  He  served  as  overseer  of  the  poor,  was 
tax  collector,  was  appointed  agent  to  settle  wrar  claims  of  the  town  against  the 
government,  and  collected  and  paid  into  the  treasury,  §7,000.00.  He  was  ap¬ 
pointed  agent  to  fund  the  town  debt  of  §40,000.00;  was  elected  as  town  clerk 
six  years;  selectman  for  eight  years.  He  helped  settle  many  estates  as  an  ap¬ 
praiser,  administrator  and  commissioner.  He  declined  several  times  to  be 
representative  to  the  general  court  on  account  of  other  business. 

“In  1908  he  retired  from  business  cares  not  owing  a  man  a  dollar.  He  sold 
his  real  estate,  preferring  fewer  cares  and  larger  bank  account  and  went  to  live 
with  his  only  legal  heir,  Mrs.  Emma  Emerson  Dinsmore,  a  niece.  He  never 
mortgaged  a  dollar’s  w'orth  of  proprety,  never  was  sued,  never  asked  a  man 
to  sign  a  note  with  him,  never  inherited  a  dollar,  was  never  drunk,  never  was 
shaved  by  a  barber,  never  had  a  case  in  court,  never  asked  for  office,  never 
asked  a  man  to  vote  for  him,  and  never  went  hungry.  He  took  much  pleasure 
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in  paddling  his  own  canoe  and  when  he  dies  his  remains  will  rest  in  Maple  Side 
Cemetery,  midst  the  simplicities  of  nature,  beside  his  father,  mother  and  wife, 
where  the  sugar  maples  cast  their  lively  shadows  over  that  marble  monument 
he  had  erected  years  ago  to  mark  the  quiet  spot.’’

In 
short  he  was  mason,  painter  and  glazier.  He  entirely  built  the  house 
he  lived  and  died  in.  In  1826  and  1827,  the  Alethodists  and  their 
friends  of  Williamstown  began  to  agitate  the  project  of  build¬ 
ing  a  church  which  they  could  call  their  own.  They  were,  however, 
comparatively  without  means,  and  to  many  the  undertaking  seemed 
to  be  an  impossibility.  But  Brother  James  Hatch,  a  man  of 
great  energy  and  mighty  faith,  held  forth  among  the  people  upon 
the  old  text  which  Caleb  enunciated  to  the  Children  of  Israel  (at 
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least  in  spirit,  if  not  in  letter).  “We  are  well  able  to  overcome  it.” 
At  length  he  met  the  brethren  at  a  meeting,  at  a  dwelling  house, 
called  to  consider  the  project  and  after  a  mighty  moving  exhorta¬ 
tion,  which  took  hold  upon  the  sympathies  of  his  auditors,  he  an¬ 
nounced  that  he  was  “going  out  into  the  kitchen”,  and  challenged 
everyone  who  would  stand  pledged  to  assist  in  building  the  church, 
to  follow  him.  Forthwith  he  started  and  turning  around  as  he 
stood  in  the  kitchen,  saw  his  auditors,  one  by  one.  file  into  the 
room  until  the  whole  company  had  thus  taken  the  pledge  to  carry 
on  the  work.  “The  deed  was  made  by  Simon  Wright,  Jr.,  to  James 
Hatch,  Amasa  Briggs,  Moses  Lewis,  Sanford  Hatch,  and  Clark 
Farnham,”  and  was  put  on  record  March  19,  1827,  and  dedicated 
in  December.  Parsonage  deed  recorded  8  Oct.,  1S32,  to  James 
Hatch  and  Chester  Howard,  stewards  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  of  Williamstown.  He  resigned  from  the  stewardship  in  1850. 
“He  was  loved,  revered  and  honored  by  his  brethren  in  the  church;

1856,  James  E.  Briggs  was  chosen  from  forty  applicants,  as 
principal  of  the  Arsenal  Street  High  School  of  Watertown,

year,  attendance  more  than  doubled.  He  enlisted  Sept.,  1861, 
as  captain  of  Company  H.,  94th  regiment,  in  Jefferson  County, 
N.Y.,  during  the  Civil  War.

7  years  in  Vt.,  we  moved  to  Stockton.  Cal.,  mother  going  as  far  as  Chicago  with 
us,  from  there  to  Manson,  Iowa,  alone,  and  in  the  Spring  she  came  to  Stockton 
being  then  80  yrs.  old,  and  quite  deaf.  She  was  fond  of  traveling  and  had  no 
trouble  on  the  trip.

Soon  after  his  parents  landed  in  Texas  the  father  was  arrested  by 
Mexican  officials  and  cast  into  prison  because  he  had  not  obtained 
clearance  papers  for  his  boat  before  leaving  New  Orleans.  When 
he  was  released  to  join  his  family,  John  N.  was  two  months  old, 
having  been  born  while  his  father  was  under  arrest.  They  lived  in 
the  midst  of  the  Tonkaway  Indians  and  he  learned  to  speak  their 
language.  They  would  take  him  on  deer  hunts  and  he  grew  up, 
the  most  noted  hunter  in  Texas.  As  a  rifle  and  pistol  shot,  his 
reputation  was  state  wide.  At  the  time  of  his  marriage  at  the  age 
of  20  years,  he  was  in  the  cattle  raising  industry,  then  in  its  infancy 
in  Texas.  He  sometimes  joined  State  Rangers  when  Mexican 
bandits  grew  bold  and  raided  ranches  on  the  Texas-Mexican 
frontier.  In  the  beginning  of  the  Civil  War.  among  the  first  con¬ 
federate  volunteers  were  Joseph  A.  Hatch  (No.  367)  b.  in  Falmouth, 
Mass.,  Davis  William  Hatch  Sr.  (No.  365)  b.  in  Louisana  and  John 
N.  Hatch  b.  in  Texas.  These  men  voted  against  secession  but  when 
Texas  entered  the  war.  they  went  with  their  state  and  served  out 
the  four  year  period  of  the  war.  John  N.  md.  his  cousin,  Ann 
Maria  Hatch,  30  May,  1850.  She  was  a  dau.  of  Joseph  and  Phebe 
C.  (Starbuck)  Hatch  (No.  160).  She  was  b.  in  Nantucket,  Mass., 
and  removed  with  her  parents  to  Texas  in  1847-8.  Her  sister, 
Sarah  B.  joined  her  in  a  runaway  marriage,  one  marrying  Davis 
William  and  the  other.  John  N.  Hatch,  the  two  sons  of  Capt.  Syl- 
vanus  Hatch.  Contrary  to  all  expectations,  both  marriages  turned 
out  happily.  After  Ann  Maria  became  a  wife  and  mother  she  was 
the  tutor  of  her  own  children  and  some  of  the  neighbors’  children. 
She  was  desirous  that  her  two  boys  should  have  greater  educational 
advantages  than  they  could  get  in  Texas  and  Davis  William  was 
sent  to  Tennessee,  but  James  C.  preferred  to  remain  at  home  as  he 
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was  a  champion  wild  horse  rider,  and  mountain  range  was  all  the 
school  he  wanted.  It  was  freely  predicted  that  he  would  be  killed 
before  he  was  25  years  old.  The  father.  John  N.,  was  never  taken 
seriously  bv  his  sons.  He  never  exacted  obedience  from  them  but 
was  more  like  an  elder  brother,  always  planning  some  hunting  or 
fishing  trip  where  the  three  could  be  together.  He  was  proud  of  his 
boys,  who  did  featsof  strength  noother  young  men  would  attempt. 
James  C.  once  heard  his  mother  say  to  his  father,  ‘'John,  I  am  in 
constant  dread  of  our  boy  James  Collins  being  killed  through  his 
reckless  capers,  but  I  am  not  afraid  of  his  killing  any  other  person, 
for  his  every  act  is  deliberate,  he  always  thinks  before  he  acts.  My 
greatest  anxiety  is  about  our  elder  son,  Davis  William  who  acts  on 
the  impulse  of  the  moment.  I  fear  he  may  commit  an  act  which 
would  cause  him  life  time  regret.  Watch  him  close  and  try  to  re¬ 
strain  him  in  an}*  act  of  violence”.  Both  sons,  though,  did  honor 
to  their  parents'  name  in  spite  of  the  mother’s  fears.  John  X.  lost 
all  interest  in  life  after  the  death  of  his  son  Davis  William.  Every 
endeavor  was  made  to  arouse  him  to  interest  of  his  surroundings, 
but  all  in  vain.  Mrs.  Hatch  would  encourage  James  C.  to  take  his 
father  on  hunting  and  fishing  trips  to  arouse  his  former  attitude; 
but  all  served  to  remind  him  of  previous  trips  with  Davis  William. 
The  longer  he  remained  in  the  woods,  the  more  melancholy  he 
became.  Doctors  who  were  summoned  as  John  X.  gradually  de¬ 
clined  in  health  and  spirits,  said  they  could  do  nothing  for  him  as 
there  was  nothing  the  matter  with  him  but  grief  at  the  loss  of  his 
boy.  His  wife  would  say  to  him.  “John,  try  and  cheer  up,  remember 
we  have  other  children  who  love  us.  Try  to  be  cheerful  for  their 
sake.”  His  only  answer  was,  “Ann  Maria,  now  that  Willie  is  gone, 
I  only  wish  to  die  and  be  with  him  once  more.”  In  two  years  he 
had  grieved  himself  to  death.  He  died  18  June,  1902.  Ann  Maria 
died  14  Jan.,  1908,  in  Port  Lavaca,  where  they  had  resided  and 
raised  their  children.

Leaving  his  Massachusetts  home  when  quite  a  young  man,  he 
came  to  Texas  with  his  father’s  family  in  1849,  and  landed  at 
Port  Lavaca.  He  immediately  joined  a  party  going  west  to  seek 
their  fortunes  and  made  the  long  weary  journey  to  California  with 
the  French  expedition.  He  made  the  return  trip  to  Texas  by  the 
Nicaragua  route  and  experienced  many  hardships. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  Civil  War  he  joined  the  Confederate 
forces  and  participated  in  nearly  all  the  battles  west  of  the  Miss¬ 
issippi  River.  At  the  Battle  of  Yellow  Bayou  he  was  seriously 
wounded  by  a  bullet  that  plowed  through  his  hip,  and  caused  him 
to  limp  the  rest  of  his  life. 

Returning  to  his  Texas  home  after  the  war  he  engaged  in  ranch¬ 
ing  on  St.  Joseph  Island  and  afterwards  in  Calhoun  County.  Later 
he  moved  to  L'valde  Countv,  and  turned  his  attention  to  contract- 
ing  and  carpentering.  Finally  he  went  to  San  Antonio,  Texas,  and 
made  his  home  with  his  son.  He  died  Feb.,  20th,  1912,  survived  by 
one  son  and  several  grandchildren. 

Joseph  Hatch  was  a  very  interesting  conversationalist  and  re¬ 
lated  with  great  accuracy  the  details  of  his  adventures  in  his 
travels  and  also  during  the  Civil  War.  At  one  time  he  made  a  for¬ 
tune  freighting  from  Indianola  to  the  west,  but  it  was  spent  on  his 
travels.  He  was  a  man  who  suffered  many  hardships  and  many 
sorrows,  but  bore  it  all  cheerfully. 

He  was  married  first  to  a  Miss  Wood  in  Mass.,  but  soon  separated 
from  her  after  coming  to  Texas  in  1848.  In  1855  he  married 
Harriet  Brooking  in  Goliad,  Texas  but  separated  the  same  year. 
May,  10,  1866,  he  married  Martha  Wallace  Blanchette,  a 
widow  with  whom  he  lived  until  her  death. 
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She  was  born  12  Nov.,  1839,  at  Wallace  Bluff,  Texas.  Died  30 
Aug.,  1894,  at  Uvalde.  They  were  married  in  Calhoun  County, 
Texas,  where  their  children  were  born.

10  Sept.,  1850,  at  Beloit,  Iowa,  J.  P.  Webster, 
resided  at  Round  Spring,  Kansas,  where  their  children 
were  probably  born.

386.  Hezekiah  Hatch7,  (Jeremiah6,  Nathaniel5,  John4,  Ben¬ 
jamin3,  Jonathan2,  Thomas1,)  b.  at  Charlotte,  Vt.,  2  Dec.,  1798. 
He  was  above  medium  height  and  had  jet  black  hair.  He  had  a  com¬ 
mon  school  education,  was  a  great  reader  and  well  informed.  Was 
a  member  of  the  legislature  for  eight  terms. 

He  married  about  1819-20,  Aldura,  dau.  of  John  Austin  and 
Abigail  (Plumley)  Sumner.  She  saw  b.  4  May,  1803,  in  Bristol, 
Addison  Co.,  Yt.  She  was  of  the  eighth  generation  from  Roger 
Sumner  of  Bicester,  Oxfordshire,  England,  the  line  being  as  follows : 
(John  A.7,  Thomas6, William5,  Clement4, William3,  William2,  Roger1.) 
William2,  came  to  New  England  in  1636  and  settled  at  Dorchester, 
Mass.  (See  Sumner  Genealogy,  by  William  Sumner  Appleton,  pp.l.) 

Hezekiah. and  Aldura  made  their  home  in  Lincoln,  Addison  Co., 
Vt.,  ten  miles  south  east  of  Bristol,  where  his  parents  lived  and 
where  their  seven  children  were  born. 

He  was  a  farmer  and  was  engaged  in  marketing. 

He  believed  in  the  universal  salvation  of  the  children  of  men,  that 
God  was  just  and  merciful.  A  great  deal  of  prejudice  existed  against 
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this  section  of  religionists  and  he  had  discussions  with  eminent 
teachers  of  different  views.  These  discussions  were  in  writing  and 
he  had  quite  a  good  sized  book  which  he  intended  to  publish,  had  he 
not  at  about  this  time  met  the  Elders  of  the  Latter  Day  Saints. 
His  father,  mother  and  his  brothers  Josephusand  Abram  Chase  had 
the  same  views,  so  as  soon  as  Elder  Peltiah  Brown  of  the  Mormon 
Church,  came  to  his  home,  he  was  prepared  for  the  greater  truths 
and  gladly  carried  them  to  his  people.  Abram  Chase  died  at  the  age 
of  21  years,  which  was  quite  a  disappointment  to  the  family  as  his 
great  abilities  made  them  feel  that  he  would  be  a  great  religious  and 
political  leader.  His  brother.  Jeremiah  Jr.,  did  not  accept  his  testi¬ 
mony  but  the  remainder  of  the  family  did  and  all  were  baptized. 

Aldura  was  below  medium  height,  had  blue  eyes  and  light  hair. 
She  was  an  energetic  worker  and  when  her  husband  was  reading  and 
discussing  she  was  able  to  direct  the  boys  in  their,  farm  work  and 
attend  to  her  many  duties  of  spinning,  weaving,  kintting  and  sew¬ 
ing  and  the  making  of  butter  and  cheese  ready  forthe  market.  She 
never  hired  help  except  in  case  of  sickness.  Her  oldest  children  being 
boys,  she  did  not  have  much  help  in  the  home  until  the  fifth  child, 
Adeline,  was  old  enough  to  assist.  The  water  for  culinary  purposes 
had  to  be  carried  some  distance  and  a  great  deal  of  this  labor  was 
done  by  the  willing  and  loving  wife  and  mother. 

She  made  every  preparation  she  could  to  get  her  family  fitted 
out  to  go  west  where  the  Saints  were  gathering.  She  had  bolts  of 
linen,  both  for  clothing  and  handkerchiefs,  and  a  barrel  of  yarn  all 
manufactured  by  her  own  hands  with  the  assistance  of  the  children. 

While  caring  for  the  sick  daughter  of  Elder  Brown,  she  contract¬ 
ed  a  disease  called  “black  tongue*’  and  died  from  the  effects  of  it, 
10  April,  1842.  A  great  many  of  the  comforts  she  had  provided  for 
her  family  were  misappropriated  and  they  suffered  in  consequence 
of  the  loss.  Hezekiah  took  his  motherless  children  to  his  father’s 
home  in  Bristol  where  they  finished  their  preparations  for  their 
journey  west.  About  the  middle  of  the  summer  they  were  pre¬ 
pared  and  in  company  with  others  they  reached  Nauvoo,  Ill.,  in 
Sept.,  1842.  A  lot  with  a  shanty  upon  it  was  purchased  and  the 
family  made  as  comfortable  as  possible.  Hezekiah  bought  a  farm 
and. preparations  were  made  to  build  a  large  house,  with  the  inten¬ 
tion  of  remarrying.  The  wedding  day  having  been  set  all  was  pre¬ 
pared  when  he  was  taken  suddenly  ill  and  on  the  26th  of  June,  1S43, 
the  day  set  for  the  wedding,  he  died. 

His  life  had  been  devoted  to  his  Master’s  service  as  far  as  he 
understood  it  and  he  thus  fulfilled  the  covenant  his  mother  made 
when  she  dedicated  him,  before  his  birth,  to  the  Lord.

v.  Adeline s,  b.  26  Jan.,  1S34.  After  the  death  of  her  father, 
Adeline’s  life  was  most  trying.  Struggling  on  alone,  she 
did  whatever  she  could  find  to  do  to  help  herself  along 
through  the  journey  id'  life,  no  matter  how  difficult.  In 
May,  1846,  she  left  Xauvoowith  a  family  of  Saints  and 
moved  to  Winter  Quarters.  Iowa,  where  she  lived  until 
1848  when  she  joined  her  brothers  and  sister  at  Mos¬ 
quito  Creek,  Iowa.  Adeline,  who  was  then  14  years  old, 
kept  house  for  this  little  family.  From  Mosquito  Creek 
she  went  to  St.  Joseph,  Missouri,  where  she  did  domestic 
work,  in  order  to  help  get  necessities  with  which  to  con¬ 
tinue  the  journey  west.  In  1850  she  came  to  the  “valleys 
of  the  Mountains”,  reaching  Salt  Lake  City  in  September 
of  that  year.  She  md.  5  Feb.,  1853,  George  Barber  at 
Salt  Lake  City.  He  was  b.  11  Xov.,  1826,  at  Cheshunt, 
Hertford,  England.  Their  first  home  was  in  Xephi,  Utah; 
from  here  they  went  to  help  build  up  Fort  Supply, 
twelve  miles  below  Fort  Bridger  in  Wyoming.  Life  in 
this  new  region  was  hard.  When  Johnson’s  Army  reach¬ 
ed  Utah,  the  Barber  family  was  recalled  and  moved  to 
Lehi,  L'tah.  About  1855,  with  Adeline’s  consent,  her 
husband  entered  into  plural  marriage  by  marrying 
Louisa  Raymond.  The  two  women  always  lived  to¬ 
gether.  The  2nd  wife  was  the  mother  of  eight  children, 
wrhile  Adeline  did  not  have  any.  She  adopted  an  Indian 
bov  of  whom  she  was  verv  fond.  He  died  as  a  child  and 
the  2nd  wife  gave  her  one  of  her  twin  babies.  It  also 
died  so  her  whole  thoughts  were  then  turned  to  the  car¬ 
ing  for  Louisa’s  children.  She  had  by  this  time  many 
practical  resources;  she  had  learned  to  tan  buckskins 
.  from  which  she  made  gloves,  shirts,  trousers,  etc.  For 
these  articles  she  found  ready  sale.  She  also  provided  the 
family  with  blankets  and  clothing  made  from  wool  she 
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obtained  from  sheep  drowned  in  Utah  Lake.  Her  next 
pioneer  trip  was  to  Hush  Valley,  Utah,  where  they  did 
intensive  farming.  From  there  they  journeyed  to  Cedar 
Valley  where  they  gave  their  attention  to  dairying. 
Her  last  pioneering  was  to  Smithfield,  Utah,  in  Feb., 
1860.  Here  they  lived  in  wagons  for  some  time  fighting 
the  Indians  as  best  they  could,  until  cabins  could  be 
built  in  a  fort.  Later  a  more  peaceful  feeling  came  to 
'  their  dusky  enemies. 

She  was  always  a  deeply  interested  and  conscientious 
Church  worker.  She  was  a  president  in  the  Y.L.M.I.A. 
A  worker  in  the  relief  society,  primary  and.  as  long  as  her 
health  permitted,  a  worker  in  the  Logan  Temple.  From 
the  introduction  of  this  Hatch  Genealogy,  you  will  not¬ 
ice  she  was  the  instigator  of  and  did  the  first  research  on 
Hatch  Genealogy.  From  1884  to  1913  she  was  the  main 
worker  along  genealogical  lines  of  this  branch  of  the 
Hatch  family;  when  she  became  too  feeble  the  work  was 
transferred  to  her  niece,  Ruth  A.  H.  Hale,  (see  iv,  Xo. 
704). 

She  was  interested  in  seri-culture  and  a  silk  associa¬ 
tion  was  organized  under  her  direction.  Many  articles 
of  adornment  for  the  Logan  Temple  were  manufactured 
from  the  silk  raised  and  prepared  by  this  silk  association. 
If  nothing  more  was  accomplished  in  the  three  years  this 
company  worked  together,  than  the  fact  that  silk  of 
superior  luster  can  be  raised  in  LTah,  this  alone  will  re¬ 
dound  to  the  honor  of  the  untiring  efforts  of  Adeline. 
Her  husband  d.  in  Mexico,  1  Xov.,  1890,  and  she  in  Logan 
LTah,  4  March,  1918.  ^  t 

vi.  Elizabeth s,  b.  19  Jan.,  18£7;  md.  7  Dec.,  1854,  Thomas 
Griffin  Winn,  son  of  John.  He  was  b.  20  Dec.,  1828,  at 
Scranton,  Pa.  Elizabeth,  like  her  mother,  was  an  active  and 
energetic  worker.  Even  after  she  was  almost  an  invalid, 
she  kept  her  hands  busy.  In  later  life  her  health  became 
better  and  she  was  always  ready  to  assist  her  daughters 
in  the  care  of  their  families  as  well  as  doing  kindly  deeds 
to  neighbors  and  friends.  They  removed  from  Lehi,  L’tah, 
where  their  first  home  had  been  and  where  their  children 
were  born,  to  Smithfield  in  northern  Utah.  After  her 
daughter’s  marriage,  she  went  with  them  to  eastern 
Utah  where  she  d.  10  Jan.,  1920.  He  d.  8  May,  1903.

387.  Josephus  Hatch7.  (Jeremiah6,  Nathaniel5,  John4,  Ben¬ 
jamin3,  Jonathan2,  Thomas1,)  b.  at  Ferrisburg,  Yt.,  2  July,  1801. 
When  in  the  prime  of  life  he  weighed  240  pounds,  was  six  feet  in 
height,  had  gray  eyes  and  black  curly  hair.  He  married  6  Dec.,  1822, 
Melinda  Durfee  who  was  born  in  Lincoln,  Addison  Co.,  Vt., 
20  Feb..  1806.  They  made  their  home  in  Bristol,  Addison  Co.,  Yt., 
where  all  but  one  of  their  eight  children  were  born.  His  occupation 
was  that  of  a  farmer.  He  was  converted  to  Mormonism  and  was 
baptized  into  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter  Day  Saints,  in 
Feb.,  1840,  by  Elder  Sisson  A.  Chase.  Four  of  his  children  having 
died  young,  he  with  his  wife  and  children  left  their  home  in  Yermont 
and  went  to  Nauvoo.  Hancock  Co.,  Ill.,  in  the  fall  of  1843.  He 
assisted  the  Saints  in  trying  to  keep  the  mob  from  entering  the 
city  during  the  troublous  times  in  the  summer  of  1846.  One  of  his 
horses  had  been  stolen  from  the  barn  and  when  they  were  forced  to 
leave  Nauvoo,  about  the  15th  of  Sept..  1846.  all  the  team  he  had 
was  one  good  and  one  poor  horse  and  one  wagon  in  which  to  move 
his  family  and  his  aged  father  and  mother  and  their  necessary  be¬ 
longings.  They  were  forced  to  camp  on  the  banks  of  the  Mississippi 
River  for  more  than  a  week,  waiting  for  an  opportunity  to  cross. 

After  crossing  over  the  river  they  traveled  about  seven  miles  to 
a  farm  owned  by  a  man  named  Luce.  On  the  way  to  the  farm  the 
wagon  tipped  over  and  their  goods  were  thrown  out,  but  no  one  was 
injured.  On  the  24th  of  Sept.,  1846,  a  most  severe  thunder  and 
lightning  storm  came  with  torrents  of  rain  and  in  the  midst  of  the 
storm  a  son  was  born  to  Josephus  and  Melinda.  A  trench  had  to 
be  dug  around  the  tent  where  the  sick  woman  lay  to  keep  the  water 
from  running  into  her  bed. 

From  here  the  family  moved  to  Sugar  Creek,  Iowa,  where  they 
purchased  a  small  log  house  of  one  room  where  nine  of  them  lived 
during  the  winter,  spring  and  summer  of  1847.  Josephus  obtained 
a  good  living  by  making  baskets  out  of  oak  splints  and  selling  them 
at  the  neighboring  towns.  After  raising  a  good  crop  of  corn,  etc., 
they  moved  across  the  state  into  Nebraska  to  a  place  called  “Win¬ 
ter  Quarters”.  While  there  Josephus’  mother,  who  had  lived  with 
them  during  all  their  journeyings,  died  15  Dec.,  1847.  All  the  fami¬ 
ly  were  afflicted  with  chills  and  fever  at  this  time.  In  the  spring  of 
1848  they  moved  East  over  the  Missouri  river  to  a  place  called 
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“Pleasant  Grove”.  While  here  his  daughter  Sophronia  was  mar¬ 
ried  and  in  May  the  family,  including  Sophronia  and  her  husband, 
started  for  the  mountains  where  the  Saints  had  preceded  them  some 
five  years  earlier. 

When  nearly  to  their  journey’s  end,  Utah,  Melinda,  in  attempt¬ 
ing  to  get  out  of  the  wagon  while  it  was  in  motion,  fell  and  was 
thrown  under  the  wheels  which  ran  over  her.  badly  injuring  her. 
A  swinging  bed  had  to  be  arranged  for  her  under  the  bows  of  the 
wagon  to  avoid  any  jar.  By  the  time  they  reached  the  valleys  she 
was  all  right. 

They  reached  Salt  Lake  City,  Sept.,  1852,  and  the  same  fall  went 
to  Ogden  where  Josephus  purchased  a  two  roomed  house.  Here  he 
also  made  baskets  for  sale.  He  owned  the  land  where  the  Ogden 
Depot  now  stands  and  when  the  Rail  Road  was  built,  he  rented  the 
land  and  it  made  him  an  income  of  8100.00  per  month,  thus  ful¬ 
filling  a  promise  made  to  him  in  1843  by  the  Patriarch  of  the  Church, 
Hvrum  Smith,  that  “he  should  have  lands  and  tenants.” 

He  had  a  large  peach  orchard  and  sufficient  money  to  build  a 
new  home,  but  died  before  this  was  accomplished.  His  death  occur- 
ing  25  March,  1874;  his  widow  d.  9  May,  1884.

388.  Jeremiah  Hatch7,  (Jeremiah6,  Nathaniel5,  John4,  Ben¬ 
jamin3,  Jonathan2,  Thomas1,)  b.  at  South  Bristol,  Addison  Co.,  Yt., 
2  Jan.,  1819.  He  was  educated,  cultured  and  possessed  a  high  order 
of  intelligence  accompanied  by  a  suave  and  charming  grace  which 
made  him  a  leader  of  others  in  the  place  where  he  lived.  He  married 
at  Green  Castle,  Pa.,  Lacy  Ann,  dau.  of  Sidney  and  Phebe 
(Brooks)  Rigdon.  They  removed  to  a  place  called  Jackson’s  Hill 
in  the  Town  of  Cuba,  N.Y.,  where  they  resided  until  the  birth  of 
their  first  child.  Thence  the}'  removed  to  New  Berne,  N.C.,  where 
Jeremiah  engaged  himself  as  a  tutor  to  a  Southern  planter.  They 
remained  in  New  Berne  until  1850.  In  the  meantime  the  state  of 
New  York  established,  throughout  the  state,  a  number  of  academ¬ 
ies.  One  of  them  was  located  at  Friendship  and  after  its  completion, 
Jeremiah  was  called  from  N.  C.  to  be  principal  of  that  school.  His 
wife  studied  under  his  instruction  until  the  birth  of  their  fourth  child 
in  1852.  In  1856  he  resigned  as  principal  and  moved  his  family  to 
Oramel,  15  miles  north  of  Friendship,  in  the  Town  of  Canadia. 
There  he  was  made  Canal  collector  on  a  new  Canal  project,  Oramel 
at  that  time  being  the  terminal  of  the  construction.  While  so  en¬ 
gaged,  Jeremiah  devoted  much  of  his  time  to  the  study  of  law  and 
was  admitted  to  the  Bar.  The  encumbrance  of  a  family,  the  lack  of 
means  and  the  limited  amount  of  opportunity  furnished  where  he 
lived,  denied  him  of  advancement  in  public  affairs.  Added  length 
of  life  and' a  further  advanced  community  may  have  carried  him 
into  the  front  ranks. 

Lacy  Ann  was  possessed  of  genuine  ability.  Physically,  she  was 
frail,  but  she  encountered  no  hardships  that  she  did  not  surmount. 
Her  indomitable  courage,  perseverance  and  tact  kept  her  family 
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together  and  made  them  respectable  in  every  walk  of  life.  The  re¬ 
ligion  that  was  in  her  soul,  would  have  done  credit  to  the  Master. 

At  the  outbreak  of  the  Civil  war,  Jeremiah  raised  a  compny  of 
140  men  and  was  mustered  into  the  130th  New  York  Volunteer 
Infantry.  This  regiment  was  mustered  into  service  in  Sept.,  1862, 
and  was  immediately  sent  to  Suffolk.  Ya.,  to  assist  in  the  siege  of 
that  place  by  Longstreet.  He  served  in  this  capacity  until  21  Dec., 
1862,  when  he  died  of  pneumonia  contracted  in  the  service.  His  re¬ 
mains  were  taken  to  Friendship,  where  he  was  buried  on  Christmas 
day,  1862.  He  had  made  no  provisions  for  his  family  previous  to 
his  death,  so  the  family  was  left  with  very  limited  means  but  Mrs. 
Hatch  succeeded  commendably  well  in  keeping  the  family  together 
and  maintaining  a  home.  She  lived  to  see  her  eldest  and  youngest 
boys  married  and  all  marching  along  life’s  highway,  fully  capable 
of  bearing  the  burdens  which  may  be  placed  before  them.  She  d.  15 
April,  1877,  and  was  buried  beside  her  husband.  The  above  sketch 
was  prepared  by  their  son,  Judge  Edward  \V.  Hatch.

389.  Royal  Hatch7,  (Joel6,  Nathaniel5,  John4,  Benjamin3, 
Jonathan2,  Thomas1,)  b.  at  Strafford,  Yt.,  15  March,  1801;  md. 
1st,  9  June,  1831,  Marian,  dau.  of  Capt.  John  and  Deborah  (Eddy) 
Chandler.  She  was  the  7th  generation  from  William  Chandler  who 
Came  to  Roxbury,  Mass.,  in  1637.  She  was  b.  5  April,  1811,  at 
Woodstock,  Conn.,  and  d.  31  Jan.,  1851.  He  md.  2nd,  4  March., 
1852,  Mary  Chandler  Bacon.  She  was  b.  4  Sept.,  1823-4,  at 
Chelsea,  Yt. 

“Hon.  Royal  Hatch  was  among  those  who  have  deservedly 
wielded  large  influence  in  the  town.  Whether  as  a  merchant,  far¬ 
mer  or  manufacturer  or  as  a  legislator  or  Christian  gentleman,  he 
was  always  a  man  of  much  energy  and  did  not  fail  to  secure  the  re¬ 
spect,  and  esteem  of  all  with  whom  he  was  brought  in  contact.  He 
was  Justice  of  the  Peace  for  12  years.  Constitutional  Convention  in 
1850.

*Note:  The  following  history  was  taken  from  notes  by  Jarvis  Maltiah  Hatch 
written  in  1860: 

“John  and  his  brothers  Ira  and  Solomon  Hatch  volunteered  in  the  militia  and 
served  under  arms  with  smoothbore  rifles.  On  May  13,  14  and  15,  1814.  at 
Charlotte  at  the  mouth  of  Genesee  River  under  Col.  Caleb  Hopkins  of  Pitts- 
ford.  Repelling  an  effort  of  the  British  Fleet  on  Lake  Ontario,  under  the  com¬ 
mand  of  Admiral  Sir  James  Yeo,  to  seize  the  U.  S.  Military  stores  in  the  ware¬ 
house  there. 

“The  fleet  consisting  of  three  schooners,  2  sloops  and  eight  gun-boats,  each 
mounting  1  Swivel,  were  seen  on  the  afternoon  of  the  13th,  12  to  15  miles  dis¬ 
tant,  slowly  advancing  with  a  light  wind.  Gen.  Peter  B.  Porter  of  Canandagua 
had  the  command  on  the  Frontier  at  that  time  and  had  stationed  Capt.  Isaac 
W.  Stone  there  with  a  Sergeant,  1  corporal  and  14  men  of  his  company  to  guard 
the  stores  and  give  the  alarm.  Capt.  Stone  dispatched  a  man  to  Rochesterville 
at  Genesee  FalLs  and  to  alarm  the  country  and  inform  General  Porter.  John, 
Solomon  and  Ira  Hatch  were  notified  as  he  passed  Allin’s  Creek  and  started 
immediately  well  armed  and  on  foot  and  reached  the  mouth  that  night.  They 
stayed  until  noon  of  the  15th,  when  they  were  discharged  and  came  home.  I 
well  remember  their  return  and  the  fright  and  huddling  together  of  the  women 
in  the  kitchen  while  they  were  gone. 
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“The  fleet  of  Sir  James  Yeo  was  becalmed  on  the  13th.  5  to  6  miles  off.  and 
lay  there  all  night  immoveable. They  arrived  off  the  harbor  at  ten  next  morn¬ 
ing.  In  the  meantime  the  resident  militia  of  the  district  were  constantly  arriv¬ 
ing  all  night,  armed  as  all  had  guns  and  ammunition  and  eager  to  have  a  “pop” 
at  the  British.  Early  in  the  morning  the  Officer  set  the  men  to  marching  by 
companies  down  the  road  in  sight  of  the  spv  glasses  of  the  Fleet  and  then  enter¬ 
ing  under  shelter  of  the  woods  by  the  roadside.  Then  marching  back  in  the  wood 
changing  column  to  platoon  and  to  section  and  marching  down  again,  so  creat¬ 
ing  the  appearance  of  constant  arrivals  and  a  large  force.  In  this  way  a  few 
hundred  men  were  made  to  appear  several  thousand  strong.  They  had  a  9  and 
a  6  pounder  and  cut  down  trees  and  made  2  redoubts,  placing  the  brush  in  front 
of  them,  point  forward,  and  planted  there  two  guns  and  manned  them.  There 
were  400  muskets,  a  quantity  of  bullets,  cannon  and  musket  powder  and  cart¬ 
ridges  made  up  in  the  warehouses  ready  for  use  and  bands  of  flour,  beef,  pork, 
beans,  salt  and  clothing,  shoes,  boots,  etc.  It  was  there  that  the  enemy  desired 
to  get.  Some  Tory  spy  had  given  information  that  they  were  there. 

“The  fleet  anchored  at  10  A.  M.  May  14.  1814,  about  two  miles  off,  N.  E. 
of  the  entrance  of  the  river.  Having  seen  the  movements  on  the  shore  and  an¬ 
ticipating  trouble,  sent  in  an  officer  in  a  small  boat  with  six  oars  and  a  flag  of 
truce  and  demanded  the  immediate  surrender  of  the  town  warehouses  and 
government  stores,  stating  that  if  complied  with  private  property  would  be 
untouched  and  respected  and  the  place  be  unharmed;  but  if  not  complied  with 
Sir  James  Yeo,  commanding  his  Majesty’s  fleet  on  Lake  Ontario,  would  open 
fire  of  Cannon  from  the  fleet  and  reduce  the  place  and  land  a  sufficient  force  to 
take  it  in  which  case  private  property  must  share  the  fate  of  the  public 

“Capt.  Stone,  being  then  in  command,  after  a  short  consultation  with  others, 
sent  down  to  the  officer,  a  courteous  reply  that  he  deemed  it  his  duty  to  defend 
the  place;  and  that  he  declined  to  make  a  surrender.  Sir  James  then  opened  a 
smart  fire  from  the  schooner  with  long  18  pounders.  His  balls  struck  the  shore 
and  ploughed  up  the  earth  and  cut  off  a  few  limbs  of  the  trees  but  did  no  other 
damage.  Xot  a  building  or  a  man  was  hit  or  injured  even  so  much  as  by  a 
splinter.” 

“The  cannonade  lasted  2 %  hours  and  three  or  four  gun-boats  were  dispatch¬ 
ed  toward  the  shore,  loaded  with  men  but  were  driven  back  by  the  guns  and 
breastworks.  The  American  troops  returned  the  cannonade  with  their  guns  in 
battery  but  could  not  reach  the  fleet,  so  sighted  chiefly  at  the  gun-boats.  Being 
unused  to  guns  of  that  caliber  they  did  not  even  hit  the  gun-boats,  but  one  dis¬ 
charge  at  the  nearest  g  in-boat  was  so  well  aimed  and  timed  in  firing  that  the 
ball  passed  ju^t  above  the  heads  of  the  men  in  the  boat  and  would  have  struck 
and  sunk  her  but  for  the  fact  that  at  that  instant  she  was  in  the  trough  instead 
of  on  the  swell  of  the  waves.  The  officer  in  command  of  the  boat  immediately  put 
it  about  and  stood  out  and  with  the  other  boats  returned  to  the  fleet.  Other 
balls  were  scattered  after  her  and  struck  the  water  near  her,  just  astern  and 
ahead.  The  officer  reported  to  the  Admiral  a  considerable  fort  manned  by  ex¬ 
perienced  and  skillful  artillerymen  and  Sir  James  so  reported  to  his  govern¬ 
ment.  But  he  then  sent  in  another  flag  of  truce  and  asked  the  surrender  of  the 
public  stores  and  property,  offering  to  retire  if  that  was  complied  with.  The 
answer  returned  was  “Blood  knee  deep  first”.  At  this  point,  General  Porter 
from  Canandagua  and  part  of  his  staff  arrived  on  horseback,  having  ridden 
most  of  the  night.  He  assumed  the  command  and  as  many  militia  men  had 
arrived  and  were  arriving  who  had  no  arms,  he  opened  the  warehouse  and 
formed  them  into  companies  and  furnished  muskets  and  ammunition  to  them 
from  the  government  stores.  The  fleet  fired  a  few  more  scattering  guns  which 
the  militia  answered  by  popping  off  muskets  somewhat  freely  now  that  they 
had  government  ammunition  to  burn,  intermixed  with  an  occasional  discharge 
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
